- JxBOUT fort7 years since, when a young Fellow of 
St. John's College, and intimately conversant with 
the Bodleian Library, the Editor meditated, and 
partly printed, these Extracts from Hearne's Diaries. 
Pirst, appointed to a post in the British Museum, 
then recalled to Oxford, and soon after elected to 
an important and laborious ofGce in the University, 
the book, which had been suddenly stopped, was 
entirely abandoned ; and although it had proceeded 
nearly to 600 pages, the editor never found oppor- 
tunity to resume it, till within the last few months ; 
when ill health, added to bodily infirmity, had in- 
duced him to resign his University office, and 
confine himself altogether to his duties at St. Mary 
Hall. So hr, to account for the delay in publica- 
tion, and the renewal of the project now. 

In compliance with Hearne's practice, as well as 
with the literary taste of 1817 for searee books, it 
was proposed to print only 150 small, and 50 large, 
paper of these Remains ; and the intention has been 
rigidly adhered to. At that time, every copy was 
subscribed for ; now, it is believed that not more

than four or five of the originally proposed porobas- 
ers are Mviug, and they have donbtlesa forgotten the 
matter altogether. 

It may be questioned whether in these days of fast 
traTelling^ and cheap litOTatare^ two hundred pur- 
chasers of ench a work as the present will now be 
found; but it ia hoped that the Collectors of Heame's 
Works, (to which this may be deemed a fitting Sap- 
plement,) the lovers of biographical minuting of 
personal anecdote, of historical gossip, and, above all, 
of the local antiquities, habits and manners of the 
UniTersity, will here find somewhat of information 
and amusement, to make up for the smallness of 
the impressioD, and the consequent high price of 
the book. Certain it is, that under no circumstances 
can the Editor himself make a fortune by his spe- 
culation, and there is no prospect of his living to 
witness what Hearne records of one of his own pub- 
lications, (namely, that having sold Leland's Itinerary 
for 31. St., it had risen even in his time to 12/. 1S«.,) 
although he devoutly wishes a similar resolt to the 
purcliasers of the Oxford antiquary's Remains-

Jamea Drake, a phyaidan 
of mocfa profeuional merit, and a man of learaing and abilitiei. He waa 
bom at Cambridge in IG67; educated at E(od{ admiKed a member of Cains 
ctdlege March 30, 1684, where be diidnguiibed himself botb by Ids colli^ 
exercisei, and tlxxe performed in public for his bachelor's degree, which he 
totdi with oonaiderable appianse. After proceeding M. A. be repaired in 1693 
to London; and reeeliing great encouragement from Sir Thomas Millington, 
then president of tlie college of physicians, commenced the study of me- 
dicine, took his docliM's degree in that faculty in 1696, and became a fd- 
low of the collar, and of dw royal society.

use the titles of meater, lord, and the like, as savouring of 
pride and ambitioii; not to wear in thor apparel, lace,

»iHu, gold and tUver, » saTouiing of vaut; ; not to salute 
any, hy puSing off the hat, or like gestures; not to strike, 
however wronged at provolced, as pretending to greater 
meekness and patience; not to jt^ in our publick worship, 
as not spritual enou^, but in separate meetings of their 
own, with other the Uke afiectations. 

But who) he was better acquainted with them, be found 
that they did (under divers uncouth and affected expres- 
dons) ent^tain many gross and erroneous tenents, incon- 
astent with the fundamentals of Christian religion, and de- 
structive thereof. He did therefore endeavour, for some 
years, (by arguments, perawssions, and books written for 
that purpose,) to reduce them from those erroneous prin- 
ciples, (which by the craft and subtiltie of some of their 
leaders, with the ignorance and amplidty of their follow- 
ers, they had entertained,) and did prevail with £vers of 
them, so far as to divide from the rest of the Quakers, to 
rfiflAJm their gross opnifms, and meet separately from 
them; and were called (by way of disdnction,) the rearmed 
Quakers. And, after some time, he, with most of these, 
did return to the communion of the Church of England. 
And himself was ordained a Presl^rter of the Church of 
£nidand. 

These small tracts, published on several occa«ons, I 
thought not amiss (that they be not lost) to gather toge- 
ther, and bind.up in these two volumes', and put them

Dr. Wallis told me tfa&t once a popish prieEt came to 
this libnuy, when Dr. Barlow (aAerwai^B Buliop of Lm< 
coin) was Ijbraiy-keeper. They chanced to have srane talk 
together about reli^oD, and go of the Indices Expurgatorij, 
and the said priest flatly denyed that ever any Index Ex- 
purgtOorius was printed at Madrid, but that the CalviniBts 
of Genera had fathered tliat lye upon them, and had coun- 
terjoted such an edititm. Dr. Barlow thereupon shewed 
him this book, which was undoubtedly printed at Madrid, 
and had the names of several of the inqmsitors writt^i in 
it, who owtted it from time to time, before it came hither. 
UpcHi which, the [niest, being ccmvicted, would &in have 
bou^t this book of the docbv, and proflered whatever he 
would ask for it, with an intent to destroy it, but could not 
corrupt the doctor. 

Dr. Wallis afterwards made suit to the curators, that 
this book might be removed into a securer place, for fear 
of aflenJ^M, and the book was accordingly removed tnm 
among the Libri Theol. in fbl. where it was chained, to the 
Th. in 4ta where I now found it : but I do not find herran 
audi ample teetimonys of several inquirators owning it* 
tbo^ I perceive what is written on the back-ade of the title- 
page ; aoA at the bottom of the page, about 24 leaves from 
the end ; and am therefore afiraid, diat etmie ill person has 
torn them from the end, where they might have been writ- 
ten upon the spare leaves.

I am not surprized that the edition of the Bible I men- 
tioned is not in the library, nor mentioned by our rrfonn- 
adon writers, for 'tis not mentioned by any of the catalogues 
cS our old books, vhich catalogues hare been thou^t very 
comprehensiTe and exact. The preface or dedication (which 
is Pio LECTOsi, not to any particular man) persuades me 
that the King was the editor, for amongst other passages

Sept. 21. Last ni^t I was with Mr. Wotton

ral learning, a great talker and braggadocio, but of 
little judgment in anj one particular science. He 
told me, he had begun sometime since to translate 
GrffiTes's Bom. Denariug, but bad not finished, and 
could not tell whether he should ever perfect it. 

Mr. Wotton told me, Mr. Baker (^ St. John's 
coL Cambridge had writ the Mstoiy and antiqui- 
ties of that college ; «nd that he is every ways qua- 
lified (being a very industrious and Judicious man) 
to write the hist, and antiq. of that university. 
He told me alsOf that he really bdieved Cambridge 
to be much later than Oxon.

On my printing a poem on the SaHU of Blenheim, I was 
sent for to Loodon by a perBon of quality in January last, 
the duke of Maribcwou^ having pronused me a chsplun's 
place in one of the new rc^ments, and another honourable 
person greater iavours. I had writt two books against the 
dissenters, at which they were very angry. The persoo 
who wst for me up, tcM me, I must drop that controversy* 
and at last, that I roust pubhckly, and in print, recant or 
palliate what I had writ against the dissoiters. He added, 
that those people expected so many fiiends in the next 
house of commons more than they had in the last, that 
when they came to ait, they had resolv'd to call those to ac- 
count whohad ofironted them. This had a ccHttraiy effect 
to what was expected. I left my fortunes in God's hands.

this, the friends of the new candidates, the dissenters and 
dior adherents, charged ine with preaching treason, and 
reported I was <hstracted ; (where then was thdr mercy F) 
but, at last, were content to throw me into prison, ac- 
cording to th^r promise, for no great debt, to a relation 
and zealous friend of one of the new members. They 
knew 'twas sufficient to do my business, I having been 
thrown behind by a series of susfortunes. My parsonage 
bam was blown down e're I had recovered the takeing my 
hving ; my house, great part c£ it, burnt down about two 
years rince ; my fiax, great part of my income, now in my 
own hands, I doubt willfully firod and burnt in the ni^t, 
whilst I was last in London ; my income sunk about c»e

shewed himself a person of a very clear head in de* 
livering the several opinions about Hades, and 
afterwards pitching upon what he thought the best. 
Whidi Dr. Mill so much resented, (as if I detracted 
from his own character, believing himself to be a 
better judge than the whole umversity besides,) Uiat 
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he abused me Terjr much, and afterwards, bong not 
contented with this, he and Mr. Pearce went on to 
the rest of the members of Christ Church, not sparing 
the dean himself and giying them no better quarter 
than they had done Mr. Alsop : not to mention 
some other colleges, which they fell foul upon also. 
All which suits well with the character I receiTed 
concerning Mr. Pearce, just as he came to our hall ; 
that he was one of the most ill-natuied men in Ox- 
ford.

Seleeta NumitmtUa antiqua ex Mvsteo Jaeobi 
de WUde. Amst. 1692. 4to. T. 45. Art. There are 
there four cc^s of Amyntas (all brass) the father of 
Philip, grandfather of Alexander the Great, and 
fourth of the Macedonian kings. They have all on the 
front Amyntas's head, covered with a lyon's skin, 
(according to the custom of the ancient heroes,) and 
on the reverse, an ea^, treading on & serpent, and 
pulling it in pieces ; denoting perhaps the conquest 
of Thessaly by Amyntas, in which, aa Solynus has 
observed, there is a great number of serpents ; un- 
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less it bdongs rather to some prodigy, which hap- 
pened to the king. But I- like the ibrmer conjec- 
ture best. The first of these coyns has on the re- 
To^ AMTNTA., the second nt^hNAUlN^ the third 
nTANAION., and the fourth IITNANAIflN.; by 
which it appears that the three last were strudc at 
Pydna, a city of Macedonia, and upon that account 
they are great rarities, it having beea ohserre^ that 
the antiquaries had ohserred no coyns struck at this 
dty beftnre these were found, which was in the year 
1685. by Theodonis Van Haghe, who ttx^ them all 
ibur (and so tis likely the 1st was struck at Pydna 
also) in an earthen urn about Thessalonica. 

Oct £7. On Thursday (25th instant) the Par- 
liament met. Candidates for speaker to the house 
of commons were Mr. Bromley and Mr. Smith. 
The former had SOS votes, the ktter 248. Divers 
speeches were made on both sides, and though seve- 
ral very good objections were made agmnst Smith, 
as his voting for a standing army itc. yet the whi^s 
took no notice of them, but carried it against Mr.

for him relating to his noUe edition c£ Dionysius 
HaL At the end whereof he gives a short rela- 
tion of the terrible earthquake which b^an when 
he was writing the said letter, which was so violent 
that he was hardly able to go on, as appears from 
several distorted letters.

Nob. 6. Mr Pullen, of Magd. hall, last night 
told me that XhesK was once a very rema^able stone 
in Magd. hall libraiy, which was afterwards lent to 
I^. Flott, who never returned it, replying, when he 
was asked for it, that 'two* a rule amongst anti- 
quaries to receive, and never restore. 

Nov. 7. Dr. Friend has seen, at Lisbon, two U- 
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braries to be sold, each conmstiiig (^ a thousand fo- 
lios, and he supposed that two hundred libs would 
purchase 'em both. 

Ii^ov. 9. Dr. Hudson was told by a person of un- 
questioaable integrity, (Mr. Edm. Halley, the inge- 
nious professor of geometry at Oxon.) that K. Wil- 
liam gave a 1000 libs to those in&mous villains 
Blackett and Fuller, that were embalmed in a de- 
sign to take away the lives of Dr. Sancroft, archM- 
shop of Canterbury, and Dr. Spratt, bishop of Ro- 
chester. Admiral Churchill told Mr. Charles Ber- 
nard, and another person, (wbose name the Dr. has 
forgot,) that my lord Romney assured him, that he 
paid the 1000 libs by king A^^lliam's order to those 
two villains. 

iVof. 15. Mr. Goodwin in his Booke called 'Awo- 
kvTfviTK 'AvoXvTpw<j-€»s, or Reden^tion Redeemed, 
brings (and brags of) this argument for the univer- 
sal redemption of all mankinde (nemine excepto) as 
unanswerable, and clear as the sun at noon-day, 
(those are his words,) thus : 
That which every one in the worid is bound to 

believe, that is true ; 
But every one in the world is bound to bdieve 

that Christ dyed for him, 
Ergo, "Tis true that he dyed for eveiy man in 
the world. 
This argument 'was by one fwho never saw John 
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Goodwin) believed to be evidently inconsistent, aod 
die minor manifestly &Ise, and accordingly it was 
in a letter aigniijed to him, (subscribed T. S. for T. 
B.) upon these grounds, (to sett downe the summe <^ 
that letter,) 1. The law which Innda ns to believe 
Christ dyed for us, is a dioine, positive law: because 
L noe human law can, ii. the natural law doth not, 
bind any to believe in Christ ; for no man ever had 
any such authority to oblige all mankind ; and na- 
turall reason could not possibly discover that there 
was, or ever would be, a Mediator, or Christ a Sa- 
viour. 2. Noe positive law of God or man, can 
binde any to obedience without sufficient promulga- 
tion, cum eertusime eotutet, quod promvigatio mt 
ad obUgaiionem legi* necessaria. 3. But the law 
of the Gospel which commands belief in Christ, nei- 
ther was, nor could be, sufficiently promulged, either 
i. to infants, ii. or to naturall Jboles, and madd- 
men, iii. uch- to men borne bUnde, deqfe and dumbe; 
all these havdnge a naturall impossibilitf and inca- 
pad^ to hear or understand that evangelical com- 
mand. 4. Nor was it ever promulged (much less 
sufficiently) to any of those pagans (before or after 
Christ) to whom the Ghoapell was never preached ; 
for without a preacher they could not hear (Rom. 
X. 14. 15.), much less believe, or be bound to it. 
And therefore St. Augustine said well, (speakjnge 
4^ the Gentiles, who never heard the Ghospell,) tv- 
mom k^dtebunt propter infideUtaiem ; damnabun- 
tmr propter peeeaia ecmtra naturam. Upon receipt 
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of thb letter, (of which this is the sum, as put down 
hy bishop Barlow,) Mr. Goodwin, in the year 1651, 
puli^hed a book called 7%£ Pagan't Debt and 
Dowry, &c. but wisely conceales the said letter, 
and prints it not all, (that men might see the ail- 
ment he endeavours to answer,) nor the reason or 
words of any part of it ; onely he saith something 
(though most irrationally) as to pagans, that all they 
heard the Gospel sufficiently to bring an obligation 
upon them to believe in Christ. Upon which, says 
the bishop, Jjegat cut vacat, et (per me licet)Judi- 
cet. 

Upon reading this sum of the above-mentioned 
letter, (which I found inserted by Dr. Barlow in the 
beginning of The Pagan't Debt &c. in the publick 
library) I immediately consulted Biakop Barlouft 
Remains, and there found the letter to have been 
written by the Dr. himw-lf, it beii^ ^ere printed at 
laige, with another extract of the same nature '.

JVop. 17. Talking with Mr. Joyner (the Romui 
Catholick) concerning my lord Clarendon's Hutory 
of the Sebeliion, (which Dr. Hudson advised him to 
read,) he seenied to have but a very indifferent opi- 
nion of it, not believing it to be writ either in a 
good style, or with that impartiality as 'tis said to 
be ; though he iq)peared' to be something prejudiced 
upon account of that great man's being educated at 
Magd. hall : the chief members of which, he said, 
were always rigid puritans, ibr whom he, could not 
have a very fair opinion, upon account of their un- 
merdfiill usage of ardibiahop Laud, whose head 
they cutt off, notwithstanding the great favours they 
had received from king James I. who made Dr. 
Geo. Abbot archbishop of Canterbury, meerly to 
oblige (to use Joyner's expression) some of the pu- 
ritans, who thought the king was not &vourable 
enough to them; which preferment when Abbot 
had got, he raised a iund for maintaining the puri- 
tans, some of whom (namely the JunaHck») cut off 
E 2 
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Laud's head, who was a man of such admiralde 
judgment and learning, that he knew what danger 
the nation was in, and whence it procetfied, and did 
declare, that if they would take hia advise, he could 
heal all breaches ; which the fitTifttW"" (ot puritans, 
as Joyner calls than) well perceiving, they dispatched 
him as soon as possible; which when they had done, 
they used these words. 

All praise and glory to the Lord. 

And Lattd unto the deviL 
When Laud was thus taken off, they thou^^ they 
had done most of their work ; king Charles the first 
haring no body now to stand his Mend Eto much as 
Laud, that king being of so ea^ a temper, that, by 
his granting the fanaticks so much, he lost his head 
at last, as his good'&iend Laud did. As Laud was 
stiff against the fanaticks, so was likewise the duke 
of Buckingham ; and therefore Mr. Joyner belierei, 
that had both these men lived, the king's head had 
not been cut off. But besides other misibrtunea 
which befell the duke, and made him disliked, was 
his journey into Spain with this king, then prince, 
in order to consummate his marriage with the in- 
fanta; which coming to no happy condusion, the 
king himself was somewhat displeased, and that too 
for this, (as w^ as other reasons usually offered,) 
namely, that the duke, (whose extraordinary parts, 
besides the comeliness of his person, made the king 
very much delight in him,) whilst he was there, h^ 
pened to receive a , 1^ lying with a Spanish 
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beauty, whom he mudi admired* which proved so 
Ti{dent,that he could not rid himself off it before he 
was obliged to retaim into England with the {nince, 
where 'twas soon dividged, and I am told, by a per- 
son who well ItBOws, that thexe is a letter rdating 
to this whole business in some private hands in Ox- 
ford. This juvenile adventure did the church mm 
(to whom the duke was a great ffriend) also much 
prejudice: and after the duke was unfortunatelj 
murdered, and the fenaticks saw they should gain 
the day, they made this rime ; 

If Grex and Bex had had their wilU 
Then Buck* andDueit had had their fiU. 
Amongst other discourse also with Mr. Joyner, he 
UM me, that when some of the fanatick puritans 
complained to sir Henry Savile of their want of pre- 
ferment, he advised them to go to hungry courtiers; 
which advise they made so good use of, that soon 
after AUiot was made a bishop, afterwards archU- 
Aop, and some of the rest were preferred too, to 
the no small profit of the fenaticks.

which Mr. Selden being informed of, he refdjed, 
that if Mr. Hobbs understood no more mathema- 
ticks than he did law, he understood nothing at all 
of them. And indeed Mr. Selden had such a mean 
opinioD of that Malmsbury philoMpher, that he used 
to say, AU comers were welcome to his table, bui 
Tho. Hohbes and one Rossingham. 

Mr. Joyner thinks that Davila's History ^France 
is preferable to Thuanus's, and that the latter's is 
more esteemed amongst the protestanta, because he 
generally gives them very great characters. 

Nov. 18. Dr. Charlett tells me, that he does not 
think father Parsons was the author of Leyeetter'a 
Commonwealth, and that this is the opinion of di- 
vers others besides ; but I cannot bear any good 
reason offered for this opinion. All they say it 
seems, is, that the author person^es a protestant, 
and that there is little or nothing of pop^y in it, 
which is no argument that it should not be writ by 
a Jesuit, It being sufficiently known that Parsons 
was a cunning subtill man, of a clear head, great 
learning, and very well versed in our English con- 
stitution : and such a man was the author of this 
book'. 

When sir Godfrey Kneller {as Ih>. Hudson in- 
forms me) came to Oxon, by Mr. Pepys's order, to

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draw Dr. Wallis's picture, he, at dinner with Dr. 
WaOis, was pleased to say, upon the Di^s question- 
ing the legitimaey of the prince of Wales, that he 
did not in the least doubt but he was the son of 
king James and queeia Maiy ; and to evince this he 
added, that upon the sight of the picture of the 
prince of Wales, sent from Paris into England, he 
was fiilly satisfied of what others seemed to doubt 
so much. For, as he farther said, he bad manifest 
lines and features of both in their faces, which he 
knew very well, having drawn them both several 
times. When this was said, were present at dinner 
with Dr. Wallis, the following persons, Dr. Aldrich, 
dean of Christ Church, Dr. Charlett, master of Uni- 
versity coU. Dr. Hudson, head library keeper, and 
Dr. Gr^ory, (the Scotch man,) one of the Savilian 
professors.

In the reign of king James, Dr. Plot, 
opon the decease <tf Dr. James, wardoi of AitSouls 
cofl. made apfdioitaon to the earl of Peterborougk 
and nr Edward Hakc^who had then great infhi- 
csce upon the king) to be warden of tbe said coir 
l^e, but Mr. Leopt^ William (afterwards Ite.) 
Fincfa got the start of him, and had the phKe con- 
fijrred upon him before Dr. Flof^ friends knew of 
his intention to move for the place. This said 
Rnch, who had so gi«at oldigationa to king James, 
was one of those heads r^ oolites in Oxon, who 
signed an association to stand by the prince -of 
Orange; and 'tis moreover credibly reported, that 
he was one of the three or four heads who intended, 
if they could have prevailed with ccdleges, to de- 
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lirer up all the college plate to the said prince, in 
order to be emplojed against their undoubted lord 
and goTereign king James, who had not, at Uiat 
time, leit England. Dr. Ironside happened then to 
be Tice-diancell<^ of Oxibrd, who was a great stick- 
ler for this prince, purposely as 'twas generally be- 
lieved, that he might get a wife and a hishopru^ 
which he did not long after. This said Dr. before 
erer king William had any pretended right to the 
crowne firom the convention, administred the oath 
of allegiance to king William, in the congregatKm 
house at Oxford. Which particular I had from a 
worthy person, who had it firom the mouth of Mr. 
Bingham of University, who was at that vary time 
admitted to a d^pree. 

Nov. 26. A brief Hittory of the UnUariatUy 
called Soeinuau. 1687. Bvo. Neither the author 
nor printo's names are to^t: because the author 
was a Sodnian. Dr. Bariow was assured that they 
were written by one Mr. Firmyn, a lay-man, and a 
London merchant, at least that he owned them. 
Tho. Fermyn, above mentioned, a ranck Sodnian, 
was a great man with Dr. Tillotson, archbi^op of 
Canterbury, and others of the same leaven, pro- 
moted by king William to some ctf the best dignities 
and preferments. 

Nov. 28. No Sacrilege nor Sinne to aliene or 
purchase, the Lande of BUhopt or others whose 
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QSket are aboUahed. Lond. 1659. Sto. By C. B. 
(. e. Conielius Burgea D. D. This Cometius Burges 
WM a fierce presbyterian, a great stickler for the 
pazfiament gainst the king and Inshops, anno 1644. 
Afterwards he bought good store of church lands, 
bdonging to the church of Wells ; where he had, 
and built (or rebuilt) the dean of Welles, his house, 
at the expense of ISOO or SOOO lib. He was tad 
fin- his purchase not long before the king's retume 
(which was anno l660) about S0.OO0 libs, but re- 
vised it: and the king unexpectedly (to him) re- 
turning in the said year 1660, and tushops and deans 
being restored, he lost all his purchased church 
lands, and became so poor, [tngent justitia diviiug 
doeumentum,) that he had not bread to eat ; as ap- 
pears by his own letter to sir Richard Browne, ex- 
tant in Dr. Isaac Baare's booke, called SacrUedge 
arrmguedy &c. Lond. 1668. p. S3, of the preface.

Addbon, a littib after he got a feUowsfaqi of Queen's 
ctdkgc^ waa made duqdain to Dr. CkilstoB, bishop 
of Bnstirt, with whom he lived tiB the bishop's 
death, and pveached his faasxal sermon upon these 
words of scri^rtur^ " A man of understanding is of 
" an excelleBt sprit." This same seimon, muUUit 
mutandis, he preached on a Sunday momiDg at St 
Haries, when the judges happened to be at church, 
and one Bnbin Farsona ^onnerly of Umversity col- 
lie, now archdeaooo f>f CBocester, who preaciied 
mad lord Rochester's fimeral sermon) hearing Mr. 
Addison, when he came out of the church said, he 
was an impudent feBow for stealing before the 
judges. For, says he, this sermon was my friend 
• Mr. Pindar's of University college : which was cer- 
tainly true ; several persons comparing Mr. Pindar's 
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printed sermon with what th^ could remember oi 
Mr. Addison's. This same Addison, who was one 
of those concerned in turning by Mr. Hudsoi^ firom 
a fellowship in Queen's coU^e, was a proud, huff- 
ing, conceited fellow, but abundantly mortifyd by 
the discovery of this sermon, and his marrying & 
nasty cook's widow of neither finrtune nor beauty. 
Upon winch he was contented to take a unall living 
fin»n Queen's coll^^, called Hampton Powel, near 
Qx&rd. 

Dean Addison, when he was a young man at 
Queen's, had his eye accidentally struck out by a 
small bone flung at him in jest. He was Terree Pi- 
Uiu in the year 1657, and reflecting upon Dr. South 
in his speech, the Dr. stood up, and said, " O mon- 
strum horrendum, infonne, ingens, cui hunen ademp- 
tum !" Some time after which, he was turned by a 
fellowship of Queen's, and after that he went along 
with sir Benjamin Bathurst into Spain, who eror 
after had a kindness for him, and helped him to his 
preferment.

Iiigfatfoot; I find there, that Dr. Ligfatfoot tdb us, 
that the first bode which niade Mr. Brou^iton known

Comeeut ^ Scriptmre, which came out 1588. Mr. 
John Speed, a man well known, was overseer of the 
press Sat its printings a ta^or by trade, but by ac- 
quaintanM with Mr. Broughton, grown very stu- 
dioiis in tl>e scriptuies, and by his directions grown 
Toy skillAdl in them. While this was jvinting, Mr. 
Speed, l^ Mr. firoughton's direction, gathered all 
the genealogies of the BiUe into one view, and at 
last they were puUished under his name, in the 
ftnn we hare them before our bibles. But it was 
Mr. !%au^ton that directed and digested them, 
and UKre are yet fiur manuscripts of them to be 
slwwed (anumgst which this in the Bodlejan libraty 
I take to be one, being a very &ir neat book,) some 
whereof have Uie namea in Hebrew and Greek, 
and some in tfae Latin letter, and in some of than 
Mr. Broogfaton's own hand. And one that attended 
him, Donnan, or Dalman, tx of such a name^ had 
made such a collection, by the directum' of bis mas- 
ter, before Mr. Speed had collected his one view. 
Yet notwithstanding this, when the Genealogie 
came to be published, because the hisht^ would 
not suffer Mr. Brot^hton's name to be prefixed, 
Mr. Speed wmt away with all tfae credit and profit; 
so that Mx. Sfttd would often confess that Mr. 
Broughton was a great friend to him, and that he 
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owed his lirelyhood in a manner to bim: upon 
which that act of his is to be wondered at, which 
himself mentioned to some of Mr. Broughton's 
firiends, vnt. that he had as many manuscripts a£ 
Sb. Broughton's as he could hold in his arms, hold- 
ing his arms encompassed : " but," saith he, " I have 
" burnt them all ;** for what reason U not known. 

To shew that the dutchess of Mariboroug^ (com- 
monlj called ^teen Zarah) has the ascendant over 
the queen, I could not but remark these two in- 
stances ; the first is, that when the queen had made 
a grant to one Mr. Dobyns of a living, (which Do- 
byns was a master of arts of University' collie, and 
pupil to Dr. Hudson,) the said queen Zarah made 
the queen recall the grant befiire it passed the seals, 
upon this su^estion of Zarah's, that his &tha- 
voted against KiU^p%w at fit. Albans. The second 
is this ; that when prince George (who is lookt upon 
as a man of little sinrit and understanding) soDidted 
the queen hjs wife for a place for some Mend of Ms, 
Zarah, who happened to be by at that time, ayed 
fmt, CkrUt! madam! I am promised it be/bre ! 

Dee. 11. Hen. Aldricb ot Christ Church took the 
dc^. of A.M. Apr. 8, I669. and was made canon oS 
that house, Feb. 16, 1681. in the room of Dr. Sam. 
Speed. In which year (Mar. 8.) he accumulated 
the d^^rees in divinity, and on the 17th of June, 
1689, he was installed dean <i£ the same place, in 
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room dl Mr. Joh. Massey, who withdrew himsdf 
from that office in the latter end of Nov. going be- 
fore. This Dr. Aldiich is a most ingenious, learned 
man, and, which ia above all, a sincere member of 
the church of En^^and, as he has shewed by divers 
of his late {voceedings, whilst prolocator to the 
lower house of convocation during ^e last sessiDns. 
He is likewise a most affable complaisant gentle- 
man, and has notbiog in him of affectation.

The arms of the university of Oxon are, a field 
JufHter, a book expensed in fesse, lima, garnished, 
having seven labels with seales, sol, and this inscrip- 
tion, iS'apten/ta et FeUeitate, Satume, between three 
crowns of the third. This bearing appeareth to be 
very ancient, from that which is ingraven in the 
top of St. Samson's church at Grekelade in Wiltshire, 



which is ' an ailment that this university (as is 
commonly held) was first {danted tiiere in the old 
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Britains* tiiae. Tbe book itself some have thought 
to signifie that book mentioned in the RevelationB, 
having seven seals ; but these here are taken rather 
to be the seven liberal sciences, and the crowns to 
be the reward of learning and wisdome; and the 
faiplicity of the crownes are taken to represent the 
three cardinal professions or facxUties before speci- 
fied. The inscription has varied according to va- 
riety of times ; some having Sapientia et Feiieita- 
te; others, (and that very ancient,) Deug lUumi- 
matio mea; others this, Veritas libereibit, Bonitas 
fegnabit; and others thus, /« principio, &c. " In 
« the b^^uting was the Word, and the Word was 
'f with God." "N^de Guillim's Heraldry. 

Arch. A. BodL num. 170. A dutiiiill Defence of 
tbe Lawfiill Regiment of Women, hj Hen. How- 
ard* (son to Hen. Howard, earl of Surrey, and after- 
wards,) eail of Northampton, in foL This book, 
which is most . leamedlj written, was never yet 
printed. This earl of Northampton was reckoned 
the most learned oX the nobility in En^and* and 
for that reason had. his earldom oonferred on him 
by king James I. 

Dee. 18. Amongst Mr. Selden's books in the 
pub. libr. 8vo. Z. 41. Tfa. is a copy of the fo^ edi- 
tion of the Thirty-Nine Articles. Lond. 1S6S. with 
the subscription of the lower house of the convoca- 
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tion of CantwtMiry in MS. under the mbicribaiB 
own hands. 

Dec, 19- Arch. Z^aud. £. 18. Petri Comdtiam 
Liber carmine in Beats Katmnie JEgyptua Christi 
Sponse Vitam. The dedication to Rofat Braciin- 
biue, keeper of the Tower of London, and in it is a ■ 
fiilsom commendation of king Bich. III. 

Dee. as. This mining preac^ied at St Maries Mr. 
Sadieverell of M^d. colL upon, ** in peiib against 
" false brethren t*," in the prosecution of which words 
he did, with a great deal of courage and boldness, 
shew the great danger the church is in at presoit 
(notwitiistanding the parliament has voted it to be 
in none) from the ianaticks and false brethren, whom 
he set forth in Uieir proper colours.

I received the foUowing account concerning Mr. 
Grabe fixim hia intimate friend Dr. Hudson, vm. 
He was put into OTdiers hj the tnshf^ of Worcester, 
at }iis palace (as Dr. H. beKeres) at Worcester tn: 
Hartlebuiy ; but whether the bishop gave him the 
sacrament at his ordination or not, he does not re- 
member. But the Dr. one day asking him the rea- 
son why he did not receive the sacrament at Christ 
Church, he gave him these reasons : I. He acknow- 
ledged that be did not think it unlawiul to receive 
the sacrament, as we do, according to the form in 
the English Litui^. 2. Hq always received the 
sacrament from a Scotch episcopal noi\juiiiig minis-

of his he defends and justifys by the authority. aa4 
reasons of Mr. Mede, in some places of his works. 
The said Dr. likewise told m^, that he fully believed 
bewasintirely an enemy to the gross, eixors :0f po- 
ptay. aod believes him to be ft mftn of , that booest; 
and iotegrity, t^at he did not scruple to lend hiin a 
100^, upon his bare mate, to siii^Moi him voder the 
ei]>en8e8 he is.at in preparing tbe Sep^iagint foe 
tbe.preu.

Feb. t. I heard Dr. Miles Stapylton (who was 
tarrasAy fellow of All Souls cdl. tutor to the duke 
of Ghrafton, ch^lain to the lord Jersey, when em- 
bassador in France, and now minister of Herding, 
near Henley, and author of the En^isb translation 
of the life of Caius Marius, printed in the third toL of 
Plutarch's Lives) say, yesterday, that when he was 
at Paris, he made a visit to father Simon, (lately de- 
ceased,) whom he found in a small hut, surrounded 
with books, without any fire, though a very cold 
day, being used to fortifie himself against wea- 
ther by several caps upon his head, a thick robe, 
and a lai^ leathern girdle. After some usual com- 
plements, they entered into discourse about learn- 
ing and learned men; and happening to talk of Dr. 
Mill, the fether UAA him, he did not think that his 
Greek Testament, so much talked of, would ever be 
printed. But being assured by Dr. Stapylton that 
'twas all printed off but the prol^omena, he pre- 
sently pulled down six large folios relating to the 
New Testament, being collections of lections, criti- 
cisms, &c. telling him that there were at least one. 
hundred good M^. he had made use of, which Dr. 
Mill never either saw or had any account of; and 
that if he presumed to publish hb book, he should , 
rue the day that ever he undertook it, being re- 
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mAved, if he lived, to be upon his bonei when that 
should happen. 

He likewise made a visit to Harduin, particularly 
to desire leave to consult a MS. of Justin Martyr 
under his custody, for the use of Mr. Creech, then 
engaged in putting out a new edition of that author. 
But though 'twas well known that there was such 
a MS. under his care, yet the Jesuit protested, witib 
sevoBl oaths, that he knew of no such thing, and 
was sure there never was any in the library, telling 
him moreover, that he wondered any man should 
be so soOicitous about MSS. of an author that was 
spurious; all the Fathers, he saying, being foi^ry 
and a cento made up by some cunning f^Uows, on pur- 
pose to deceive the world. Which made the Dr. 
smile, expecting this talk from one who, notwith- 
standing his great learning, was of opinion (at least 
made people bdieve so) that all the classicks {"PS.- 
ny's Nat. History, published by himself, excepted) 
were spurious, &c. When the Dr. had taken leave 
of him, he mentioned the discourse to some of the 
Sorbonists, (who are enemies to the Jesuits,) and 
was CCTtified by them that there was such a MS. in 
the library, and that the denyal of it with an oath 
was a Jesuitical trick on purpose, by the help of it, 
to spoyle the English edition, when it should come 
out, which is a method also used by the Hollanders. 

Feb. IS. Mr. James St. Amand, jun. '^ (not long 

■ ■■ 171D, Mr. St. Ammd wiu tntTelllug throagh Itiij, wit 
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■noe a gentknan commaaa of Hart haQ, and af- 
terwards of Line, coll.) tells Dr. Hudson, in a letter 
hM to him fiwn heydm, that be has seen Almelo- 
Tanus's Strabe, whidi will be in two vols, and to bd 
published in^ June next, at whic% time will alw be 
paUished Julius Pollux.

Mar^ 4; Mn ThoMaa Ljdiatt, tif New ceD^e, 
i^aa a penen of that singtdar modesty, ttumiltt^, 
and learning, that by many great judges he waa 
reckoned to excell Joseph Scaliger, one of the most 
oonsidenUde men these last agea have produoed. 
Y«t for dl this, being engaged for the debts cf )» 
near rdMSon, and having but mean prefennent, he 
was reduced to that extremity, that^R was forced 
to ^e- in prison a great many yrars in Oxford and 
the King's Bench. All which time hk was crfMerred 
to be chearfull, and to carry on his studies with the 
utmost diligence, being ao intirdy addicted to them, 
that he laid out what money he got upon bo(^ 
so that he was, in a manner, starved to death ; 
which made Dr. Potter, when he sent him a bene- 
volence of 5 libs, give him a strict chai^ to spend 
none of it in books, but take care to get what migfat 
recruit his macerated body. Mr. Fuller also, the 
most eminent critick, had very little to support an 
ingenious man. The like also is to be said of Mr. 
Hales of Eaton, (whom all allow to have been in a 
manner starved,) which hath made divers foreigners 
say, that Enj^and is not worthy to have learned 
mm ; though 'tis generally observed by them, (par- 
ticularly I have heard Mr. Qrabe say it,) that no 
country brings forth so great a number of men of 
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' that quick apprehension and solid judgment as Eng- 
land doth, though not always attended with so much 
diligence as in other countries. 

March 9. Mr. Camden tells us, that the royal 
palace at Woodstock, commonly called The Manor- 
House, was a most magnificent structure : which 
mffidently appears from the stately reliques now to 
be seen ; which shew that 'twas much larger than 
the palace now erecting for the duke of Marlbo- 
rough. 'Twas first built by king Hen. I. who made 
the park, and afterwards augmented by king Hen. 
II. with an addition of a strange labyrinth, wherein 
be kept his concubine, Rosamund Clifford, as is re- 
lated by Brompton in his Chronicle. There are no 
remains of it now, (there are foundations of it to be 
seen by the spring'',) but it seems to have been 
somewhere on the north side of that part of the 
maimor now standing, perhaps just by the spring 
called Rosamond's Well; but as to the story of her 
being poysoned by Eleanor, wife to king Henry, 
who got to her by a clue of thread, it seems to be a 
mesx fiction, and to hare no foundation, our histo- 
rians being wholly silent about it. But though the 
old palace might exceed the new one, yet there 
were no such gardens as are now designed to be; 
which, from what is already done, seem to be very 
extraordinary, and to exceed any thing of that na- 
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ture in England : the waBa round are already built, 
but they must be pulled down again, the stone be- 
ing &UII7, and crumbling to pieces. He that shall 
attempt the perfecting sir Hen. Spebnan's HUtory 
of StMrUege must not forget this pUcie, the park 
wheretMf caused the destruction of several churches, 
and the palace, with the chapel thoe, was strangely 
abused by the rebeUs in the civil wars. Let him 
observe also the consequences if the maimor hause 
be wholly destroyed, as 'tb said it will : also what 
success the duke or his hedrs will have in the pro- 
jects here. ^ . - 

March 29. The biah(^ of Wwrcester says, it used 
to be said of judge Hale, that he had got an estate 
honestly, and that it would wear tike him. I heard 
the bishop of Worcester say, that judge Hale was a 
man who courted honour, and that he sacrificed jus- 
tice itself to popularity. 

March 39. Mr. Francis Bu^, (as he has told 
Mr. Thwaits in a letter,) having presented the U> 
shop of Worcester with his second vol. against Qua- 
kerism in folio, he refused to accept it, and shewed 
very great resentment; the reason wheret^-may be, 
because of sir Wm. Penn's being so great at court, 
having perswaded them, that there are 40000 quak- 
ing ireeholders in England. 

Apr. 25. Upon the death of Hen. V. emperour 
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of Germanj, Maud, his empress, daughter of Henry 
the first, laag> of England, returned to her £ath«r, 
Ivinging with her the hand of St. James. King 
Henry built the abbey -of Reading, where, the said 
hand was imposed. See Fox's Act^ and Man. p. 
S35. ed. uU. Mr^ Fox had divers good MSS. of our 
Sngtish ' history, never printed, and 'tis uncertain 
where they are now. He frequently quotes them 
in his Martyroiogy. ' 

Apr. 26.- Memorandum, that though Dr. Hyde 
vAA a gre^t many of his books, De Religione Per- 
sarum, .in 4toj for five shillings a piece, yet they 
now ^ f(» twelve shillings a book, and are mightily 
bought up in Holland, and other parts of Glemuny, 
whne they have a great ojanion c£ Dr. Hyde's 
learning, especially ip Orientals, (in which there is 
!ao- doubt he was the greatest master in Europe,)' 
though he was disrespected in Oxford by severe 
men, who now speak well of him. 

Mr. Wood, when he was consulting materials for 
his AthentB Ox<m. would frequent^ go to book- 
sellers, and gen^tnisly give money to them pur- 
posely to obtain titles of books from them ; and 'twas 
observed of him, that he spared no charges to make 
that work as comjdeat and perfect as he could. 

This bnng the day agreed upon by the heads of 
houses for commemorating the foundation of the 
H 2 
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university of Francfurt upon Oder', bjr JoecMni the 
first, marquess of firandeubut^, a convocation waa 
held in the theatre, beginning at two o'clock. The 
vice-chancellor having declared the design and in- 
tent of it, several of the said univernty had diplo- 
mas granted them for the same degrees in this uni- 
versity, as had been conferred upon them at Franc- 
furt, and at the same time divers of our nobility, 
and others, particulbrly the duke of Beaufort, lord 
Craven, &c. had the d^ree of doctor of laws confer- 
red on them by creation, and likewise Mr. Grabe 
was created doctor of divinity, who bdng presented 
by Dr. Smalrich, a noble encomium was given of , 
him by the said Dr. setting forth his great piety, 
learning, and industry; after which Dr. Smaliich 
presented him with a bible, and upon that occasion 
commended his excellent design of publishing the 
Septuagint from the Alexandrian MS. exhorting 
him to go on as he had begun. He likewise men- 
tioned his zeal for the church of England, and the 
aversion he had to popery and Calvinism. This 
done, the Dr. presented him with a cap, and after 
that with a ring, signifying that the universitys of 
Oxford and Francfurt were now joyned blether, 
and become two sisters, and that they might be the

more firmly united tt^ther, as well in learning as 
rdi^on, he kissed Mr. Grrabe. As soon as this part 
(tf the Bolemmtj was ended, verses and speeches were 
spoke by several young students, and musick per- 
formed as usual upon such extraordinary occasions. 

Miay IS. I am told by some of the seniors at 
Einsham, that the monastery there had fifty-two 
fish-ponds belonging to it, according to the number 
of weeks in a year; which seems to be true, firom 
divers holes near to the place where the monastery 
stood, which without doubt were once fish-ponds. 
There is nothing now remaining of the abbey but an 
outer gate on the west side ; which however in some 
measure shews it to have been a stately place, and 
the trees about it also shew that 'twas very pleasant. 

Matf 14. Mr. Edw. Llhwyd being a person who 
was naturally addicted to the study of plants, stones, 
&c. as also antiquities, he was made by Dr. Plot 
under-keeper of the Ashmolean museum, and upon 
his death he became head-keeper: sometime after 
which his name became famous, particularly upon 
publication of a small book in 8vo. about fossiles ^ : 
which is writ in Latin, and has (tt^ether with other 
tMngs in the Philosophical Transactions) given oc- 
casion to Dr. Sloan often to say, that he thinks Mr. 
Llhwyd the best naturalist now in Europe. And 
as he has this character upon account of his searches

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into nature, so he deserves very well for his study 
of antiquity, as ^pearg from the additions he has 
made to Mr. Camden; but will appear more 'A), 
vrhea his great work, (about which he has been 
about twelve years already,) relatiiig to the lan- 
guage and antiquities of Cornwall, Wales, &c. ^lall 
come forth, one volume of which is almost printed. - 
Dr. Nicholson, bishop of Carlisle, in his Hittorical 
Library, has given him a very great character, to 
which you may be pleased to have recourse ; whilst 
in the mean time I tell you, that he is a person of 
singular modesty, good nature, and uncommon in- 
dustry. He lives a retired life, generally three or 
four miles from Oxford, is not at all ambitious of 
preferment or honour, and what he does is purely 
out of love to the good of learning and his country. 
But notwithstanding these deserts, he could never 
yet get any thing, hut to be keeper of the museum, 
which is but a mean place, seeing there u no salary, 
and his business requires two or three under him. 

May 18. Mr. Cowley was, after his death, said 
by some to have died a Roman cathoHck ; but this 
was only a malicious story; fbr Mr. Joyner, Who 
knew him well, has told me that he could not be 
drowne into that communion all the time 'he wad in 
France, which was about' ten years; but that he 
continued firm -to the last. He was not so much 
respected by the cavaliers as he ought to have been, 
upon the restauration, which much troubled him, 
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and made him fly off something, as appears partly 
bam the pre&ce to his poems. He was howerer a 
good natured mao, of great candor and hamanity, 
and no par^ ever spoke ill against him -upon that

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to know whether he could tell the hand. He re- 
plied, that he was of opinion that 'twaa not the au- 
thor's own hand, but copyed by Mshop Fell with a . 
duguiaed hand. I hare careftillj examined it, and 
find bbhop Fell's hand in several places ; which I 
know to be his from its being exactly the same with 
what I have seen of his hand before. Particularly 
in the title-page, 7^ Cauteg of the Decay of 
Chrutian Piety is added by him, in room of Duiy 
io»t in Disobedience, which is struck out. Tliere 
is also there struck out, -A practieal Treatise, writ- 
ten by the Author, and for it only added, Written 
by the Author. Indeed by comparing these hands 
tc^^ether they will appear to be the same, 1^ the 
turn of the letters ; though we cannot from hence 
gather that bishop Fell was author. Nor indeed 
do I think he was, it seeming rather to have been a 
club of learned and pious persons, such as the bi- 
shop. Dr. Hammond, the lady Fackington, &c. 

Happening to shew Mr. Barnes the MS. copy 
above mentioned, of the Decay qf Christian Piety, 
he presently told me he had a paper written with 
archbishop Sancroft's own hand, which he thought 
resemUed very much the hand of the s^d book. 
This he brought the next day, and comparing it 
with the book, we found several letters written the 
same way, the same distance as to lines, &c. And 
accordingly we concluded that th^ were done by 
the same person; and what confirms this is, that 
Mr. Barnes says, that formerly talking with Dr. 
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Holbeach, master of Eman. coll. (of which archbi- 
shop SancToft had been fellow, and afterwards mas-

Of Edmund 
de Woodstock, vi». gules, three lyons passant or, 
within a border arg. with other arms of that nature. 

The second chapter is, JEpistola aUectiva domi- 
nnm r^gem ad tciencte r^alis cognieionem. Just 
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above the beginning of this chapter, king Edward 
III. is painted, &c. as also he is in several other 
places. Presently after the banning of this chap- 
ter is the author's name, ens. Waltenis de Mile- 
mete. 

At the bottom of one page of this chapter are the 
arms of Henry earl of Lancaster, cm. gules, three 
lyons pass, guardant or, a bendlet azure. Of £dra. 
earl of Lancaster, viz, gules, three lyons pass, guard, 
over all a file of five azure, each charged with three 
flower de luces or.

Nevertheless, my eonne, take 
hart and courage to thee; thy adventure lyes in thys trou- 
blesome barke; strive, if thou can, to make good thy stations 
on the upper-decke : those that lye under hatches are or* 
deyned to be drudges and scullions. Indeavour rather to 
be part of the tymber of the house than lath or mud-wall, 
but bee beame ihnber not threshould Btuffe. Farewell, 
God onley is sure and true evermore to those that are true 
to him ; noe gospel truer than this in proofe. To his pro- 
vidence and trust I comend all tliat I have; worldly 
friendB, like brambles, will teai« of smnewhat of the fleece, 
therefore leave I nothing to the trust of any. Toudunge 
place of buriall, solenmities, l^iacies, distributions to the 
poore, and the like, they are for the most part rather ostai- 
tations than workes of love and chanty. I referre all of 
thifl kinde to my executrix ; let her doe as she sees cause, 
and give what she list, soe ^ee gives in GodV name and 
her owne. Let idl things be done honestly, and decently, 
and inofTenuvely.

I am told Dr. Woodward, fellow of the 
Bojal Society, and one c£ the professois of Gresham 
coll^;e, was originally a linnen draper, that he served 
out his time, but being a man of very quick parts, 
and having a genius to the study of natural philoso- 
phy, &CC. he procured the archbishop to give him 
the degree of doctor of physick, though he never 
was of any univerdty. He lately sent down to the 
university some copies of an ancient shield; as he 
has caused them to be ingraved, representing the 
taking of Rome by Brennus, and illustrating the 
whole story as told by lavy. Tis a great curiosity ; 
but yet for all that, there are not wanting some iU- 
natored men, who run it down as a banter, particu- 
larly Dr. Or^;ory, the Scotch man, who understands 
just as mudb of antiquity as he does of Greek. And 
yet some are so wise as to hearken to him, both in 
this and other matters, and to take him for an oracle. 

The writer of the Gazette now is captain Steel, 
who is the author of several romantick things, and 
is accounted an ingenious man.

Tlds morning Dr. King was pleased to com*

to be ingraved, I received hj jonr otderaome time 
since. I have not as yet had any time to consider 
it ftilly ; but at first ^ht I concluded it to be done 
long after the time c^ Camillus the dictator. I do 
not however believe it to be bo modem as some 
would persuade us. Without doubt 'twas done by 
one of the gens Furia, to revive the memory of the 
dictator's driving the Qtmis from Rome ; and none 
seems more likely to have been the author of it 
than that Furiys CamiUus, who is mentioned by 
Suetonius, in his life of Claudius, who was descend- 
ed from liie dictator, and by his own military ac- 
tions did add fresh honour to the family, as is ob- 
served by Tacitus in his Annals. This thing being 
done so many years aA^, mi^t cause some parti- 
cnlars of the history to be left out, as that of the 
geese. And because the Nunudians were famous 
fiir Sghting on horses without bridles, the horses on 
tioB shield might be represented without bridles, 
tm {Nirpose to shew that the Romans were not at aU 
inferior to them in guiding their horses ; unless we 
win rath^ suppose, that in this shield the rules 
given us by the authors of the Strategicks are nicely 
foOowed, who t^ us, that for a chai^ the antients 
thought it more convenient to use the fidl natural 
strength <^ thdr horses without any curb, such as is 
^ren by the bridle, which the Greeks.call on pvr^- 
fos. However, if neither of these be the true rea- 
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son why the horses are thus represented, yet the 
thing ought not to appear more absurd than that of 
the' Romans being represented on Trajan's pillar, 
fighting with the Badans with - their bare . fiats, 
without any arms. I have by me the drau^t of 
your gem, which, when the text of lavy is off, I 
will consider, and compare with the TOtive shield in 
Spon'a MuceSanea.

My lord, 

I will tell you as a particular friend, that 
even without leave (whidi ought to have been had) 
I did venture the otho* day to ramble into Saxony, 
to satisfy my curiosity in seeing those different 
things there, and penetrating as i^ as I could how 
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matters 'stood there, and how our fate is like to be 
determined by that Gothick hero, who with a hand- 
iuU of men makes himself dreaded and courted by 
all the powers of Europe. As for his person, he did 
not dementir the description I had of Mm. He is 
a tall handsome gentleman, hut immoderately dirty 
and slovenly. His behaviour and carriage more 
rustiick than you can imagine in so young a man 
should be; and that the outside of his quarters 
should not belye the inside, he has chosen the dir- 
tyest place of all Saxony, and one of the saddest 
houses. The cleanest place is the court l>^>re the 
house, where every body is to alight off his horse, 
and is up to the knees in dirt, where his horses 
stand with hardly any halters, and sailings instead 
of cloaths, without either racks or mangers. The 
horses hare rough coats, thick bellyes, thin but- 
tocks, and switdi tails. The grooms that look after 
them seem not to be better cloathed nor better 
kept than their horses, one of which stands always 
ready saddled for the mi^ty monarch, who runs 
out commonly alcme, and bestrides his steed, and 
away he gallops before any one else is able to follow 
him. ScHQetimes he will go ten or twelve of these 
country miles la a day, which ia forty or fifty of our 
English miles, now in the winter time, bespattered 
all over with dirt like a postillion. I ^ould make 
my letter too long, if I should tell you his dress, his 
eating, drinking, and sleeping ; but not to let it in- 
tirely alone, I will tell you his coat is jdain Uew, 
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with ordinuy brass bnttoii8,.the skirts pmned up 
bebmd and before, vHucfa shews bis inBJert7*B ofal 
leathern waistcoat and breeches, which, thej t^ 
me, are sometames so greasy, that they may be 
ftyed; but when. I saw- htm, they were abnoat 
new: far he had been a gallant alkUe befiF& 
He had been to see king Augustus's queen, upon 
her return to Leipsi<±, and to be fine, he had ptrt 
ontho&e new leathern breeches,' spoke not above 
tiiree' words to her, but talkt to a iboliBfa dwarf abe 
had about a quarter of itn hour, then left her. He 
wears>a black crape cravatt, but the cape of his coat 
buttoned so close about it, tiiat you cannot see whe- 
ther he has any or no. Ha shirt and wristljands 
are a>mDionfy very dirty : for he wears no- ruffles 
or glores, but on horseback. His hands are com- 
monly of the same colour of his wristbands, so diat 
you can hardly distinguish them. His hair is light 
Ivown, very greasy, and very short, never combed 
but with his fingers. He sits upon any chair or 
stool he finds in the house, without any ceremmy, 
to dinner, and b^nns with a great piece o£ bread 
and butter, having stuck his nopkin under his chin ; 
then drinks, with his mouth fidl, out of a great sil- 
ver old-&shioned beaker, small' bear, which is his 
only liquor. At every meal he drinks about two 
English bottles full; fbr he emptyes his beaker 
twice. Between ev^j bit of meat he eats a piece 
of bread and butter, which he spreads with his 
thumb. He is never more than a quarter of an

hour at dioner, eats like a horse, speaks not one 
word all the while. As soon as he rises, his life 
guards sitt down at the same table, to the same 
victuals. His bed-chamber is a very little dirty 
room, with bare walls, no sheets nor canopy to his 
bed, but the same qmlt that lyes under him, turns 
up over him, and so covers him '. At his bed's feet 
stands his close-stool, a sad dirty wooden thing. 
His writing-table is of a slit deal, with only a stick 
to support it, and instead of a standish, a wooden 
thing with a sand-box <tf the same. He has a fine 
gik Bible by his bed-side, the only thing that looks 
fine in his equipage. He is a very handsome man, 
well shaped, and a very good &ce, no stem counte- 
nance, but he is very whimsical and positive, which 
makes all the allyes airaid of him ; for he risquea 
himsdf and his army as easily as another would 
%ht a dueL He has not shewn much generosity 
to king Augastus, who sent chart blanch to make a 
peace, and to recommend himself to his friendship, 
but does still every day do very hard things to that 
poor prince, whom he treats always like one he has 
intirely in his power, and king Augustus is aa well 
bred a man as you shall see, and very obliging in 
his person and behaviour, liked by every one. But 
now he pays for all his fiilse unfaithiull politicks, 
and finds, too late, that one prince should not in- 
tirely submitt to another. But that my letter is too

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long already, I would give you some account of the 
Poliah court of king Stanislaus : fin* being incc^mto, 
only with a friend and one footman, and impossible 
to be known, I would take a tour to Le^«ck, 
where I not only saw that king, but he rery aviij 
came and spoke to me and my friend, seeing we 
were strangers. His court has much a better air, 
than tliat of his maker, and his motiier and wife 
were there, a couple of well-bred women, wdl drest, 
and both spoke very good Freoch. He is a taU 
handsome young man, with a great pair of whisk- 
ers, in the Poliah dress, but inclinable to be fittt, 
and a little upon the dirty, as all the Poles are. 
He was lodged in a very pretty castle, belonging to 
king Augustus, but against the king's will, who will 
never see him, and cannot abide to hear him spcAe 
of; yet the Swedes would oblige him to see him, 
which, they say, he ought to do by the treaty.

iSept. 29. ScaUger's Epistle*, p. 571. 

I myself hare seen a book called Hora MaiuH- 
me, the author whereof waa my grandmother, Bere- 
nica Ludronia, which is the first book that was 
printed after the invention of this noble art. 'Twas 
printed in vellam, not in the same manner that we 
use to print in now : but the letters were at some 
distance, and -the make of the letter was exactly 
agreeable to our running hands: insomuch that 
'twas very hard to distinguish whether the book 
was written or printed. My father valued the book 
veiy much, not only because it was written by his 
mother, but because 'twas the first book that ever 
was printed. The cor^ was of wood, wrought over 
with dlk ; but in tiie middle of each side, and at 
each comer, were silver bosses gilt. On the inside 
was fixed a silver crucifix, with the image of the 
Virgin Mary and St. John the Evangelist : and un- 
derneath was written, in a woman's hand, and in 
the Italian language, Berenica di Ludrone della 
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Scala, that is, Berenica Ludronia Scaligera; with 
some other words in the Grerman language, which I 
could make nothing of, being then very young, 
when I saw the book, and I have not been able to 
get a sight of it since, because 'twas soon after torn 
to pieces by a greyhound. 

Oct. 8. Mr. Took told sir Philip Sydenham that 
he paid Dr. Kennett 200 libs for his share in the 
three vols, ctf English historians, besides about 100 
libs that it cost him in treats '. 

Oct. 29. Thursday last, between one and two 
o'clock, dyed, his royal highness Oeoige Prince of 
Denmark, in the fifty-fifth year of his age. He was 
buried about twelve at night, (Saturday,) Nov. IS, 
following, in a vault, where king Charies the second 
and king William, and all the issue he has had by 
the queen were buried, in Westminster abbey.

(Occanoned by the prayer made by the archlwihop of Can- 
teibury, and his bong cast away upon the rocks 
called " The Bishop sod his Cleriu."^

(Else we had wanted here one monument,) 
That, to our ships, kind Heaven would be a rock;

1708 — 9- Feb. 19. Our Saviour never laughed, if 
we believe St. Chrysostom, HomiL V. in Matth. and . 
Salvian. lib. vi. c. 5. de Ghibemat Dei, and Lentu- 
lus's Epist to Tiberius. 
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March 31. We hear from Yeovill in Somersetebire, 
by very good hands, that lately in the hard season, a 
pora* womftn of that country going to Chard to sell 
her yam, at her return home fell so very ill that 
she WHS forced to put in at a little house, and being 
towards evening, she desired the people that they 
would let her sit up by the fire all night, she being so 
Toy sick as not in any condition to go home. This 
was denyed. Upon which she went out, and com- 
ing to a hedge, she was forced to lye down under 
it. It snowed very hard, and in a little time she 
was almost covered with it. At last a man, one of 
her neighbouTS, came by, who seeing her, toOk her 
up, and desired she would by all means go home, it 
being not (says he) at so great distance. She fol- 
lowed him a little way, but being not able to hold 
out, left him, soA returned to the hedge again, 
where she layed herself down, and the snow falling 
still very hard, she was soon quite covered with it. 
Thus she continued tac at least a week ; so that her 
neighboura made great enquiry after her, but no 
one could give any account, except the man before 
mentioned, who boweVer was forced to be' tUent, 
least he should have been taken up upon siisincion 
of having made her away. During this surprise, a 
poor woman of the same [dace dreamed one night, 
that she lay under an hedge in such a place. She 
acquainted her neighbours with the dream, who im- 
mediately went to the place with sticks, which they 
forced through the snow. At last one of them, upon 
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putting his stic^ down, thought he heard something 
groan; upon which he forced it down with more 
vicdence, which made the woman cry out, " O ! for 
" God's sake, do not kin me V She was taken out, 
to the great astonishment of them all, and was 
found to have eaten a great part of her upper gar- 
ments for sustenance. Upon inquiry, she told them, 
that she had layn very warm, and had slept most 
part of the time. On6 of her le^gA lay just under a 
bush, so that 'twas not quite covered with snow, by 
which it became almost mortifyed, but 'tis like to 
do TCTy welL The woman is in a chearfnll condi- 
tion, and there has been a person in Oxford who 
saw her walk the street since this amazing accident. 
&he lay under the hedge at least seven days.

June 17. A penny amongst the Saxons three- 
pence of our money. Hickes's Diss. £piat. pag. 109. 
Five diver pennys made thar shilling; and thirty 
pennies nude their mancus, mancusa, or marc. 
Some say four of their pennies made a shilling ; 
which is felse, as appears from the end of .^Ifric's 
grunmar. A golden mancusa contained ten silver 
mancusas, or five pounds five shillings of our mo- 
ney. 

Jvly 80. 'Twas reported by tradition in Oxford, 
tliat Shakespear, as he used to pass from London to 
Stratford upon Avon, where he lived and now lies 
buried, always spent some time in the Crown tavern 
in Oxford, which was kept by one Davenant, who 
had a handsome wife, and loved witty company, 
though himself a reserved and melancholly man. 
He had bom to him a son, who was afterwards 
christened by the name of William, who jnvved a 
very emment poet, end was knighted, (by tiie name 
of sir William Davenant,) and the said Mr. Kiakes- 
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pear was his god-father, and gave him his name. 
(In all probabilitj'he got him.) . 'Tis .fiirth^ aaid, 
that one day going from school, a grave doctor in 
divinity met him, and asked him. Child, whether 
art thou going in tuck hast f To which the child 
repljed, O, air, my godfather is come to toicn, and 
I am going to oak hia hleaaing. To which the Dr. 
said, Hold, child! Yoa muat not take the name qf 
God in vaine. 

Aug. S8. About a week since came to Oxford, 
and put up at the Greyhound, six of the pretend- 
ed prophets, called Camiaara: namely, two men, 
three women,. and a girl. One of the men. was 
about fifty years of age, and the other, whose name 
is Thomas Lardner, about thirty. They continued 
three or four days in town without any discovery ; 
but at last the woitfen had agitations, and abund- 
ance of people went to see them. The two men 
were scribes only, and writ down the words spoken 
by the women, and would read the several sentences 
to those that visited them. News being brought to 
the vice-chancellor of these transactions, between 
three and four o'clock yesterday in the afternoon, 
he went to the Greyhound, where he found va«t 
crowds of people, scholars as well as others, whom 
be dismissed immediately, and ordered these de- 
laded wretches. to go. quickly out of town, under 
penalty of being, sent, to bridewell, which they pro- 
mised to do upon Monday following. The women

were all young, and the girl not above thirteen or 
fourteen years old The aaid Mr. Lardner waa for- 
meiiy a Cambridge scholar, whence he was expelled 
for lewdness and debauchery. About two years 
since, as he also acknowledged now himself, he was 
in Oxfiwd, and was a great companion of one Mr. 
Parscms's of Magd. college, a young gentleman of a 
loose life> and Uttle sense, who is ranee taken from 
the university upon account of his extravagances. 
Aa for Lardner himsd£ he is a man of parts, and 
has got a ready kiock of defending the whims and 
tricks and fimdes of these poor deluded people, 
^e gill has no agitations, and is seemingly modest. 
She is however lead by them to yield to their im^ 
modest actions, and having some beauty, she is a 
proper instrument to gain upon thdr affections, 
which she has puticularly done upon one GodtHi, B 
Scotch-man, and one of the sect. Ho* name is Ann 
Toidiam, and she has received a great sum <^ mo- 
ney (as the rest have) from sir Richard Bulkeley, to 
cany on this cheat, not to mention otiier sums con- 
tinually disbursed by others upon the same account. 
But their tricks will more manifestly appear from 
sevexsl bodes lately printed, in order to lay open 
their snares and wickedness and immorality; and 
amongst the i^t ou^t to be consulted a p^xr 
just printed at Oxford, in half a sheet, called Newt 
,^vm the Prof^tt, m l%ree Lettert: or, a DU- 
eovery they wuld not JitreMe, JHm the Origimdg 
wow m the Bodleyan Library. The* letters wek« 
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procured and ctHnmuBicated hy Hr. Thvaites, fei< 
low of Queen's college, and Oreek professor in this 
uniTersitj. It seems be got them T'estraday whilst 
he was present at the GTe7hound, and he was wilU 
ii^ to do this piece of service to the Cbriatiaa reli> 
gion and the publick, as to have them printed, that 
bj these letters people may see what little pretenses 
to the Spirit of God these persons have, whilst they 
speak nothing but blasphemies, and manifestly de- 
clare, that what they do is nothing else but a sfy 
method to carry on debauchery and looaness. As 
tor Facio, who ia the author of the first letter, he is 
one of the principal persons engaged in this under- 
taking. He is a man of strong natural parts, is a 
most excellent mathematician, and has no mean 
skill in several other parts of learning; but it has 
been always observed of him, that he i9 a sceptick in 
religion, a penxm of no virtue, but a meer de- 
bauchee. He was formerly a director to the duk^ 
of Bedford, whilst he was of Magd. coll. in Oxford, 
who, by his means, imbibed odd principles, grew a 
great gamester and spendthrift; but since Fado 
left him, and since he is grown to maturity, he has 
laid aside this way of Uving, mid is become a pru- 
dent and sober gentleman. During the time Facio 
was with him, he got by his insinuation and cunning 
a vast sum of money from the duke, and made all 
the "proYiiaons possible for his future advantage. 
% Richard Bulkeley was once looked upon as a 
sober, grave, and religious gentleman. He had a 
l3 
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design of building a coUege in Ireland, and he often 
writ to Dr. Mill upon that score, the Dr. being the 
man it seems, whowas to be employed in framing 
statutes for the government of it. This the Dr.. 
himself told me mote than once, and read to me 
some of sir Jtichard's letters, which I remember 
Vere honest letters, and by thdr drift appeared to 
tend to a good end. But since that time he is 
grown an enthusiast, and one of the chief jAomoters 
of these miserably deluded people, and, to shew his 
zeal the more publickly, has writ a viodication of 
them. 

^ug. 29. The pretended prophets went out from 
Oxford this morning at five o'clock. The names oS 
the four females are Betty Hughs, Mary Turner, 
Ann Topham, and Anna Maria King. They went 
up Shottover Hill, and as they went out of town 
they happened to differ. The youngest seemed v&rj 
much displeased, and said, that she would never 
have submitted to their allurements if she had 
thought they would have served her in such a man- 
ner, and that she knew enough of every one of 
them as would hang them if she should discover. 

Sept. 10. There is now printing at the Theater 
press, the works of Clemens Alexandrinus, in Gr. 
and Lat. with annotations by Dr. John Potter, our 
regius professor of divinity. This edition is to be 
ki two volumes in folio, one volume to be most if 
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not all, of notes* the puMisher haTing, it seems, not 
judgment to distinguish between what is proper to 
be put in the work, and wjiat . not ; and therefore 
he. prints the annotations of all those that have 
written, upon this author at lai^, not omitting even 
Hervetus's large commentaij, which is fit for none 
but novices, and such as love scholastic writers. 
He has also heated up a vast deal of notes collected 
fimn divers philosophical writers and others, which 
I suppose he will also call a commentary, just as he 
has his riff-raff notes upon Lycophron, which might 
very well have been spared, there beii^ hardly any 
thing of moment in them but what had been before 
taken notice of by Meursius. Nor are his Greek 
antiquities any better, there being not one new ob- 
servation, by which one may discover any thing in 
him of true learning. And though his English 
book concerning the church be much cryed up by 
the party, yet those that have read it considerately, 
and are. unbyassed, and know how to judge fairly, 
will tell you the whole was done be&re, in short, by 
archbishop Usher, However, by this loose and vo- 
luminous way of writing, this gentleman has raised 
a reputatitm, which is no wond^, since amongst 
readers there are so few judges, A shew of learn- 
ing passes with them for profoundness, and quota- 
tions at second hand for great diligence and general 
reading. 
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Sept. IS. In the Miniter st Uacoln, upon Dr. Hfr- 
neTwood, dean of the said cathedral. 
Hare lyeth the body of Miduel Honywood, doct^v 
of divinily ; who was grand-dulde, and one of the 
three hundred sixty and aeren pereonfl, that Hary, 
wife of Robert Honywood, esq. did see (before she 
died) hiwfully descended from her. dm. sixteen of 
her own body, one hundred and fourteen grand-* 
children, two hundred and twenty-eij^t of the third 
generation, and nine of the fourth. Dr. Honywood 
was eighty-five years of age, and died in the year 
168S. 

8^. 19- ThesK happened, on the first of this 
month, a Moudy battle between the allyes and the 
French near Mons. It lasted for about nine hours 
with very great obstinacy. At last the French, 
after they had slain about nineteen thousand of tiie 
allyes, with the loss of only seven thoiisand men on 
their own side, thought fit to retire, which they did 
in very good order. The French, after this action, 
and great slaughter of our men, made great rejcac- 
ings, and sung Te Deum, as they had reason ; and 
ihe duke of Marlborough, and prince Eugene, and 
the rest of the allies made also rejoicings, and news 
was dispatched into En^and and other parts of 8 
most compleat victory, and fiHrns of prayer and 
thanksgiving are drawing up upon this occasion, as 
if gaining the field were sufficient to aCtone fw 
such a prodigious loss. As this has been the most 
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(^Manate, bo it has been the most dfrefull, battle to 
En^and that has jet haj^ned ; and there is not, 
in the opinion of all honest njen, any, the least, rea- 
son of braf^;ing. Private letters frequently come, 
which give most impartial accounts, and we are 
wdl assured, that from the greatest to the meanest 
officCT hardly one escaped, but what was either slain 
t»r very much wounded , prince Eugene himself be- 
ing in the Kst of the latter. Amongst others that 
sif^aliEed themselTea on this occasion must hot be 
ibigotten the young king of England, who fought 
under the character of the chevalier 8t. George, and 
'tis by that title he passes. He shewed abundance 
of imdaunted courage and resolution, lead up his 
troupe with unspeakable bravery, appeared in the 
utmost dangers, and at last was wounded. This 
act cannot- but dexrve the hi^est commendation, 
though 'tis slighted and undervalued by his disloyal 
and rebellious English subjects, who are fiir magni- 
fying nothing but what mdies for the interest of 
the duke of Mariborough, whom some call £7f^ 
Jokn the Second: which duke, though he be a 
good wraldi^, yet all his atchievements will never 
satisfy for Ms shunefiill desertion of his n^al ma- 
ster, king James the second, at Salisbury plain, from 
whtnn he had received so mexij favours, as one 
would think could never have be«i forgotten by 
any one that pretends to any sparkle c£ humuiity. 

Oct 4. Wheat now at fourteen shillings per 
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busbell in London, and about twelve shillings per 
bushell in Oxford ; and all things else rise in pro< 
portion. 

Oct. 10. Some time since came out » bot^ called 
A Fieu ^ the Engluk CotuHtution, wi^ retpeet 
to the tovereign Autkoritif <^ the Prince, and the • 
Allegiance qf the Street In Findieaiion ^the 
Law/vlneM ^ taiing the Oa^ to her Majesty, 
by Law required, hand. 1709. There bave been 
two impassions of this book, which was written by 
William Higden, M. A. who was always reckoned a 
man of parts and honesty, and he stood out and re- 
fused the oaths, 'till of late. This book has been 
cryed up as unanswerable by a great many, espe- 
dally by those who are for republican principles, 
and would perswade us that our govemotent is not 
hereditary. But as Dr, Hickes answered JohnsonV 
I^e ^ Julian, w^mh was also said to be unan- 
swerable, witli great strength of reasoning and dear 
matter of fact, so sonke judicious person has just 
given us an answer to this book of Mr. Higden'a, 
and quite baffled him, and overthrown all the argu- 
ments be has brou^t both from law and history, 
and plainly made out, that this is an hereditary king- 
dom, and that all^iance therefore is only due to 
those in the lineal descent, and not to those who 
break in upon ihe true heirs, however they may be 
countenanced by great subjects, and confirmed by 
parliaments. 

7*homas Rawliasonus Anniger,' k cdle- 
gio Divi Joaonis Baptistse Oxon^, nuper commensal, 
lis superioria ordinis, nunc l^um nostranmi muni- 
cipalium in Templo Medio Londini studiosus, libro- 
nim cum manuscriptoruro turn impressonim summa 
industria nee minore judido vim magnam coUegit ;

Oct. 14. In the year 1637, June 14, the most 
reverend and learned archbishop Laud made an ex- 
cellent speech in the star chamber, at the censure of 
John Bastwick, Henry Burton, and WiUiam Prinn ; 
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concerning pretoided innovations in the diurch. 
Which speech was printed the same year in quarto 
at London p. I have seen a copy of it in the hands 

p Dr. Rawlinson afterwanla reprini«d twenty-fire cop'tea (one 
on feUmn in the Bodlwu, and a second in St. John's coll<^ 
Sbnrjr) of the ipeacfa. with archUahop Williwna'a note* in tba 
margin. Tbe speech itadf ii an admirable oooAiUlion of tlie 
charges broii^t gainst Laud and Iiis brethren, the biahc^ of 
having introduced nrioiu inaoTatJoni in the church services and 
disoipline. As there are some curious topics discussed in it, the 
reader here has a specimen or two of tbe original and tbe ann»-

(printed also here,) the bedrol of subsciUiers' names 
at the end, with several other particulars, are such 
odd flights of vanity, that they do and will make 
the book ridiculous, and expose both brother and 
sister to the reflections of those who are always 
ready to run down and despise such rain, afiected 
perftmnances. But leaving this farrago of vanity, 
I must here observe, that the answer to Mr. Hig- 
den's book, that I have mentioned above, (p. 154,) 
is done by way of discourse between A. and B. and 
whoever was the author, he has shewed himself to 
be a man of rdi^on, honesty, integrity, and true 
courage. 'Tis done with great strength of reason, 
learning, and Judgment. He has thoroughly de- 
tected the sophistry of Mr. Higden, and clearly 
overthrown whatever is alledged by him in behalf 
of his wild notion about possessions giving a title 
to all^iance, and withall he observes that oaths 
are to be taken in the same sense that they are im- 
posed by the l^slators, and that those gentlemen 
who take them only for the sake of preferment, and 
have secret reservations within themselves, will 
have a most dreadfiill charge to answer for at one 
time or other. We have too many of these now in 
England, who have violated their oaths to their un- 
doubted sovereign king James, and struck in with 
those who are usurpers, to whom they have likewise 
taken oaths in opposition to him to whom they 
were before obliged by the same sacred tyes c^ con- 
m4 
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science. BesLdes thia answer, I understand there is 
another come out, done with the same skill and 
smartness. Which 'tis impossiUe for Mr. Higden, 
and ell his lawyers together, to Jeplj to, and there^ 
fore 'tis feared that some other method will be taken 
to run down these two honest and learned gentle- 
men, by indicting them as enemies to the govern- 
ment, and by that means draw upon them a great 
deal of trouble and change. A certain maiter of 
arts waiting, very lately, in tbe morning upon Dr. 
Chailett, at his lodgings in Univer^ty cdL found 
before him a new book, which he took up, and said, 
" What, master, this is an answer to Higden ?" 
*' Ay," replyed Charlett, " such a one as it is, dime 
" in the usual method observed by non-jurors." The 
gentleman said, " I am of opinion that the jnre&ce 
" at least was written by Dr. HicAes." " Say you 
** so!" says Charlett, and went on no farther; be 
having some small interest with Dr. Hickea, for 
whom however he cares no &rther than he per- 
ceires 'twill be for hit own interest, and in all pn>- 
balulily he would have all the non-jurors punidted 
with the utmost severity, it being his business now 
to act and talk for the whiggEi, on purpose that he 
may get preferment ; which however be will hardly 
obtain, notwithstanding his iHt>ject of setting up 
statues % &c.

seal for the church, and played particularly and ex- 
fxeaaly upon the bi^op of Sarum, whom he hoped 
was no great friend to popery, Init by his Exposi- 
tion, he said, on the Articles, one would think he 
was half dianelled orer. There were about ihir^ 
clergymen In the quire, and amoi^ the rest the mi- 
nister of Battersea, who is lately come ovex to our 
church. SacheveRll having heard of his conver- 
sion, levelled his ai^uments and anathemas most vi- 
rulently against him, and the whole tribe of 'em ; 
insomuch that, all the congregation shook again at 
the terrouTB of his inveterate expressioi^. The 
whi£^ says he, are conformists in faction, half con- 
formists in practice, and non-confonnists in judg- 
ment ; formerly they laboured to bring the church 
into the conventide,,but now they bring the con- 
ventide into the church, which will |nx)re its in- 
evitaUe ruin. His text was In periUs among Jidae 
brethren, and his sermon was so violent, (David 
Jones bdng a soft, mild preacher in comparison of 
him,) that when some afterwards moved the lord 
mayor and court of aldermen to have it ;()rinted, the 
proposal was rejected, and indeed deservedly, he be- 
ing only a man of much noise, but little sincerity. 
He preached upon the same text at 8t. Maries for- 
merly, and p^Iu^ it might be the same sermon, 
with some alterations and additions. 

Nov. IS. Notwithstanding the maj<Hit7 of tiie 
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court of aldermen at London were, when proposed, 
against printing Dr. Bachererell's sermon, yet 'tis 
now actualij in tlie press at London. 

Nov. 18. On the twentyHserenth instant will be 
stAd by auction at London, the library of the famous 
sir Henry Spelman, tc^ether with the library of sir 
Edmund King, M. D. In this collection, beudes se- 
Teral curious Ikk^ in aU fiumlties, are three-score 
MSS. of sir Ipldmund King's, and about two hun- 
dred MSS. (^ sir Henry Speknan's*; which MSS. 
of sir H. Spelman are said to be antient, and Dtost 
curiously written and embellished. 

Nov. 15. Kuster has printed his Aristophanes in 
Hc^land, which he dedicates to lord Halli&x, to 
whom the publisher has sent a copy or two, there 
being no other yet brought over : and I am inform- 
ed that he has received a present of two hundred 
guineas for his dedication ; such a profound respect 
hare we for forreignere, and such lavish rewards 
have they for slight performances.

Ai to the way of liring o£ Henry Jenkbis, id th6 
loat century of hit life he was a fiihei-maii, and used 
to wade in the streams. Hia dyet was eoafte and 
■our. But towards tbe latter end of his days be 
bulged up and down. He batli sworn in <jumcei7 
and other courts to above one hundred and for^ 
yean nlenioty, and was often at the assizes at York, 
whither be generally went afoot: and sereral of 
the country gentlemen bare affinBcd* that be fiv< 
qventiy ewani in the riren after he was past tht 
age of one bundled years. 

Nev. 17. About thiM wedu idace, a pn^on at 
Heddington, near Oxford, orpeiddg the furftwe of the 
ground, in the back-side of the house, found a gold 
ring, curiously wrought, on the outside of which is 
the figure of 8t. George trefldlng npon a'dragon, 
with his spear nm into the dragon's mouth. In Ute 
inside of the ring are ingrared in letters, tnudi fite 
those we see on plates upon old gTave4tone8, these 
words, EK. HAT. DE8T0. tOT nnderstooding which it 
must here be observed, that in former times Uiere 
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were wvend gold ring* made for the uae of knighti 
(^ the garter* which th^ receired at their first in- 
staHiaest. and afterwudi thej generally pretontad 
them to tbeir relation^ and iricDds, to be worn by 
them m aemoml of so great an honour conftrred 
vpm thom. They had often the vaae motto with 
the garter* and were therefore caUed Garter Ring*, 
being cast into the figure of garters; but then others 
were of a different mak^ and had different mottoB. 
according to the pleanue of the wreral knights ft» 
whoin derigned, and, hanog on them the Image of 
St Qeoi^, they were calied George Ring*. And 
*tla of thii latter sort of rings I take thiato be whldi 
we are now coondering. The knight wat a geatle- 
iaaD> in all probability, of great probity and int^pi- 
tj, and hia daughto' being young, and endued with 
aingttUr nrtves and incomparaUe beauiy, by which 
ahe lay lyaUe to temptation, be was pleand to gire 
her thia ring, adwned with the figure of St Cleorge, 
and the motto abore mentioned, which be thought 
might be one meana of securing her against aU 
dangers, and of prcBerring hor innocence. Her 
name woi OitJkerhe, and the word dcsto, however 
obaolete, ia prc^i^ly enouj^ used to ngnify one that 
stands behind. Whenever his daughter should hap- 
pen to be subject to any temptatiw, and be set 
upon by any lewd pereoos, he would have her think 
upon St. George, that great patron of the EngUehb 
and call uptm him, and befiere that he was always 

behind her, to guard and protect her ; whidt if sbe 
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did» she mi^t assure herself that he would as in&l- 
liUy rescue her from danger, as he had the beauti- 
full and virtuous young daughter of Nemo, a tij- 
Man king, horn the jaws of the dragon, to which 
her &ther had been obliged to set her aride folr a 
sacrifice'. I eaailj foresee, that, in opposition to what 
has been said, it will be objected, that the figure 
upon the ring is veiy different from the ctonmon 
pictures of St. Oeoi^, and that it rather agrees to 
t^at of St Michael, who in the MS. breviaries, cu- 
riously illuminated, in the Bodleian liturary, is re- 
|»esented, standing upon a dragon, and having his 
spear (the upper part of which, like this on the 
ring, is in form of a cross) run into his body. In 
reply to which, it must be noted, tiiat the paintcn 
and ingravers very often in these cases followed 
their own directions, and vaiyed as they thought 
convenient. Adrichomius's map of the tribe of 
Asser represents the dragon at some distance from 
St. George's horse, contrary to the common pictures, 
which represent him trampling upon it. I have 
seen some pictures ingraved in the same manner as 
St. George is placed upon the ring. And that which 
is mentioned by Nic^horus to have been at Con-

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stantjnople, varied from others that we read of, and 
there are miraculous things related of it. But not 
to insist any farther upon this, which might be far- 
ther confirmed by variety of instances, 'tis sufficient 
for our present purpose, that even our modem fi- 
gures ' of St. Oeotge yarie from the more ancient 
ones that are found in MS. books of divine offices. 
I have seen several very curious and valuable ones 
in the foresaid Bodleian library, and in them the 
Libyan king's daughter is represented kneeling, 
sometimes before, and sometimes behind St. George, 
which circumstance is left out in all our modem 
pictures. But suppose that this circumstance were 
observed in our modem pictures, and suppose with- 
all there was no difference between them and the 
ancient ones, yet we cannot imagine that all these 
circumstances could be put upon this ring, in which 
so small a part is allowed fur the figure. Not now 
to mention, that the adding the horse would have 
looked too oamtming in a signet, for which this part 
of the ring seems to have been used. As for the 
latter part of the objection, I see no reason why the 
cross might not as properly be represented \fpoa the 
upper part of the speare of St. Geo^, as St. Mi- 
chael ; especially if we consider that some of the le- 
gends attribute this heroical act of St. George in 
some measure to the virtue of the holy cross, witii 
which he several times signed himself: and the Ro- 
manists have so great an opinion of the effect of 
agning with the cross, as ihai it makes a good part 
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of their htiLy offices, which is laudaUe enough, and 
what is countenanced by the earliest antiquity, if 
they did not make it ao frequently as to be looked 
upon as superttitious. For strfngtbening what hat 
been said In behalf of St. Qeorge, it may be added, 
that as he was very early highly req)ected by the 
En^iih, (insomuch that churches and chapds were 
dedicated to him,) so he hath had a mtnre than or^ 
,dinary veneration paid to his memory ever since 
king Edward III. an. 1S49> by calfing earnestly 
upon St. Edward and St. Geoi^, chie6y the latter, 
obtained a compleat victory ova the enemy: the 
year after which followed the institution o£ that 
noble order of the garter, dedicated to St. Geocge 
also : by which he becanui possessed akne of that 
spedall patnmage,as the more military ssmt; which 
in the former invocation might seem to be divided 
between St. Ektward and lumaelf. What additional 
honours, after this tim^ were nude to St George 
(more than that the £ngliab, in iMtitation of the 
king, called upcm him as their advocate of victory,) 
I think it needkss to recite here; this however I 
will note* that some time after, there woe gold 
faeces cc^ved to his memory, which were called 
Qeof^ NMe»y and Mr. Camden, in his JSSeu 
fnatH, tdls us, that they had on one side of then 
the incture of St. George, wit^ this tmpnas, TaU 
tUeaia signo men* fimetuan neidi. And these 
noUes and the George rings arc nmch of the nine 
age. 
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Not. 9S. Yesterday being appointed for a gene- 
ral thanksgiving by the government, for the late 
g^DTiotu victory (as the duke of Marlborough and 
luj friends aie pleased to style our prodigious loss) 
near Mons, it was observed by the whi^s and 
courtors of preferment very solemnly, and with 
much shew of religion. The chief design of it is to 
amuse the people, and to make them believe we 
have had wonderfiill success, on purpose to get large 
sums of money from them, that the war may be 
ttill prosecuted to the benefit of the duke of Marlbo- 
rough, Sec. 

Uec. 10. This morning, very early, began a fire 
in the scrape-trencher's room «f Exeter collie. 
Tlus room being adjoyning to their liln^T', all the 
inner part of the library was quite destroyed, and 
only one stall of books, <x thereabouts, secured. 
The vrind being low, and there being good assist- 
ance, it was extinguished by eight o'clock, otherwise 
it might have burnt the publick library, which is 
not many yards distant from it, on the east side. 
This library was formerly the coU^ chapell, which 
BO continued till the year 16S5. The wind, at this 
time, was west. Though the writer of theae me- 
morials be not at all given to superstition, and does 
not very easily give credit to the great number of 
instances that are given in miscellaneous discourses 
of dreams, yet he cannot but here observe two con- 
siderable accidents that happened to himself. The 
night in which the fire broke out at Exeter college 
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he had little sle^, being strangely disturbed with 
the apprehensions of fire, which seemed to him to 
be so near as to come to the hall, (£dm. hall.) and 
to catch the upper part of it. This apprehension 
continued vi^ent, and he had only a sort of an in- 
terrupted broken sleep, *till such time as he was 
called up to go to look after the liln-aiy >>. Some 
years be&ire, a fire broke out at Edm. hall, just be- 
hind llie chamber where he then lay. 'Twas sup- 
posed that it b^an to gather about nine o'clock in 
the evening, thou^ it did not flame out 'till about 
one in the morning. After prayers (which is at 
nine o'clock) he had, about ten, such an ^ipreheu- 
sion of fire, that h^durst net go to bed, but was re- 
solved to sit up. However, at last he prevailed 
upon himself to go to bed, where he slumbered, and 
did nothing but dream of fire till three o'clock, when 
the cry of fire was all over the town.

Here 
it must be noted, that Dr. Sacheverell, as he is a 
man of little or no learning, so. he is remarked for 
several blunders and odd mistakes in this sermon, 
and particularly for his making comet* to burst 
their orbs, which is reckoned as absurd as what he 
once observed in another sermon about parallel 
linet meeting. 
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Dee. 19. Verset tpoien at Bra»en~No»e coUege, 
on Shrove Tnetday, ^ the butler, who afier 
pregenting a tpice-bowle of ale, and tpeaking 
these verset, has money given him by'the house.

Feb. S. Monday last, bdng the anniversary for 
the niartyrdom of king Charles I. the doctrine of 
passive obedience was preached up in all the churches 
in and about London, and the churches rang with 
the hainouqness of the crime of murdering that ex- 
cdlent prince, in all of them, except before the 
house of commons, before whom preached Dr. West, 
late of Magd. coll^, who was for abolishing the 
observation of the day ; so that the thanks of the 
house was difficultly obtained.

The mob, both in Lon- 
don and elsewhere, (as well as the most considerable 
persons of distinction, that are famed at all for inte- 
grity,) are altt^ether for the doctor, and they ex- 
pressed themselves with the utmost fury, when he 
was conveyed to Westminster hall, and from thence« 
against the presbyterians, whi^^ and all that large 
tribe.

'till the advocates of the party have gone through 
all the articles, and exerted themselves as &r as 
possible their venom will carry them.

March 4. The managers against Dr. Sachererell 
finished all the artifles on Thursday, and the evi- 
dence was summed up by Mr. Lechmore, a man of 
parts, but a most vile, stinking whi^. He did it 
in about half an hour's time, and told them, that in 
some extraordinary cases, such as that of the late 
wicked revolution, resistance is lawiull ; which dis- 
tinction ^ves a handle to rebellion whenever a ma- 
j<Hity shall judge the case to be extraordinary, and 
that the afiairs of the nation require it. There 
were fifteen spiritual lords and an hundred and one 
temporal lords present As for the doctor, he was 
conveyed backwards and forwards to Westminster 
hall by a most prodigious conflux of the mob, all 
shouting and crying out for him, and falling upon 
those that did not puU off their hatts to the doctor 
as he passed by. They are so zealous for him, tiiat 
they have pulled down several meeting-houses of the 
dissenters in London, amongst which is the meeting- 
house of that <AA presbyteriui rogue Daniel Buigess. 
The mobb had proceeded farther had not the train- 
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bands been raised, that followed than firmn jdace to 
place. One time the doctor was conveyed privately 
in a chair> on purpose to avoid the mobb, Imt th^ 
soon found him out, and b^an their usual huzzas 
and acclamations ; such as The ehurck. The church, 
Nojorty-wteftac. The materials of Bui^^esse's meet- 
ing-house were conveyed into one of the fields, and 
with them a huge bon-fire was made, and the tub 
in which he used to hold forth was placed on the 
top of the [nle. Upon this occasion the commons 
have addressed her majesty, that she would issue 
her royal prof^amation against papists, non-jurors, 
&c. as if they were the occasion of this lyot, and 
the doctor himself is reckoned the principal cause 
of it.

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March 20. On Friday last 'twaa carried in the 
house (fiords, that the commons had made good in 
all points tiieir chai^ against Dr. SachercieU, and 
now nothing remains but sentence. There woe 
only deren Insbops present, whereof two, on. bishop 
Burnett of Sanim, and bishop Talbot of Oxon, spoke 
against the doctrine of passive obedience, and the 
bishop of Bath and Wells, Dr. Hooper, spoke for it, 
but not as the Dr. managed it, The sentence, which 
'tis expected will be severe, is to be [wonounced to- 
morrow. 

March 33. On Monday the lord chancellcn' took 
the opinions of the lords, one by one, whether Dr. 
Sachereiell was guilty or not guilty of the crimes 
charged against him, and 'twas carried by a majo- 
rity of seventeen voices that he is guilty: sixty-nine 
lOTds against him, and fifty-two for him. Six bi- 
shops were for him, and seven against him. The 
next day sentence was pronounced against him, 
which is, that he be suspended firom preaching for 
the space of three years, which was carried against 
him by a majority yf six voices ; but 'twas withall 
carried by one voice, that he be in that time capable 
of any farther preferment. He is likewise to excv- 
dse any of his other priestly offices besides preach- 
ing. But his sermon is ordered to be burnt by the 
«>mmon-hangman, and the lord maycn? and sheriflb 
are to attend. This moderate punishment caused 
bone-fires and illumlnationB to be made in London, 
it being contrary to what was expected by any 
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people after the otho' serere proceedings agmnst 
him, and the extravagant favours shewed to those 
that had been the most warm against him. But 
this mitigation must be owing, in some measure, to 
the Dr's speech, in which he has flattered the hirds, 
-dedared himself for revolution principles, (that he- is 
a friend to the late settlement,) acknowledges that 
he has taken the oath of allegiance to her majesty, 
and bn^e through the oUier wicked oath, called the 
abjuration oath, eajs that there was no redatance in 
the late happy revolution, (so he calls it according 
to the common cant,) which is in effect to allow re- 
bellion in some cases, there being nothing more 
fhda, than that that was such, and by consequence 
he contradicts what he had asserted in his sermon, 
namdy, that resistance is lawful upon no account 
whatever. This is likewise the observation of se- 
veral othra^, who think the Dr. has receded. There 
are withall some other things in his speech, which 
plainly shew, that he is not a man of that int^rity 
he would be taken to be, though it must be granted, 
he has shewed himself in this case to he a brave, 
bcdd man, and in the main truly honest; and he 
has merited the applause of all good friends .to the 
diurch of England and monarchy. 

AprU 6. We have received news latdy of the death 
of the linrd Charles Somerset, only broUier to the pre- 
sent! duke of Beaufort. This young gentleman was 
lately of Christ Church, Qxfo]^ and he died at Rome, 
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in hia traveUs, of the smell-pox, to the great reluct- 
ance of all that knew him. He was a gentleman of a 
most affable, winning, good-natured temper, of great 
probitj and int^^ty, of mngular generpaitj, and 
adorned with all other qualifications that might 
make him valuable; and what made them more 
conspicuous was, a natural modesty, easily discem- 
able in all companies, which could not hut draw re- 
spect. He left 500 libs to Christ Church, to carry 
on the building of Peckwater, and the rest be left, 
as tis said, to his sister. Tis repmi^d that he is to 
be brought into England, and buried in Westmin- 
ster abbey, in a sumptuous manna*.

He died an un- 
daunted confessor of the poor, distressed, and afflict- 
ed church of England, and always stood stiff and 
resolute to the doctrines of it, as laid down in our 
Articles and Homilies. As he was a man of voy 
great leaming, so he was withall modest, humble, 
and wonderful! communicative ; of indefatigable in- 
dustry, and of more than ordinary curiosity in dis- 
covering and preserving the writings of learned 
men, especially those of our own countrey, which is 
much indebted to him for the lives of divers of 
them*, as w^ as for several other usefuU and good 
books.

Oct. SO. Last week died Mr. Charles Bernard, 
chief chirui^^n to the queen, to the great reluct- 
ance of all that were acquainted with him, and to 
the publick loss of the whole nation, he being the 
best and most successfiill cfairurgeon in England; 
and he was withall a man of integrity, of good na- 
tural parts, and of some considerable learning. He 
had collected an excdlent study of books, as also, 
befiwe him, had his brother Dr. Francis Bernard. 

Oct. S6. The antients used to put this mark (-) 
OTor long syllables, thus a e 6 v. Hence perhaps it 
was that we have quotient, totiens, vicensimuSt/br-

Nov. 8. This day wnrthe dection' of feUows of 
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Queen's college, when Mr. Atkmson and Mr. Tickle 
were elected* over the heads of several of their se- 
nion, and such as were better scholars. This Tickle 
is a pretender to poetry. 

JVoe. 18, Monday. On Friday morning last, about 
ea^^t o'dock, died* in the Tower, the lord Griffin, of 
a great age. He had been confined for treason, as 
they now call sticking close to the oath of allegiance, 
and adhering firmly to the undoubted sovereign. 
On Wednesday morning, Nov. 15, the corps was 
deposited in the vault of the Tower, there to remain 
tin it can be removed to Dingly in Northampton- 
shire, the seat of his ancestors. 

Nov. 24. Henry Welby, esq. lived at his house 
in Grub-street, London, forty-four years, and in 
that space wa* never seen by any. He died in the 
eigh^-finirth year of his age. An account of him 
printed at Lond. Ito. 1697. He was of one of the 
imivendties, afterwards of one of the inns of court, 
and a traveller. He had a good estate, married 
wdl, and had a beautifUll dau^ter. She married 
sir Christopher HiUiard. knight, of Yorkshire. He 
was withall a man of excellent learning and heroidc 
Tirtue. His retirement was occasioned by the base- 
ness and ingratitude of a younger brother, who at- 
tempted to destroy him. All the time of his con- 
finement he spent in devotion, acts of charity, and 
in reading books of Teligicoi and learning. He was 
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c^ a calm, peace^e, easy temper, and died with 
great resignatioD. He was buried in the' church trf" 
St. Giles, near Crippl&fate. 

Hee. 7. Five taverns in Oxford in the year 16S6. 
They were kept by Francis Hairis, WiUiam Turner, 
Thomas Hallom, William Grice, and Humphry 
Budwit (or Bodicote); the signes were, the Mer- 
mayd, the Swan, the three other were only bushes. 
The Mermayd was destroyed lately, by order of the 
Northern Sear, Dr. WilL Lancaster, then vice- 
chancellor.

Dee. 16. On Thursday last, December 14, about 
jeven o'dock in the evening, died Dr. Henry Al- 
drich, dean of Christ Church, in the sixty-third year 
of his age, to the grief of all that knew any thing 
of his great WOTth. Consider him either as a Chris- 
tian^a scholar, or a gentleman, he was one of the- 
most eminent men in England. He constantly re- 
ceived the sacrament every Sunday, rose to five 
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a clock prayers io the morning, summer and winter, 
viated the chambers of young gentlemen, on pur- 
pose to see that they imployed their time in usefull 
and commendable studies. He was a severe stu- 
dent himself, yet always free, open, and facetious. 
He treated by turns not only those of good standing 
in the a>llege, but all the young gentlemen of any 
note in it. He was a man of admirable natural 
parts, and was versed both in ecclesiastical and hu- 
mane learning almost beyond compare. He was 
humble and modest, even to a fault. He had so 
pierciag an understanding, that he could tell at first 
sight the temper and disposition of any person, whe- 
th^ he was good-natured, ingenious, and addicted 
to a virtuous and innocent course of life. He was 
always for incouraging industry, learning, integrity, 
and whatever deserves commendation. He was so 
generous, that he spared for no costs to promote 
and cany on good designs. His death is a publick 
loss, and those of the college are particularly obUged 
heartily to lament it, and to wish for such another, 
who may advance their interest, and take the same 
methods for finishing, as this excellent dean did 
for b^nnii^, Peckwater building ; which is about 
half done. He died in London, whither he went, a 
little before he died, on purpose to consult Dr. Rat- 
diff, who could not recover his health. His dis- 
temper, an ulcer in the Madder. He had a most 
noble c(dlection of books and prints, all which he 
has left to the adl^;e, leaving it to the liberty of 
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the deaD and chapter whether his nephew (Mr. 
Charles Aldrich) shall have such of them as thej 
had befbre in the library ; which is a genteel com- 
[diment, and shews him to have been a verj wise, 
prudent man. If he had lived till the fifteenth of 
next month, he would have been comideatly sixtj- 
threti years of age. He has ordered hj his will (of 
which Mr. Aldiich is executtH') tiiat all papers what* 
foever of his own writing shall be burnt, not excqii- 
hig his Harmonia Evangeliea in Oredc, done with 
great accuracy, and most .neatly written with his 
own hand. He made hia will soon after the death of 
Dr. Breach the physician. The sudden death of 
that Dr. without any win, struck upon the dean so 
much, that he resolved to dder that great work no 
longer. On Friday, Dec. SS, his body was t»x)ugfat 
into Oxford at four o'clock in the afternoon, and 
being met at bis lodgings by the coll^;e, aft^r it 
had rested for about a quarter o£ an hour before the 
door, it was conveyed to the cathedral, and fte&yen 
htoDg ended, was d^raatted in a grave in the north 
wing of the quire, ('twas in the domitorie,) ju«t 1^ 
Ids fiither, as he had expressly directed. At the 
same tune an excellent speech was made by Dr. 
Frewin, (M. B.) student of Christ Church, who was 
physician to the dean during his sickness. No monu- 
ment, or the least mention of his name, is to be jnit 
over his grave. So himself commanded in his will*.

Mr. Camden, when he was a very 
young man of Broadgate hall, now Pembroke col-

Dorchester. He quoted old writings for it, and ap- 
pealed to other places of the like name, the signifi- 
cation of it being the same with the British Tat, 
which is water.

The fourth 
month of the Cyprians and Paphians is called 'UvP^s. 
In an old Greek MS. quoted by Hen. Stevens, in 
col. 24th of his appendix to his Greek Thesaurus, 
'tis written 'lowiof. This lovAof (for 'lomiuf is a cor- 
ruption) began on the twenty-fourth of December, 
or Christmas-eve. Thence 'tis, that in the north^n 
parts of England they call dhristmas day Yule 
doff, as is expressly noted by archbishop Usher, in 
Ms DisserttUio de Macedonum et Ananorum Anno 
Solaris (Lond. 1648. Svo.) pag. 40. The first month, 
by the Cyprians and Paphians, was called 'Atppiii- 
eics. It b^n on the 24th of Sept. For the other 
months, see Usher. 

Dee. 31. The foundation stone of the new build- 
~ ing of Queen's college, next Hi^ stxeet, was laid 
by Dr. William Lancaster, (provost' of Queen's colL 
and then vice-chancellrar of the univerrily,) on the 
sixth of February last, 170A, being the tnrth-day 
of queen Ann. There was no inscription (I think) 
upon the stone.

Jan. 16. I hear that Dr. Kennett is of opinion, 
and has publicly declared it, that Mr. Bedford's an- 
swer to Priest-craft is done better than Dr. Atter- 
bury is able to do it. And indeed I have heard 
other good judges say the same. Nor do I think 
otherwise. For though Dr. Atterbuiy be a man of 
a very sharp pen, and of very quick parts, yet I do • 
not look upon him to be a man of extramdiDaiy 
depth. He has not a true genius to the study of 
antiquities ; nor has he tak^i much pains to make 
himself a master of our English history. He may 
be cryed up for a master of 'style, and 'twill not be 
denyed ; yet this however must be granted withall, 
that affectation of wit and satyr does not become a 
grave sutgect, and Mr. Hooker, Insbop Sanderson, 
and others, are rather to be followed in such sort 
of writing ; whilst the study of witty expressions is 
to be located upon as levity, and more {nxiper for ju- 
venile essays.

One of the 
skies is 693 feet. So that it is aboye ti^ce as modi 
as our Fhysick-garden at Oxford. Ftn: the side 
and the whole basis is at least fourteen aoes. Tlie 
area of the Physick-garden is three En^isfa acres, 
Bnd$H<B of onacre. 3S7 feet En^h the Ft^ck- 
gardoi is broad within on the east side. Hw alti- 
tude of the middle {nnnacle of the south side (rf 
Magdalen ctdlege tower is 144 feet by my iron qua- 
drant, by my sector it is but 141 ; the quadrant is 
the best observation. 

In an t^Mthecarie's shop I saw a fkir and ancient 
Vtu Nutnidie. The cover held i omgius, the body 
held li congius. I measured another of brass that 
held \ a congius. 

In another apothecarie'a shop I saw the tarantula, 
which is like a long and great qader. The belly is 
reddish, the back dun, but yet spotted. He had 
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two salamandeis, which lived two hours in a great 
fire. They often cast out little drops, which in the 
fire make great bladders, or bubbles, as lag as one's 
fist He is very cidd, not nNut, wherebj to extin- 
guish the fire. He is rank poison, and the very smell 
of him dive would cause the head-ach twenty-four 
hours. I finind no such effect of him dead, only I 
observed the flesh still stanke, whidi might hi be- 
cause he was not well dryed. The skin is bladdBh* 
uid he hath many yellow spots, whereof some are 
long, and as big as a 8d. ot more. He is like a cam^ 
leon for the head, legs, and taile* but yet a litUe less. 

March 7. They have just reprinted in a large 
letter in 8va 2^ Depositions cotuxming the BirA 
qfthe Prntee t^ Wales, piice 6d. to which asterisks 
are put to distinguish Pa{Hsta £rom Protestants. By 
that it appears that there were several more Pro- 
testants than Papists.

March 10. Banbury, a place famous for cakes 
and tUe, (or as PtiiL HoUand has it, eaket amd neai,) 
are obliged to present the judges (when they ctsoK 
the circuit) at Oxford with a noble cake* made 
funnel-wise, with arms of the corptSBtion upon it; 
in a0u» ret testimonium, the judges received in 
the circuit (Lent) of March 1710-11, a fine cake, 
which was presented afterwards by them to the re- 
verend Dr. Hudson's lady. Hudtoni, inquam, am- 
jttgi, amid mei singvlaris. 

March 26. Dr. Thomas Ken, bishop c^ Bath and 
Wdls, died yesterday was sen'night, (Monday, March 
19th.) He was a truly good and pious man, and 
was one of those 'tashops that were illegally deprived 
at the late wicked revolution. 

April 8. Scaliger had a mighty o^mon of Cal- 
vin's parts and judgment, especially in the {ov^rfie- 
tical books of the Scriptures. No learned man now 
amongst the Calvinists but Casaubon : " Casauboniis

blae Mep, (tbe soppitesion of Thwailes's dedica&ni,) which instead of tend- 
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too high nor too low, his romplection aanguine, hU 
fiioe fleshie but paie, hit f<nrehead broad but comefy, 
smooth and even. His eyes rather little than great, 
cast most part downward, with a gravefcspect. His 
lipps plump and ruddj, and both of an equal thidi- 
ness, the hair on the upper being thin and shorty of 
a wheat colour ; on his chin two thin foriced tuffs. 
His cheeks of like colour, with the rest of his face 
being either shaved, or wanting hair. All which 
considered, together with his witt and education in 
the court, and bis favour among great ladjtr, one of 
whose women he married, it was his modestj made 
him spealce of his unlikeliness to be a lorer*.

This 
kind of wart is smootbe, and can not be taken away, 
but the other ugly warts growing upon the hands I 
have seen taken away, and that in a very strange 
manner. For let one take in a clear night, near or 
at fiUl* a bright silver bason, and hold it without 
dcves against the light of the moon, rubMng his 
huids in the reflex beames in the empty bason, as 
if he were washing them in water for half a quarter 
of an hour's time, all his warts, were they never so 
many, will in a week's time wither and dye, and his 
hands be clear of them. This I take to be a hidden 
property of the moon's light, and not her influence ; 
and it is jmibable, that the beames of the sun in a 
golden bason, or of Venus in a copper one, and so of 
the rest of the planets, may produce such admirable 
effects which are not yet discovered." 

Ibid. Pasted prime. Our ancestours in Chaucer's 
time and before, divided their morning devotions 
into two spaces : first, from six of the morning till 
nine, and it was called apacium orationum prima- 
rum: the other from nine a clock till twelve, which 
was called spacium orationum nonarum, and hence 
we have our word noon. You will find in the old 
records of the Garter in Windsore-castle, that a 
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knight of the order was fined for being abflent the 
hour of orationum pritnarum, or morning-pray^. 

May 23. A great deal of old pavement (which I 
take to be Roman pavimenta tessellata) found in 
the church-yard of Woodcheater in Glout^stershire*;. 
This towne was Roman, and they now bury upon 
the said pavement, which is very la^^. 

June 8. The late earl of Dorset had a very large 
cdlection of old ballads, which he used oftentinies 
to read with veiy great delight, much admiring the 
aimplidly and nakedness of the style; and yet he 
was a man of admirable sense and understanding. I 
heard the late dean of Christ Church, Dr. Aldrich, 
say, the last time I was with him, tiiat he would 
^ve a good sum of money for a collection of such 
ballads, whenever he could meet with one^.

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June 15. On Thursday last, June 7th, died Mr. 
Henry Dodwell, that great and good man, in the 
70th year of his age, at Shottesbrooke, In Berka, 
where he had lived in a most retired, studious, pri- 
vate condition for several years.

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take him to be the greatest scholar in Europe when 
he died ; but, what exceeds that, his piety and sanc- 
tity was beyond compare. Had he indulged him- 
self a little, and not abstained so much from even 
the ordinary refreshments of nature, 'twould cer- 
tainly have conduced to the lengthening of his life ; 
but a severe, steddy course of life, like the primitive 
Ghiistians, and the most renowned philosophers, 
could not complb^ with those principles. His name 
will always be mentioned and spoke of with honour 
as long as there is any regard for true religion, vii*- 
tue, prolnty, and learning. Nothing could make 
him swerve from those good [ninciplea of the church 
of England that he had very early iminbed, which 
occasioned some people to call him an obstinate 
man ; but obstinacy (if it may be so called) in such 
cases, is always laud^e ; and I wish that all men 
would observe and follow it, especially those of the 
clergy ; and I heartily wish moreover that half the 
clergy, nay that one tenth part of them, had the 
fortieth part of the integrity, learning, and holiness 
of this lay-man, who constantly studied the publick 
good, and never did any thing but what will be 
commended by all honest, good, and truly holy and 
learned men. Mr. Dodwell dyed with the same ex- 
emplary piety with which he had always lived, and 
may deservedly be r^koned a glorious confessor of 
this afflicted church. He received the sacrament 
on Trinity Sunday last, the schism (which had com- 
menced by virtue of the lay deprivation of the 
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bishopff in king William's reign) being, according to 
his principles, {which may best be learned from his 
writings,) closed by the death of the late bishop of 
Norwich, Dr. Lloyd. The last book he published 
was a small tract called 7%e Case in View now in 
Fact, written on purpose to shew the unreasonable- 
ness of continuing a separation anj longer. As to 
his person, he was of a small stature of body, yet of 
a stn^ng, vigorous constitution, chieBy owing to his 
abstemious and temperate way of living. He was 
of a sanguine complexion, of a grave, modest, inge- 
nious countenan<^ of a joerciiig ^e, and of a qtick 
apprehension. He was acute and cheerfiill in his 
discourse, ready and forward in hb advice, and de- 
%hted to have diiEcuU questions proposed to him 
for 8(dution, 

June 28. About a fortnight since one Mr. Ser- 
geant, gentleman-porter of the Tower, coming to 
the Bodleian library, he was pleased to desire to 
have a sight of the original MS. of Clarendon's His- 
toiy, having been informed that 'twas lodged there. 
I told him we never had any such thing, but that I 
was two or three times told by a noble person {viz. 
my lord Clifton, now lord Cornbury) that we ought to 
have it, and that Br. Aldrich, dean of Christ Chiirch, 
had such orders to dispose of it ; but what became 
of it after Dr. Aldrich's death I could not tdl.

June 30. Mr. Dodwell before his death had near 
finished a Dissertation upon Dr. Woodward's ^lietd, 
which he took to be a Parma Equestrit. This, ac- 
cording to Mr. Dodwell's direction, Mr. Brookesbj 
dehvered (together with some other learned persms, 
as baron Spanheim's, Gkvnovius's, and, which Mr. 
Dodwell most approved o^ Cupenis's thoughts on 
Uiat subject, all which were lent by the doctcv to 
Ml* Dodwell) into hia the said doctOT's hands. None 
of them, it seems, had taken the tenth part of the 
pains to consider it ibat Mr. DodwcU had done. 
*Tis thought by Mr. Brookesby, that Dr. Woodward 
will publish it', which I wish he may : fiw I do not 
doubt but 'twill be welcome to learned men, as dis- 
covering much of R«man antiquities out of the or- 
dioary road.

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Ood had granted him a longer cootinuance among 
us) to have prosecuted. This, Mr. Brokesbjr is to 
transmitt to a learned person, to see whether hell- 
be pleased 'to undertake it. His Barnabas, with 
the Paraphrase, Annotations, and his Discourse on 
the Mjstical Interpretation of the Old Testament, 
as likewise his I^ssertation eonceming Theoph. An- 
tiochenus, if not before published by Mr. Schelwig, 
(for he had a transcript of it,) are intrusted to Mr. 
Cherry and Mr, Brokesby, to be published wheiK 
the times will encourage such a publication. There 
are several other MSS. of his, of great value, as that 
ccmceming the LXX. and the times of the Ptole- 
mies in Egypt, which Mr. Dodwell used to com- 
plain of as deUvered by hbtorians only accidentally, 
and thence being ot»cure, he endeavoured to set 
them in a better light. He was bom in the latter 
end of Octob. 1641, what day he himself could 
never learn. Mr. Brokesby was with him the three 
last boms of his life. His onigh, which was very 
violent for some months before his deatii, occasioned 
hj a consumption, ended in an intermitting fevor, 
which never could be stopped. He enjoyed his rea- 
son, and a tree jHons disposition, to the last, blained 
himself that he could not intend his mind in the 
prayers they presented by him and for him. He 
desired their pn^ers, and sent up several such pious 
cgaculations as Lord Jettts, have mercy on me! He 
died a little after four of the clock in the morning, 
June 7th. He was buried in the chancell of %ot- 
a4 
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tesbrooke, over against tbe monument of Throck- 
morton, sometimes warden of the coU^ th««, 
about a yard distant firom it. How his books will 
be disposed cMT, I know not yet.

well, when a young man, was a very severe student, 
and wholly sequestered himself &om the worid. 
That when fellow, and in possession of his estate, 
he kept himself so dose, tbatnjbe seldom went out ; 
that the person that rented his estate and managed 
it for him, used to bring him money, papers, &c. 
just as he }deased, keeping Mr. Dodwell in igno- 
rance about the true and just value of the estate, 
and that Mr. Dodwell acquiesced in what he al- 
ledged, without troubling himself to examine parti- 
culars, or to question his veracity. Some time after, 
it seems, a c^tain Mend of Mr. Sodwell's acquaints 
him, that the manager of his affairs did him great 
injustice, the estate being of a far greater value tiian 
he accounted for it to Mr. Dodwell. This being 
made clear to Mr. Dodwell, he replyd, 7%en / miut 
leave my feUowthip. My estate it more than a 
lively hood, and I cannot in conscience keep ajel- 
hwsh^ far which I have no want, Jrom one that 
is poor, and upon, that account ought to have it. 
Accordin^y he did quit his fellowship, and after- 
wards lived upon his estate. This, Mr. Prescot says, 
(and he added, 'tis what few besides knew,) is the 
true reason of Mr. Dodwell's resigning his fellow- 
ship. So Mr. Prescot ; but Z am fully satisfyed that 
the most momentous was his avoyding holy cmlers. 

Sept. 33. The first book that Mr. DodweU pub- 
lished was Francis de Sale's " Introduction to a De- 
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Tout JMe" It had been printed before"; but Mr. 
Dodwell revised it, aod altered the En^ish, and 
prefixed an excellent preface to it. "Tis very scarce, 
and I could never yet meet mth it. Mr. DodweU, 
smne time before he died, told me of it himsdf, but 
said he had no copy of it, nor did he know who had. 
The only one he had, he said, he had given away, 
but he could not tell to whom. I understand since 
that *twas to his wife, and that she hath it now by 
her. 

Sept. 28. Yesterday at 10 clock in the morning. 
Dr. Atterbury was installed dean, and Hi. Smalridge 
canon of Christ Church, and prayers being' done a 
little after eleven of the clock, they were conducted 
by Dr. Burton, sub-dean, and by the rest of the 
canons (all drest in their scarlett) to their respective 
lodgings, where having tarried a little time, and the 
dean having received at his own lodgings several 
beads of houses and noblemen, (for all the heads of 
houses and noblemen in Oxford were invited by him 
upon this occasion,} he went directly to the c(dlc^^ 
hall, where, at the bottom of the stayers, he was 
con^demented in a neat, well-penned Latin speech 
by one of the undei^p^uate students, which he an- 
swered very briefly. Then he proceeded up the 
stayers, and at the top of them he was complemented

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with another Latin speech b^ Mr. FoulkS] the se- 
nior b^tchelcH' student, which was also very nest 
and elegant, and delivered with all betx^ning de- 
cency. TTie dean returned s short answer, and then 
wait into the hall, in the middle of which he was 
met and complemented with another Latin speet^ 
bj Dr. Richard Frewin, M. D. and rhetoric-reader 
in the colk^. This speech was very el^;ant Hav- 
ing just tondied upon the exceDendes of Dr. Al- 
drich, the late dean, he dedared the happiness of the 
college in having so excellent a person to succeed 
that great man. He extolled Dr. Atterbury for his 
wisdom, prudence, quick parts, excellent learning, 
and for his zeal and affection to rdi|poQ, the church 
of England, and the ctdlege. The dean then went 
up to the step at the high-table, and being up, he 
turned back, and made a very admirable speech of 
above a quarter of an hour long, in which he com- 
mended Dr. Frewin for his el^ant speech, and sig- 
nified how unworthy himself was of any one of those 
praises that had been given him by the Dr. and 
how unfit in all respects he was to succeed two so 
truly great men as Bp. Fell and Dr. Al^ch. He 
spdce at large of both these excellent men, and told 
his auditors how exemplary they had been for their 
rd^ion, virtue, and leaming, what pubEck ben^u> 
ton they had been not only to the coHege, but to 
the whole university, and consequently what an in- 
estimable loss we sustained by their deaths. He 
conduded with a promise to imitate them, thou^ 
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it could Dot be exspected that he should equal them 
upon aaj aoxnint. The speeches being ended, the 
dean sat down in his chair, and after some time a 
noble dinner was brought in, at which was a great 
number of persons. Dr. Aldrich treated very splen- 
didly when he was made dean; but in this point 
Dr. Atterburj much exceeded him. Tis said that 
this treat could not cost less thui between two or 
three hundred pounds. I had tfaa honour (and in- 
deed I look upon it as a signal mark of respect) to 
be invited to this treat bj the dean. And I look 
upon this honour as the greater, because very few 
masters of arts of other houses were invited besides. 
But laying this aside, (which 'twould have been vain 
to have mentioned, were it not to exjNress my gra- 
titude,) 'tis pubUcUy given out by those that were 
l^resent, (I mean by strangers, for of such there was 
a good number,) that they never saw any entertain- 
ment managed with more consummate wisdoin, ex- 
act decorum, and true magnificence. Evoy thing 
was sumptuous, and yet not the least intemperance 
or irr^^ulari^. The hall rose about half an hour 
after three, and all persons went to their respective 
lodgings. At four the dean was at prayers, and 
there was an admirable anthem, as there had been 
at the morning prayers. At eight o'clock (as is 
usual upon these occasions) Little-Tom (for so they 
call the bluest of the 10 bells in the cathedral) 
rang out 'till nine. The great-bell (commonly called 
Gieat-Tom) over the great gate should have rang, if . 
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the motion of it were not veiy dangerous (as certain 
it is, as they have experienced in former times) to 
the fabrick in which it hangs. 

Oct. 12. Yesterday duke Hamilton and his dut- 
chess came to the Bodleian UlH^aiy, and staid there 
something m(u% than a quarter of an hour. They 
both seemed well enough pleased, and the duke was 
very pleasant upoS several particulars, and inquired 
into some things which shew him to be a man of 
some curiosity. He seems to be a man of a spright- 
ly, bri^ temper, to be very free and open in his 
conversation, to have a great sense of the mischiefi 
brought upon the nation by the rebdlion, and to 
have some taste of learning, but to have but little 
generosity. His lady's name is Gerard.

Nov. 16, Mr. Giffard tells me tfaat he was tutor 
to the earl cf Rochester (mad Rochester) before he 
came to Wadham collie, which was in the eleventh 
year of his age, and that he was then a very hope- 
fidl youth, very virtuous, and good natured, (as he 
was alwBjs,) and wilting and ready to follow good 
advice. He was to have come to Oxford with his 
lordship, and to have been his governor, but was 
supi^anted. His lordship had always a very good 
opanion of Mt. Giffard. Mr. Giffard used to lye 
with hhu in the &mily, on purpose that he might 
prevent any iU accidents. When my lord came to 
Oxford, he soon grew debauched; yet some time 
before his death he plainly told Mr. Gifiard, who 
went to see him, that he was no atheist. The oc- 
casion was this. Says his lordship, " Mr. Giffard, I 
wonder you will not come and visit me oftner. I 
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have a great respect for you, and I should be ex- 
tremely glad of your frequent conversation." Says 
Mr. Giffard, (who coidd say any thing to him,) " My 
lord, I am a cletgyman. Your lordship has a very 
ill character of being a debauched man, and an 
aUidst, and 'twill not look well in me to keep com- 
pany with your lordship as long as this character 
lasts, and as long as you continue this course <£ 
life." " Mr. Ctiffard," says my lord, " I have been 
guilty of extravagances, but I will assure you I am 
no atheist ;" with other words to the same purpose. 
Mr. Griffard says, that my lord understood very little 
Greeki, and that he had but little Latin, and that 
therefore 'tis a great mistake in making him (as 
Burnett and Wood have done) so great a master of 
dassick learning. He says my lord had a natural 
distemper upon him, which was extraordinary, and 
he thinks might be one occasion of shortening his 
days, which was, that sometimes he coidd not have 
a stool for three weeks or a month together. Which 
distemper his lordship told him was a very great 
occasion of that wazmth and heat he always oe- 
jffessed, his braine being heated by the fumes and 
humours that ascended and evacuated themselves 
that way.

March 80. A certain barbarous sect of people

But this desgn being stojqied, I know 
not for what reasons, it was done at X^ondon, bj Dr. 
Clarke, of St. James's, who is not at all qualiiy'd 
for sudi work, and therefore no great matter is ^- 
apected frtua this edidtm, wUdb I have not yet 
seen". I have seen specimens of Dr. Aldrich's de- 
sign in several sheets. Prince Eugene also gave 
Whiston 15 guineas for his heretical book, and Mr. 
Barnes 30 guineas fra* a jn^sent of his Homer. 

M^ 11. The late lord hovdaxx was a man of 
good natural parts, but of very ill and very loose 
principles. Dr. Braboum, prindpal of New Inn 
Hall, says, that tho' he knew and was acquainted 
with him 13 years or more, yet he never knew him 
sober but twelve hpurs, and that he used to drink 
every morning a quart <tf In^ndy, or something equi- 
valent to it* to his own share.

He tells me Mr. Thoreahy, of Leeds, under- 
stands very little or nothing of Latin, and that 
a great many of his curiosities once belonged to 
general Fairfax. He adds that Mr. Thoresby in- 
sists too much upon little niceties. This Mr. Tho- 
resby is now printing the Antiquities of Leeds, and 
of some of the adjacent parts.

May 80. The late dean of Ch. Ch. (Dr. Aldrich) 
when he dyed, had in the {wesa IntUtuHo Geome- 
trica, of which he printed a very small number 
(some say not above 12 copes') ; but this book not 
being quite finished, (ending at Propos. LXXVI. of 
the IVth book,) it was never published ; and yet it 
happened to be in Mr. Thwaites's auction (he hav- 
ing got it I suppose of one of the printers, who per- 
hf^ was not so just to the dean as he ought to have 
been) : Mr. Urry very luckily procured it for 1*. Qd. 

June 16. Edward the Coniessor the first English 
king that put impresdons in wax to his charters. 
Before they used to put their names only, and the 
sign of the cross : et tamen hee schedule (quas lan- 
debookes, L e. libros terrarum ^pellabaot) idem 
robur habebant, quod nunc vix obtinent charts no- 
Strse cum qualibet impressione.

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June SI. EDMUND HALL. St. Edmund, arch- 
bishop of Cant, in the time d Hen. III. did not in- 
struct hia scholars in this faaU. It took name fitnu 
one Edmund, a citizen of Oxford, in the first times 
of Hen. III. This appears from the roisters, whence 
'tis also manifest that 'twas a tenement which be- 
longed to him. From this Edmund it came to his 
son Salph. He is mentioned in a certiun instru- 
ment in Magd. coU. (Inter munimenta nimimm 
quondam perdnentia ad bospitale S. Joannis Oxon. 
in tbes. colL MagdL in -pyx:. S. Petri in Orient, 
nu. 3. c.) in wbidi nutrument'- is likewise mention 
made of cme' John Curte^sgiTing the yearly r^pt of 
one matfc (that was to arise from an adjojning te- 
nement, placed also in St. Peter's parish in the East) 
to Atadrew Hai^od. Thif- was an. 44. Hen. HI. 
Mr. Wood could find nothing more about this Ed- 
munds* fbrther than that he had another tenement 
adjoTmng near the former, and adjoyning to St. 
Peter's church-yard. This tenement he signed over 
to his sons, by whom, Mr. Wood thinks, it was given 
to Osney abbey, and tiiat from ibeae sons it was 
called Aula qvatitor JUtorunt Edmundi, or JRVwr- 
sen JEdn^nd hall. But now as: to Edmund's halt 
it seeflcts to hare come from hia son Ralph to sir 
Brian de Bemingham, kt. - He sold it soon after to 
, Thomas de Malmesbury, chapkin, for 12 marks, 
with this condition, that 9*. should be paid out of it 
yearly to him and hia hdrs. This agreement was 
made about the 48th of Hen. Hid. 'Twas confirmed 
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hy Roger de Bemingliatn, rector of the church of 
Ebenefend, and brother to the said Brian. Uncer- 
tain whether this Thomas de Malmesbiirj, who was 
perpetual' rector of Cowley, let it out to scholars. 
However 'tis plain that id the year 1270, 54 Hen. 
III. he assigned it over to Osney abbey sub nomine 
messuagii cum sedifidis. It extended in length be- 
tween St. Peter's church-yard and the ground be- 
longing to Galired Fitz-Symeon; and in breadUi 
fnm what we now call Queen's-college-laue, to the 
tenement, of the prior and canons of Winchester. 
By. way oi acknowledgment for this gift, Osney 
abbey was obliged to pay yearly one maik to the 
donors, and eight shillings to Elizabeth the daugh- 
ter of Adam de Oclee, one of the nunns of little- 
more. After this, the haU was repaired by Osney 
abbey; and the better to pay the r«it that they were 
obliged to pay, for some years they let it out to 
scholars, the university consenting that it should be 
sacred to the muses. The same to be said of almost 
all the othexi tenements that belonged to Osn^ ab- 
bey. It does not appear when it first was let out 
to scholars^ Not mentioned in any of the roitalt 
of the abbey before Edw. IId*s time. In a rental 
of the 11th of Ed. Zld. Dom. 1S17. 'tis thus men- 
tumed:

Aula Edmundi, dm-- 
ing all which time Osney coll^^ received geno^^ 
the yearly rent of forty shillings. Altho' therefore it 
be sometimes called St. Edmund hall, yet since 'tis 
more frequently styled Edmund hall, Mr. Wood 
thinks that it received its name from the above- 
mentioned Edmund or Edmunds, to whom, and to 
his son Ralph, belonged divers tenements situated 
either in St. Peter's church-yard, or not far from it. 
Mr. Wood withall remarks, that about the be^ning 
of the reign of Heniy Hid. there lived one Edmund 
le Chapelier in St. Peter's parish, but he cannot 
say whether he be the same with our Ednlimd. It 
came, with the other possesions of the monks, to 
king Hen. Vlllth's treasury. He gave it, Nov. 22, 
1546, to John Bellow and Robert Bygott. From 
them it came, in the 7th of Edw. VI. to William 
Bumell, gent. He sold it for 40 marks to William 
Denyse, provost of Queen's coll^, who gave it, 
28th July, 1557, to the coU^e. 
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Juiy 7. The old Sckoolt in Oi^/brd. They were 
gecuiar acd elauaU-al. The secular were those 
which the academions hired of the dtizena. The 
daastral, such as lay within the predncts of some 
religious house. Id these latter, not only the no- 
vices of each religious house here, but also other 
young persons of other monasteries of the same or- 
ders within the kingdom, used to be educated in 
good letters ; yet with this condition, that they were 
likewise obliged to do some exercise in the secular 
schools. Most of the secular schools stood in School- 
street, which extended itself from the n^th side of 
St. Marie's chiifx^h to the walls of the city, which 
were beyond the present schools. One part of the 
wall)', being a sort of bastion, is now to be seen just 
as we enter into the Tlieater-yard, at the west cor- 
ner of the north side of the schools, viz. where the 
late printing house of Bp. Fell stood. All these se- 
cular schools were in halls. The grammar schools 
(for those ought to be reckoned first of these secular 
schools) were very numerous, the names of all which 
cannot be collected. But now in some colleges the 
founders themselves provided for this sort of educa- 
tion. For in Merton college 'twas decreed that one 
of the fellows should instruct those that wanted in 
granmiar. And in New college, at the west end of 
the chapell, is a grammar school, but uncertain whe-

Such 
a school also behings to Magdalen coll. and Christ 
Church. 

1. A grammar school in Whyght hall, or Whiter 
hall, which stood in St. Peter's parish in the east, 
within East^ate, and on the north side of High- 
street. 

2. A grammar school in Juge halL This hall is 
the last house in St! Marie's parish, and is placed 
against University coll^;e. It belongs to MagdL 
colL and formerly it belcHiged to St John's hosfntal, 
by gift of Walter Inge, citizen of Oxon. temp. Hen. 
III. 

3. A gram, schotd in Lyon hall, (in the same pa- 
rish,) being situated in Grope-lane. Here John 
Cobbon taught in Hen. VL and Edw. IVth's time. 
He followed the method of John Leland, senior. 

4. A gram. xhtxA belonging to Cuthbert's hall, 
which stood either in Schydiard-stxeet, or not &r 
from it 

ff. A gram, sdiool in Tackley*s inn, afterwards

6. A gram, school in Salesurj inn. On the west 
nde of School-street. In the same pa^h. 

7. A gram, school in Tyngwicke hall or inn. It 
stood in Cat-street. In the same parish. All Souls 
colL clojsters take np the ground now. Of old, 
called bj another name, which it retained 'till the 
time of Edw. II. when king Edw. II. gave leave to 
Nicolas de Tyngewike that he should make it over 
to the chancellor and scholars, which accordingly was 
done, yet with this condition, that two masters, re- 
gent in logic, should be continually assigned to teach 
the children grammar, and that the said Nicholas 
himself should be master or principal of the said 
hall for term of life. 

8. A gram, school in Hamburg hall, which stood 
near the Turl^te, in the place where afterwards 
the wtst part of Exeter college chapell was built. 
This hall was so called from Rich. De Hambury, 
who first taught grammar there in the time of king 
Edward the first. 

9. A gram, school in Peckwater's inn. Aiter- 
wards a school for lawyers. Situated in St. Ed- 
ward's parish. The church of Edward falling down, 
it became part of the parish of St. Fridiswyde, and 
was at length turned into Peckwater quadrangle, 

SS 
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which belongs to Christ Church. Here Leland the 
elder taught grammar in Hen. Vlth's time. Leland 
d^ed 15 Octob. 1436. 

10. A gram, school in the parish of St. John Bap- 
tist, against Merton college. Afterwards, with an- 
other house on the west side of it, called Postmasters' 
hall. These two houses called Postmaatera' hall 
from their being given to certain portionista by Mr. 
John Willyot, fellow of Merton college, in the 14th 
century. In queen Eliz. time the postmasters were 
united to Merton colL and then the said two bouses 
were let out to lay men. 

July 14. DanciDg a great exercise amongst the 
ancients. Thence 'tis that Lucian writ a Dial<^e 
abaat it. In it (p. 793. ed. Grsev.) he remai^ that 
Proteus was a great dancer, and that all the story 
of his turning himself into so many shapes is to be 
understood of hi^ great skill in this exercise. Bac- 
chus himself a great dancer, and overcame by that 
means the Tyrrhenians, Indians, and Lydians. Lu- 
cian mentions Orpheus'a speaking head. This he 
resolves into his skill in dancing and musick : ^n 
KOI GpfKi) voAAa Tta Ofy^imftxtif eaeefKoSar rn 'Optpiof rm 
fKeinu ffirofoyftM, xau -npi AoAev avnu Keipa\rj». 

Jult/ 16. Prodigious to consider what immense 
sums the monks would give for the bodies of saints. 
.^Usin, dibot of Peterborough, gave 500 libs of silver 
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for the body of St. Florentin (aU but the head) to 
the monks of S. Florentin de Bona Valle ; they being 
forced to part with it by reason of poverty. 

July 18. On Sunday last (July 13) died Richard 
Cromwell, son of Olirer, in the 90th year, or there- 
abouts, of his age. He departed this life at Ches- 
ton'', in Hertfordshire, where he lived for some few 
years last past, in the house of one seijeant Pen- 
gelly. Some years agoe he lived in Hampshire, 
where he was seen by one Mr. Walter Garrett, tJien 
A. B. and afterwards master of arts, of Edmund 
hall, which Mr. Garrett hath now got some little

George North, riear of CoiU- 
GOle, near Welwyn, who had It from two peraona acquainted witb Ridiard 
Cnnnwell. " No peraons were admitted to rint him, bnt locfa a* had itrang 
raoommendatioDi from aome of Ui old aoqnaintance, of hdog of agreeable, 
cheerfnl eonrenationa, and of atriet honoor 1 one of theae two abore men- 
tioned penont, wbo liTCd at Ware, wai ncommended ai eneh, and intro- 
dnced to him, with an admonition to conform tn &e old man'a peeuUailtin, 
witlKHil uUng any qnesflona, or aeeming lo make obMrratknu. After an

They therefore adorned the vestibules 
and porches of their temples, halls, &c. with ar- 
mour, weapons, trophies, statues, urns, tables and 
inscriptions, &c. Several countries and cities were 
rendered &inous by f^em ; and tho' they have most

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of them been destroyed long since by careleasness, 
and a too great neglect of such holy relicks ; yet 
TuUy himself tells us^ that, of old time, they were 
so fond of them, that nulla unquam civitas tota Asia 
et Grseda signum ullum, tabellam pictam, ullum 
denique ornamentum urbis, sua voluntate cuiquam 
vendidit» &c. They would not alienate or part with 
them upon any price ; and it hath been obs^ved of 
late years, that the citizens of Rome have imitated 
their ancestors in that caution. Hehce 'twas that 
they would not, upon any account, sell to that noble, 
and learned, and judicious collector of antiquities, 
Thomas earl of Arundel, the fragments only of a 
bn^B obelisk, which bad lain neglected so many 
ages in the circ. of Caracalla, since pieced together 
and erected on that goodly fountain of Piazza Na- 
vona by the £unous Bemioi, which is a stupendous 
monument of his admiratde skilL Mr. Evelyn was 
the person that desired the duke of Norfolk to give 
the Aranddian marbles to the Theater yard ; and 
his grace did it at his single request, who likewise 
promised Mr. £. to send to the same place the co- 
losaan Minerva, but death prevented. Perhaps it 
fell afterwards into the hands of the lord viscount 
Lemster, who died very latdy. This lord Lemster 
was very curious in such things* and indeed knew 
how both to value and preserve them. Tis pity 
they are not made publick by some of our virtuosi. 
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A proper place for them mi^t be found in Mr. 
Morton's Hittory <^ Nortkamj^otuhiret now print- 
ing at London, xad 'twould be one of the most ex- 
quisite peiformant^s (provided it were done with 
care) in his whole bookE. 

Abundance of curiosities of late years have been 
discovered in brasiers' shops. Dr. Woodward pro- 
cured his Roman shield in that manner. It had 
otiierwise beeB quite destroyed. Just as a certain 
Spanish apothecary cast a mortar for the use of his 
shop of an invaluable o(^ection of medals, which 
had been left him by his father, who was a curious 
and skillfull person. And another in Turkey melted 
a whole shop-full to make pots and kettles. But as 
for the Romans themselves, they prohibited, by an 
exinress law, the meeting down of any coin or me- 
dals ; and that all antiquities might be carefully and 
religiously {oeserved, they had their curator statua^ 
rum, as well as their tribuni rerum nitentium. 

As soon as they heard at Rome that archbishi^ 
Laud was beheaded, they made great rejoicings 
there, looking upon him as one of the greatest and 
most formidable enonies to the Roman catfaolick 
cause ; and yet one of the most capital crimes im- 
puted to him here was, his being popisbly affected.

On the 8d <tf this month, being Sun- 
day, between 6 and 7 o'clock in the evening, died 
the &inou8 Mr. Joshua Barnes, S. T. B. and profes- 
sor of the GFreek tongue in the university of Cam- 
bridge, as I have been informed by a letter, dated 
Aug. 9th, from his wife, Mrs. Mary Barnes. This 
great man died a very easy death, ofxasioned by a 
consumptive cough. He was my great friend and 
acquaintance, and I look upon him to have been the 
best Grecian {espedally for poetical Greek) in the 
world. He was withaU a man of singular good 
nature, and never spoke ill of any man, unless pro- 
voked to the highest degree. He died in the 58th 
year of his age^

liov. 17. On Thnrsdi^ last (Nov. 18) duke Ha- 
Duhon and the lord Mofaun beiiig before Mr. OiUa- 
bar, one of the masters of C!haiicery, about some suit 
depcakling between them, and some words arising, 
a diallei^ was made between these two noble unsa, 
and the duell was fin^ht aa Saturday (Nov. 15th) 
in the Pai^. My lord Mohun was killed on the 
spot, and the duke so wounded that he died before 
he got home. This lord Mohun should have been 
hanged some years agoe for murder, which he had 
committed divers times. 

N^OB. 24. Duke Hamilton's second in the late 
duel was colonel Hamilton, and the lord Mohun's 
was major-ffeneral Makartney. This Makartney 
was the person that cfuried the challenge to the 
duke, and excited and mcMiraged the lord Mofaun 
to send it, and afterwards to engage in the duel 
The duke, being a privy councellor and an embas- 
sador, declined it twice, but being brought the third 
time, he accepted it. It was observed that Mohun 
was very restless and uneasy, and under a strange 
tremhHiig and consternation, after the duke had ac- 
cepted it. TTie duke having given Mohun his aicr- 
tal wound, and taking him up in his arms, as soon 
as Makartney saw it, he and col. Hamilton fell to 
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it ; but Hatnflton, tho' he was wounded by Makart- 
ney in the 1^, disarmed Makertney, and threw hia- 
sword from him, and immediately went to Mohan 
to endeavour also to recover him. Mean time Ma- 
kartney (who is' a bloudy, ill man) runs and takes 
up bis sword, comes to the duke, and gives him his 
mortal wound, of which the duke dyed before h^ 
could get home. So that this is brought in wiUAiD 
murder, and a proclamatioD, with a reward, is issued 
for apprehending Makartnej. Col. Hamilton hath 
surrendered himself, and 'tis be that gives this re- 
port of the duke's being murdered. The duke hath 
left a very good character behind him, but Mohun 
a veiy ill one. The whi^s appear glad at the 
duke's death, and declare that they are sorry for the 
death of Mohun, whom they cry up for a saint, tho* 
he was the greatest debauchee and buUy of the age.

CharUsy duke of Kendall, was bom July 4, 1666, 
at 18 minutes and an halfe before 5 in the evening, 
and dyed May 2S, 1667. He- lyes Iwried in Hen. 
7th's chapelL 

Edgar, duke of Cambridge, was bom Sept. 14. 
1667. at 8 minutes before 7 in the morning, and 
dyed the 8th of June, 1671- He lyes buried in 
Hen. 7th chapeU. 

Lady Henrietta was bom Jan. 13, 1668, at 35 
minutes past 7 at night. Dyed Not. 15, 1669, and 
lyes buried in Hen. 7th's chapell. 

Lady Catharine was bora 30 minutes past 5 in 
the evening on the 9th of Feb. 1670. Dyed Dec. 
5, 1671, and lyes buried in Hen. 7th's chapeU. 

The dutcfaess dyed the last day of March. 1671, 
between 8 and 4 in the afternoon, being in the 34th 
year of her age, and lyes buryed in Hen. 7th cha- 
pelL 

The duke was manyed and bedded at Dover to 
the princess Mary of Modena, Nov. SI, 1673, being 
uptm Friday. 

Lady Catharine Laura was bom Jan. 10, 1674,

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at S4 minutes past 8 in the evening. Dyed Oct. S, 
1675, and was bulyed in Hen. 7tli'B chapelL 

Lady Isabella was born August the S8, 1676>

Charlea, duke of Cambridge, was bom Nov. 7th, 
1677, a quarter before 10 at night Dyed Dec. the 
12, 1677, and lyes buried in Hen. 7th'8 chapell. 
• Lady Charlette Maria was bom Aug. 15, I68S, 
at 10 or 13 minutes past 7 in the morning. Dyed 
Oct. 6, 1682, And lyes buried in Hai. 7th's chapeU. 

1688. The queen was delivered hi^pily of the 
prince of Wales upon tiie 10th of June, being Tri- 
nity Sunday, there being present, as in the printed 
depositions, the king, &c. &c.

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cate in Ireland ; jet he was so addicted to the buf- 
fooning way, that he neglected his proper business, 
grew very poor, and so dyed in a sort of contempt- 
ible manner. About a year since he was gazetteer ; 
but did not hold it above two months, being ex- 
tremdy n^igent in that afiair. 

Jan. 11. This morning preacjied at St. Marie's, 
Dr. Newton, principal of Hart hall, upon Mattii.

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sides the inscriptions, theiigures should be fdso pub- 
lished. Hence, besides having the effigies of the 
persons to whose memory the inscriptions are in- 
serted, we should likewise receive no small informa- 
tion and satisfaction about the ancient habits made 
use of in different ages within our own kingdom. 
Why might not this be looked upon as usefiill and 
diverting as what is done in this kind by Ferrarius 
for the Roman habits ? Even the least fragment of 
that nature hath been esteemed valuable by such as 
deal in Greek and Roman antiquities. And I do 
not see but that it might bee judged as profitable 
for illustrating our own history to collect the like 
relicks of our own more eaily habits. 

I heartily thank you for your designed present of 
the posthumous works of sir Thomas Browne, who 
was certainly a very learned and ingenious man. 
Yet I always looked upon him to be a better physi- 
tian end philosopher than antiquary. J am ^ad to 
hear what you say about sir Christopher Wren, who 
is a very great man, tho' he could never be prevailed 
with to puUbh any thing. I have his MS. Survey 
tjf SaUsbury Catkedral, and I set a great value 
upon it. — 

I am surprized at what you write about a design 
of electing me a Mlow of the Royal Society. I 
heard nothing of it before. I am too sensible how 
little I deserve any such honour; but howev^ I 
must acquiesce, if they shall think fit to do it : tho* 
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I could wish they wootd fix upon a person that does 
more deserve such a mark of esteem, and is withall 
more able to serve them than.

I return your book, for the loan of which I thank 
70U. I told 70U before that I had not much consi- 
dered the suliject; and therefore I must not pre- 
tend to judge about it. Yourself and those gentle- 
men that advised you to undertake it, know well 
what use it will he to the publick ; and 'tis needless 
to ask or exspect the opinion of any inferics- person. 

Mr. Prince told me you wanted some account of 
the Bu<^inghamahire shoe in our Bodlejan reposi- 
tory. You have seen it more than once, and heard 
the account of it. However, for better satisfaction, 
I shall repeat the story, viz. that the shoe is vastly 
laz^ made up cf about a thousand patches of kft- 
ther. It belonged to John Bi^, who was fimnerly 
derk to judge Mayne, one of the judges that gave 
sentence upon king Charies the first. He lived at 
DintoD, in a cave under ground, had been a man of 
tolerable wealth, was looked, upon as a pretty good 
scholar, and of no contemptible parts. Upon the 
restauration he grew melanchoUy, betook himself to 
a recluse life, made all his other doaths in the same 
manner as the shoe, lived by beting, but never 
asked for any thing but leather, (which he would 
immediately nail to his doaths,) yet kept three

Idgh at the time, ud itnce printed in Numb. 40 of Ibe T^apogiapKwa Bri- 
liaoiCBi] is, oa tbe vhole, laore cofnona, and better vonfa pmemtion in lu 
origioal itate, than any other docninent I bsTC yet nwt with o* tha aame 
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bottles that hung at his girdle, ens. one for stnmg 
beer, another for small beer, and the third for milk, 
which liquors used to be given and brought to him, 
as was his other sustenance, notwithstanding he 
never asked for themP. This shoe hat^ often put 
me in mind of the Roman campagi, tyr the military 
shoes of ihe inferior souldiers, which were made 
much in the same manner, excepting this, that the 
upper ports were uncovo^d, just like the more an- 
cient shoes called erepidte. The emperors likewise 
wore much the same; but finer, and then they were 
styled reg^ campagi. The taanga (called by Co- 
dinus T^AyKia) were worn by none but the emperors, 
and they reached up to the middle of the leg, and 
had on them the figure of the ea^e. These were 
rather later than the campagi, tho' as to the form 
in other respects, not much difierent. We have 
draughts of each in old monuments. I approve of 
the method you propose in your preface, wish you all 
posable success in your undertakings, and am.

We hare a mdanchoUy piece ,of news 
out of Yorkshire^ namely, that Mr. Savile, a young 
gentleman of nineteen years of age, and about a 
year and a half since gentleman-commoner of Mer- 
ton cdl^e, was accidentally drowned lately in a 
welL Twas in the nigHt time, at a place where he 
and some other gentlemen bad met together. The 
well used to be shut, but happened then to be 
<^iened, and he fell into it when be stepped aside. 
Three of the other gentlemen were out at tiie same 
time. One of them had the courage to go down by 
the rope in the bucket, and he catcht hold of Mr. 
Savile's arm, and was pulling him up, and 'tis 
thought he might have recovered, but the bucket 
broke, and by that means both of them were 
drowned. This Mr. Savile, at twenty-one years of 
i^, would have had five thousand Ubs. per an. in 
his own hands, and he was heir to ten thousand 
libs, per an. more. 

May 87. GrKvius, had he lived, designed to 
have written the life of the prince of Orange, com- 
monly called king William Hid.

June 88. Not onlj the pai^ but the town of 
Woodstocke was made by king Henry the let, and 
indeed the towne soon flourished upon account of 
the &mous park. 

AuL Getlius, in the lid book of his Noctes At- 
tics, c. 8, mentions a MS. of the lid book of Vir- 
'gil's Mo. written, as 'twas thol^;ht by Fidus Op- 
tatus the grammarian, by Viigil's own hand. AuL 
Oellius himself also thought so. He says Optatus 
shewed it him, end that he had -bought it in the K- 
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^Uaria for 80 aurei. The letter or aspirate h was 
written over the line in aena. Other instances there, 
of the same way of writing the h. The h was thus 
phiced* without all doubt, in imitation of the way 
amongst the Greeks of placing their accents above 
the line ; tho' in Virgil's time accents however were 
not in use, according to the common notion in writ- 
ing Greek. Yet we have accents amongst the Bo- 
mans in very old inscriptions, even in such as were 
made during the flourish of the empire. Of this 
read Cardinal Noris upon the Fisan taUe. 

Jultf 4. In Dyer's letter that came last night we 
have an account that colonel Stanhope had moved 
in the house of commons, that an address might he 
presented by them to the queen, that she would be 
pleased to desire the duke and dutdiess c^ L(HTam 
to remove the pretender farther off; which was 
agreed to nemine contradicente, only sir William 
Whiilock made a speech, in which he observed, that 
' in Oliver's time they pushed king Carles to and 
Jro, 'till at last they pushed him into his kingdom. 

July 11. An old order at Athens, that no. Mega- 
rean should come thither. . Yet Euclid (who was a 
Me^farean) went thitho* by night in woman's dress 
to heare Socrates, and returned again the same~ 
night, tho' above 20 utiles distant. Afterwards tiiey 
spent nights in drinking and sleqiing.

Mr. Burton sate in a 
corner of the shop at that time. Says the book- 
seller. My lord, if you please, I can shew you the 
author. He did so. Mr. Surton, says the eari, 
pour servant. Mr. Southampton, says Mr. Bur- 
ton, yosr servant, and away he went.

Sir, 

I have returned your paper, compared with our 
Bodley copy. I know of no more lists at present 
that are for your purpose. Your coyn (that was 
found at Oloc. hall, and which you gave me) of Ju- 
piter Acrseus, is not contemptible. Yet 'tis doubt- 
fidl whether it be genuine. Howerer I hare seen 
those of it that are really genuine. And particularly 
amongst those given us by consul Raye. I wish in 
your trarells that you would always observe the cir- 
cuit of churches. And my reason is this, because in 
the decrees of pope Nicolas 'tis ordained that a log- 
ger church shoiild contain in cumpace 40 paces ; a 
chapell, or lesser church, thirty paces. Such obser- 
vations may conduce something to the ascwtaining 
of the antiquity of such churches, as are of no big- 
ger a cumpace; but I think there are few such. 
Other observations of the same kind might be made 
from the decretals. 'Tis coiun in old times, churches 
were very small. And this was in imitation of the . 
first mother church with, us, CUastenbury. This was 
made of rods, and so were many otho^. And such 
churches they generally covered with reeds. When 
stones came to be in feshion, they used lead. We 
may trace the fHrcgress in our historians. But I 
have not time to say more.

Sept. S4. Yesterday morning, at eight a dock, 
died my best friend and patron, Francis Cherry, esq. 
at his house at Shottesbrooke, in Berks, being about 
48 years of age. His distemper was an ulcer in the 
kidneys, and he was taken extremely ill tbe Satur- 
day immediately before. 

This person (who was formerly gentleman-com« 
moner of Edmund hall in Oxford) was eminent for 
pie^, virtue, and learning. Soon after the revolu- 
tion in 1688, he became intimately acquainted with 
the &mous Mr. Henry Dodwell, with whom he af- 
terwards studied several years, and by that coover- 
sation improved himself in learning to such a de^ 
gree as to be well versed in iflost of tbe ancient 
Greek and Latin authors, as well human as divine. 
He asEosted Mr. Dodwell in many of his writings, 
and particuhrly in that elaborate and immortal 
wOTk De CyeUa Veierum, which the uithor hath 
gratefidly dedicated to Mr. Cherry. He was so 
conscientiously religious as not to be drawn from 
his duty by any secular interests whatsoever. For 
which reason he was an equal sufferer with Mr. 
Dodwell, and continued firm in his loyalty to the 
last. During his prosperity he performed many 
signal instances tS charity; yet with the greatest 
u8 
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prudence and discretioD, and with exetttidaiy mo- 
desty, endeavouring, by all means possible, to cm- 
ceal bis name. But tho' he desired that bia name 
upon that account might not be made use of, jet 
this must be remembred of him, that 'tis to this 
gentleman's liberality that the writer of. these mat- 
ters owes bis education, he having maintained him 
for some time, not only at school and in hia own 
house, but for several years in the university, even 
'till such time as he took the degree of master in 
arts, all at his own proper expense. During his 
adverse fortune (for a great many trouUes fell upon 
lum some years before he died) he still persisted in 
the exercise of piety and virtue, and was not at all 
ruffled or discomposed, but appeared cheaiAdI, and 
behaved himself with admirable courage, patience, 
and humility, not speaking the least ill word of any, 
even the most implacable enemy, he .being indeed 
always noted for his singular good nature and ex- 
traordinary sweetness of temper. 

He was buried in Shottesbrooke church-yard, 
Friday night, Sept. SS5*.

extraordinaiy well, and told the gentleman that he 
believed he could make such another himself. Ac* 
cordinglj he did so, and this was his first beginning, 
he living then in Bucldnghamshire. He afterwards 
got B great name, hved in London, was acquainted 
with the famous Dr. Hooke, grew rich, and hved to 
a great age. He had a strange working head, and 
was well seen in mathematicks. 

Mr. Bagfivd tells me, that Caxton printed Chau- 
cer's Fragments, in 4ito. without date, which are not 
taken into his edition of the Tales. Tlib is now in 
the hands of the bishop of Ely, who had it of Mr. 
Bagford. Dr. Tanner hath seen this hook ; and 'tis 
certainly a treasure. 

King Henry VZHth hath an act for reading of 
the scriptures, in which also Chaucer's Canterbury 
Tales, and Grower De Amore, are allowed to be read 
by the commtm people, and likewise the I>egenda 
Aurea. This act is to be met with in some editions 
of the Acts, and particularly in the editions of his , 
time, one of which we have in Bodley. 

Reine Wulph, as Mr. Bagford informs, was the 
first that began and collected materials for the Chro- 
nicle that goes under the name of HoUinshead. He 
likewise says, that one Mr. Bolton was author of 
Nero Caesar, which is an excellent thing. See a 
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book called T%e Surf(ut, which is extracadinary 
rare^. 

Dee. 28. On the west side of the town of Wal> 
lingford stood the castle, whereof there are now no 
remains, excepting^ a very small part in the bottom* 
which thej stjle the dungeon, being used as a gatA 
sometimes. But the kepe of the castel is still in 
being, and is very high, and is encompassed with a 
large ditch, tho* now pretty much filled up, as are 
the other works. I was at the top of the kepe, and 
afterwards talking with Mr. Wiggins, and commend- 
ipg to him the situation of the place, he was pleased 
to tell me that he lived in the same house where he 
tives now (being the sign of the Lamb^) at the late

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his great council. In Heniy Illd's time (befc^e 
whose time we have no account of the summons to 
parliament) ell abbats and priors of quality were 
summoned. But afterwards they vere limited by 
the king, and at lengdi reduced only to 29, none of 
which held- of mean lords by franke almonage, but 
all of the king in capite per baroniam, having an 
intire baronie, to which knight's fees at least did 
belong. 

Sir E. Coke {Imtit. part iv. foL 44.) remaps, 
that there were xxix lords of parliament of the ab- 
bats and priora that held of the king per baroniam, 
&c. and king Hen. VIII. upon the dissolution, pro- 
mised that he would create an equal number of 
nobles, tho' he foiled, as he did in what he promised, 
that all the lands and revenues should be imployed 
to the good of the kingdom. 

The mitred Chats'* sate all in the house of lords, 
and voted there. They held of the king in capite 
per baroniam, their endowment being at least an in- 
tire barony, which consisted of thirteen knight's fees. 

Besides the 29 abbies, there were four nunneries, 
Shaftsbury, Barldn in Essex, St. Mary's Winches- 
ter, and 'Wilton, which held (^ the king by an intire 
barony, but the abbesses were not summoned to 
parliament, upon the score of their sex. However, 
they had writs directed to them, ad habendum ter- 
vifium suum, that is, to send their quota of soldiers 
into tiie fidd, in jnoportion to their knight's fees.

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A kni^t's fee' so much land as in those daja was 
accounted a sufBcient living for a knight, and .that 
was 680 acres, as some hold, or as others 800, or 15 
libs, per an.

The great councils'' (most known bj the name of 
parUaments) anciently consisted of three d^rees or 
orders of men ; r«. the lords spiritual, (. e. the two 
archbishops, all the bishops, most of the abbats, and 
som£ priors ; and of the lords temporal, vi%. the earls 
and greater barons ; aU which had summons \sy spe- 
cial writs from the king, directed to each of them 
respectively, and represented all that held lands of 
them. Of which two orders or d^rees, the upper 
house, usually called the house of peers, consisted. 
The third degree, which made the house of com- 
mons, being the king's tenants by military service 
in capite, and commonly called the lesser banms, 
who also then represented those of the commonally 
which held oS them. The first summons in the 
49th of Hen.

He died poor and 
very penitent. He waa a bc^ resolute man, and 
had good parts and some learning. 

Sept. S5. On Monday last {&epi. SOth) king 
Gteoi|;e (as he is stjl'd) with his son, (who is in the 
Slat year of his age, and is called prince of Wales, 
he baring been so created,) entered London, and 
came to the palace of St. James's, attended with 
several thousands. It was observed that the duke 
of Marlborough was mwe huzza'd, upon tluB.occ8- 
sion, than king Geoi^, and that the acclamation, 
Crod gave the duke qf Marlhorough I was more fre- 
quently repeated than God save the king.' In the 
evening the illuminations and bonfires were not 
manj. King George hath begun to change all the 
ministers, and to put in the whigg*, every post 
bringing us news of this alteration, to the grievous 
mortification of that party called torie*. The duke 
of Marlborough is made captain general of all the 
forces in room of the duke of Ormond, not to men- 
tion the other great changes. But the tones must 
thank themselves for all this, they having acted 
whilst in power very unworthily, and instead of 
preferring worthy scholars and truly honest men, 
they put in the quite contrary, and indeed behaved 
themselves with veiy little courage or integrity. I 
am sorry to write this ; but 'tis too nottsious, and 
they therefore veiy deservedly suffer now. They 
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hare acted contrazy to their prindides, and must 
therefore exspect to smart. But the whiggs, as 
the^ have professed bad principles, so they have 
acted accordingly, not in ^e least receding from 
what ibey have laid down as principles. *Tis to be 
hoped the tories may now at last see their folly, 
and may Ksolre to act steddily and uniformly, and 
to jvovide for, and tidce care of, one another, and 
with true courage and resolution endeavour to re- 
trieve credit and reputation by practising those doc- 
trines whidi will make for the service of the king'* 
and of the whtde nation, and not suffer those ene- 
,mies the whiggs utterly to ruin their country, as 
they have done ahnost ah«ady.

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Nov. 4. Dr. RadcUfie died on Monday last (Nor. 
1.) of an apoplexj. He was at church on the Sun- 
day, and found himself ill there. He felt his pidae, 
and said that he should die very speedily, and in- 
, deed he had some time before said he should not 
liye till the end of the year. He died worth about 
an hundred and fourty thousand pounds. He hath 
given fourty thousand pounds to the uniTendty for 
building an additional library to the Bodleian 11- 
iHBiy, and to furnish it with books, and provide for 
the Ulnurian. He hath left about five thousand 
pounds to Univeraity college, where he was entered 
as a member, March 23d, 1665, being then fifteen 
years old. He was a Yorkshire man, and his father 
a plebeian.

in the practice of phyuck, that he never bad his 
equal, by which ^neans he got such a vast sum of 
mon^. 

Nov. IS. King Geoige bdng lately either at din- 
ner or supper, at a certain noble lord's, one of those 
present began a health to the confusion of the pre- 
tender, at which king Oeoige was displeased. 

Nov. S8. OxFOBD older than Cambaidge, in 
the opinion of Harrison, who notes, that in Oxford 
the hostels or inns appear much older, and that 
there are many old stone houses which have been 
halls, and carry tokens of very great antiquity. 
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Bedell-hall" was ntuated between St Maiy 
hall and Oriel college garden. 'Twas given to Oriel 
coU^e. St. Mary hall quadrangle was not then 
above half as big as it is now. Bedell hall stood 
partly where the refectory of St. Mary hall is now. 

NuNN-HALL was on the west side of Alban haU. 
They were both united in the b^inning of Hen. 
7th'8 reign; befiare they had different principals. 
They belonged first to Littlemore nunnery, then 
they came, with the nunnery, t6 Card. Wolsey. 
They were forfeited to Hen. 8th, who gave them to 
Merton collie. 

In the first book of Diodorus Siculus there is a 
particular account of the .Egyptians mourning Sat 
their kings. This mourning continued 72 days, and 
not 80, as in the Latin version. Yet the Bilde hath 
70 days only, in a round number. 'Twas pericHitted 
with the greatest solemnity. No sacrifices, nor other 
acts of that kind, nor the least rejoicing all the time. 
Two CO* three hundred went about twice a day, sing- 
ing mournful verses, and shewing all other demon- 
gtratunu of sorrow.

Hence manj kings were in- 
cited to lead good lives for fear of an ill character 
after death. 

1714— IS. Jan. 38. On Sunday last, Jan. l6, 
died at KensingtoD, Robert Nelson, esq. a very 
learned, rdigious, and fnoua gentleman, and a non- 
juror. He hath several things in print, which have 
derived upon him very great honour and reputation, 
particulariy his Huiory <iftke Faata and Festivals 
qfthe (piurek. 

March 19. Yesterday, about three o'clock in the 
afternoon, died of a feaver my great and good 
Mend Mr. John Urry, student of Christ Church. 
This gentleman was bachelor of arts, and bore arms 
against Monmouth in the rebellion called Mon- 
mouth's rebellion, as several other Oxford scholars 
did. He was a stout, lusty man, and of admirable 
principles. ' His integrity, and honesty, and loyalty, 
gained him great honour and respect He refused 
the oaths, and died a non-juror. For this reason, 
tho* he had the degree of A. M. yet he was not pre- 
sented, the time of tendering the oath of allegiance 
to William and Mary being then come. He had 
published proposals for a new edition of Chaucer, 
which he had almost prepared for the press before 
he died, and he was like to meet with very great 
encouragement. On Ash -Wednesday night last, 
(March 2,) I saw him at an honest man's house. 
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called Franck Harding's, where he and I often used 
to go. We had &sted all day, and met there on 
purpose to refresh ourselves. We sttud and dis- 
coursed together several hours. He had had a cold 
for a pretty while together, but was then very chear- 
full and merry. The next day he rid out of town 
a few miles ; but before he went, he left the follow- 
ing note for me, which was delivered at the print- 
ing house by a servitour that he imployed : 

Nosti quid apud Fetronium in litteris m^usculis 
scriptum legitur 

CAVE, CAVE, CANEU. 

Diseris fort^ Te reperiri ibi simplicem moni- 
tionem posse : at quid si majorem ob cautelam im- 
peratum geminavero ?

It was sealed up in a paper, thus superscribed, 
" To Mr. Tho. Heame, Sup'. Bedd of Laws, to be 
left for him at the Printing-House, Oxford." 

'Twos some time before I knew the h&nd, but at 
last guessing, I compared it with some letters I had 
by me of his, and concluded it to be Mr. Urry's, 
notwithstanding somewhat different. On Friday 
morning therefore, (March 4th,) between eight and 
nine o'clock, I went to him, but found him in bed. 
I shewed him the paper, and he did not deny but 
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that 'twas written by himself. I asked him the 
meaning of it, and whether it might not have some - 
reference to what had passed on Wednesday night, < 
when only he and I and Frank Harding were ti^e- 
tber. He a^jknowledged it did refer not only to 
that, but to all sort of discourse. For, says he, do 
not you know that they have a mind to hang you jf 
they can, and that you have many enemies who are' 
very ready to do it? Therefore, take care. I left . 
him, and the next day I went to him again, about 
two o'clock in the afternoon, about a passage in 
some notes of Vavasour's that I had received from 
him, and printed in my notes to Leland'a Qdlecta- 
nea. I found him at home, packing up some tilings. 
He said he. was very ill with a cold, but believed 
'twould go off. I soon left him, but often heard that- 
his cold continued. But he being a very strong 
man, he neglected himself, and would not be blouded 
nor take any prescriptions till 'twas too late. I did 
not see him again till Thursday last, March 17th, 
when I called upon him about three quarters after 
four in the afternoon. His servitor came to the 
door. I asked him how Mr. Urry did. He said he 
believed be hardly knew me. 1 went to the bed- 
side, and asked him how he did. To which Mr. 
Urry answered. Very bad. I said, " I am very sorry 
for it." I then asked him whether he knew me. 
He sud, Know you f Yes, very weU. I asked him 
my name. He said, E. N. I asked him my name 
again. He said two or three times, In what lau- 

Y a 
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guage^ So I left him, and condaded him to be 
ddiriouB. Something above an hour after, I went 
to him again, and as soon as he saw me, he said, 
TVm Heame, what do you do keref I said, I 
came to see him, and was glad to fiDd.that he was 
much better. I asked him whether I could do tmj 
Uiing for him. He said, Not at present. Whidi 
were the last words I heard him speak. I went to 
him again between nine and ten o*clod£, but said 
nothing. I went the next mtnning, and found that 
be knew nobody, and so he continued in a languish- 
ing condition, when he exspired, and was buried at 
five o'clock this evening in the north aide of the 
nave, or body, of the cathedral church, almost near 
the north wing of the choir. Besides the coU^ie, 
mjrself and other intimate Mends were at the iune- 
raL He was somewhat above 50 years of age, and 
had begun an epitaph upon himself, which was 
found in his pocket soon after hia decease, and is as 
follows:

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May 11. Last Mundaj came to Oxford .one 
Henry Wild, a taylor of Norwich. He came on 
{loot, and brought with him letters of recommendb- 
tion from Dr. Tanner, chancellor of Norwich, to Dr. 
Charlett, master of University coU^, and Xo one at 
two other persons ; and as he came along he called 
upon Browne Willis, esq. at Whaddon hall, near 
Fenny Stratford, who delivered him a letter to me, 
in which letter there is this passage relating to this 
taylor : " Since I wrote this, which was to have 
gone by this post to Mr. Anstis in order to be firankt 
to you, here is come in, one Henry Wild, a taylor 
of Norwich, a person that Dr. Tanner gives me this 
character of in his letter: I have ordered this hearer 
to call upon you, who is a very extraordtjuay per- 
son, and I believe will appear so to you, when you 
shall know that heing only taught English, and 
apprenticed to a country taylor, and forced to 
work for his bread, has by Ms industry and op- 
plication attained good knowledge in Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, Samaritan, Chaldee, Arabic, Syriac, and 
Ethiopie. He has hitherto lived in great obscu- 
rity. He has a mighty incUnaiion to goe among 
the books, and is now footing it to Oxford, where 
I should be glad if he m^ht meet with encouAige-

hut he mi^ be as eminent as Master Stow wag in 
our way. However he is modest, and disposed to 
return to his trade, if nothing better t^ffers. This 
taylor is now about thirty years of age, and was 
sometime agoe examined by Sim. Okely, the profes- 
sor of Arabic in Oxford, who gave him », testimo- 
nium under his own hand, which I saw and read, 
signifying that this person had attained a competent 
skill in those languages before mentioned ; and Dr. 
Prideaux, dean of Norwich, set his hand to two or 
tliree lines in the same paper, signifying, that he 
tiiought he might deserve encouragement upon ac- 
count of his geniiis to the orientals, though he did 
not go so &r as to vouch for a good or competent 
skilL Nor do I believe Okely a good judge in any 
but Arabick. Nor do I think that Okely's probity 
is so great as to be relyed upon in the case, tho' he 
were as great a judge as he would fain be taken to 
be. However allowing that this taylor hath a com- 
petent skill, then I think that 'tis a very great re- 
proach upon the dignifyed clergy, particularly those 
of Norwich, to let him continue without their parti- 
cidar care ; but if he hath not these qualifications, 
then 'tis withall a reproach to them to characterize 
him for them^. 

May S8. This being the duke tf Brunswidc, 

1 S«e tiDder ibe yew 1721. 
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commonly called king George's biiih-day, some of 
the ' bells were jambled in Oxford, by the care of 
some of the whiggish &natical crew ; but as I did 
not observe the day in the least mysdf, so it was 
little taken notice of {unless by way of ridicule) by 
other honest people, who are for king James Illd. 
who' is tha undoubted king of these kingdoms, and 
'tis heartily wished by them that he may he restored. 

Majf 29- Last night a good part of the presbyte- 
rian meeting-house in Oxford was pulled down. 
Thare was such a concourse of people going up and 
down, and putting a stop to the least sign of re- 
joydng, as can not be described. But then the re- 
joicing this day (notwithstanding Sunday) was so 
very great and publick in Oxford, as bath not been 
known hardly since the restaiiration. There- was 
not an house next the street but was iUuminated. 
For if any disrespect was shewn, the windows were 
certainly broke. The people run up and down, 
crying Kitig James the third ! The true king ! No 
tuurper! The duke of Ormond! &c. and healths 
were every where drank suitable to the occasion, 
and every one at the same time drank to a new 
restauration, which I heartily wish may speedily 
happen. 

In the evening they pulled a good part of the 
quakers' and • anabaptists' meeting houses down. 
This rejoicing hath caused great consternation at 
court. The heads of houses have represented that 
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it was b^un bj the whi^a, who met at the King's 
Head TaTem on Saturday night, under the denomi- 
nation of the eonttituHon club, and being about to 
cany on extravagant designs, they were prevented 
by an honest party that were in an adjoyning room, 
and forced to sneak away. 8ome of tiiese fanatical 
persons shot off guns in some places, and had like 
to have killed many. Two or three were wounded. 

June S. King George being informed of the pro- 
ceedings of the cavaliers at Oxford* on Saturday and 
Sunday, (May S8, S9>) he is very angry, and by his ~ 
order, Townshend, one of the secretaries of state, 
hath sent rattling letters to I^. Charlett, iHt>-vice- 
chancellor, and the mayor. Dr. Charlett shewed me 
his this moniing. This lord Townshend says, his 
majesty (for so they will stile this silly usurper) hath 
been iiilly assured that the riots both nights were 
b^;an by scholars, and that scholars promoted them, 
and that he (Dr. Charlett) was so^far from discoun- 
tenancing them, that he did not endeavour in the 
least to suppress them. He likewise observes, that 
his nuyesty was as well informed that the other ma- 
gistrates were not less remiss on these occasions. 
The heads have had several meetings upon this 
affair, and they have drawn up a prt^^ramma, (for 
they are obliged to do something,) to prevent the 
like hereafter; and this morning very early, old 
Sherwin the yeoman beadle was sent to London to 
represent the truth of the matter. 
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June 10. This being king James the Illd's hirtb- 
daj, he being now cranpleat 27 years of age, it was 
given out that there would be the same rejoycings 
in Oxford as there were on the fi9th of May. And 
'tis probable there had been very great publif^k re- 
joycings here amongst some people, had rust Dr. 
Charlett, who is pro-vice-chancellor, and the proc- 
tors and others, been r»y industrious to hinder 
them. Several new officers were made upon this 
occasicm. So that all honest men were obUged to 
drink king James's health, and to shew other tokens 
of loyalty^ very privately in their own houses, or 
else in their own. chambers, or else out of town. For 
my own part I walked out of town . to Foxcomb, 
with honest WilL FiiUerbHi, and Mr. Steriing, and 
Mr. Elccles, all three non-jiuing civiHans of BalUol 
coll^;e, and with honest Mr. John Leake, formerly 
of Hart hall, and Rich. Clements, (son to old Harry 
Clements the bookseller,) he being a caralier. We 
were very merry at Foxcombe, and came home be- 
tween nine and ten. Honest WilL FuUerton and 
myself (it being very near ten o'clock) were t^en 
to by the proctor (Dod of Braz-nose) just on this 
side Christ Church, as we wa« coming to Cair&x. 
The proctor was very dvil to Win. and did not pre- 
tend to say any thing to- me. No sooner . liad we 
got £rom him, but we met Dr. Charlett,.with WiU. 
Rawlins, the yeoman beadle, before him. He ap- 
prehends Will. FuUerton, but soon dismissed him, 
as soon as he undn^tood I was w^ him.. But not* 
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widistanding this diligence, there was illiuninating 
at Wadham, tho' 'twas soon stopped bj Charlett's 
order and contriraDce. The bishop of Bristol (Smal- 
ridge) invited all the noblemen and gent, commoners 
of his house to a supper, and kept them in hi» own 
lodgings ; he being one of the sneakers, and terriblj 
afraid of disoldiging the debauched court of king 
Geqrge. 

July 1. Last ni^t, between seven and eight 
o'clock, a fellow who goes hj the name of Cornitk 
Tom, who was lately a soldier, pretended to fl; from 
Caiifax tow^, but had like to have broke his neck. 

JtUy S4. There is just C0me over a very fine large 
print of King James Illd. which I have purchased 
for half a guinea, besides half a crown I gave for the

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Last week -we were alanned with the news of 
kjng James's landing in ScoUand. All good men, 
and such as are guided by princi{des of loyaUj, were - 
extremely well 4>leased at the news, tho* 'tis feared 
that 'tis false. 

Aug. 1. This being the day on which the late 
queen Anne died, and on which Geo^e, duke qnd 
elector of Brunswick, usurped the English throne, 
there was very little rejoicing in Oxford. For tho' 
it be appointed a publick thanksgiving, and tho' 
Dr. Gardiner, our present pharisaical rice-chancdi- 
loT, in a silly programma he hath published, calls it 
a just occasion of rejoycing, yet the generality of 
people turned it rather into a day of mourning. The 
bells only jamUed, being pulled by a parcel of chH- 
dren and silly people ; but there was not so much 
as one good peal rung in Oxford. Many shops were 
opened, and such as kept them shut (excepting the 
puritans) did it more out of sorrow than joy. There 
was a sermon at St. Marie's by Dr. Panting, master 
of Pembroke ; but few people were at the thanks- 
giving service. For my own part, I did not stir out, 
but kept in a mourning condition at home. Dr. 
Panting is an honest gent. His sermon took no 
notice, at most very little, tiS the duke of Brunswick. 

..^1^.11. Mr. Tyrrell being Intimately acquainted 
with Hen. Neville, of Barks, (uncle to the present 
Mr. Nevile, of Billingbear,) informs me, that he had

heard the said Mr. Nevile more than once in con- 
versation relate, that he had received it from very 
good hands, that king Charles the first's body was 
never put into that coffin that was buried at Wind- 
sor, but that this coffin was filled with stones and 
other trumpery, and that the body was really buried 
under a dunghUl in ScoUand-yard, near to the place 
where his body was opened". The said Mr. Tyrrell 
farther informs me, that Dr. Ayalter Charleton, the 
famous phyntian, was one of those physitians that 
were present at the opening of king Charles the 
first's body, and that the doctor affirmed that all his 
vitals were so very intire, that he might have lived 
in all probability to an extreme old age, (perhaps an 
100 years,) but that his features and hair were much 
decayed and altered by reason of his great afflictions. 
The doctOT also told him, that he was credibly in- 
formed that the room where the said operation was 
performed was very much haunted, for some consi- 
derable time after, in so much that nobody would 
venture to lye in it. 

Mr. Cherry, of Barks, (I mean my great friend 
Mr. Francis Cherry,) died in the 48th year of his 
age, which was the same age that king Charles the

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first died iti. I remember that his afilictions had 
made a strange alteration both in his hair, whidi 
was tum^ g7^7> (tho' he wore a wig,) and in his 
countenance, the' befiMre he had been a very brisk, 
vigorous man. Nor did he shew an^ discontent to 
the last. But he was in a perfect concern for the 
good of the nation, and of his family, and *twas this 
concern that brought the change.

Ai^. 17- On Friday last, (Aug. 13,) about a quar- 
ts' before six of the clock in the evening, died nr 
Hen. St. Geoige, kt. garter principal king at arms, 
bong about 91 or 9S years of age. He is succeeded 
by John Anstis, esq. by' virtue of a patent in rever< 
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sioQ from her late majesty queen Anne.. As for old 
sir Henry, I have heard very great and very bitter 
complaints against him, he being not only a very 
incommunicative, sordid man, but of very littie learn- 
ing ; at least he had very litUe besides what quali- 
fyed him to act as herald. But as for Mr. Anstis, 
who is my great friend and acquaintance, he is a 
man of very sweet temper, very modest, and of ex- 
cellent learning, and so well versed in heraldry, that 
he is hardly excdled by any one in that profession. 
He hath published two or tiiree things about, eail 
marshall, and designs many other things for the 
pubhck. 

(General Monk married very mean, no better a 
woman, it seems, than one that had been a sort of 
laundress to. him. Nor was she a woman of any 
beauty, but was a nasty slut. In so much, that when 
one heard that he was maiiried ; Is he so ? (said he ;) 
I pray what is she that he hath married? I know 
not (replied the other) what she is -, but I am sure, 
that he that will come to what she hath, must go 
through abundance of dirt and mire. 

When king Charles lid. entered London, on the 
a9th of May, upon his restorati(Hi, it was a most 
lovely fine day, and thore was a jHrodigious number 
of people that flodced to see the entrance from all 
parts. The king rid upon an horse, and as. he 
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passed along he was very complaisaiit and pleasant 
to an people, and pulled off his' hat to all, but espe- 
dally to the ladies, to whom he bowed in a very 
courteoils manner, shewing a particular regard to 
tbat sex, which gained him much esteem likewise 
from them. 

Aug. 22. Thomas Britton, the £aroous small- 
ooal-man, was bom near to Wellingborough, in 
Northamptonsbire. He went from thence to Lon- 
don, where he bound himself apprentice to a small- 
coal-man, in St. John Baptist's street. After he 
had served his fidl time of seven years, his master 
gave bim a sum of money not to set up. Upon this 
Thom went into Northamptonshire again, and aiter 
he had spent bis money, he returned again to Lon- 
don, set up the' small-coal trade, (notwithstanding 
bis master was still living,) and witball be took a 
staUe, and turned it into a bouse, which stood the 
next door to the little gate bf St. John's of Jerusa- 
lem, next Clerkenwdl-^reen. Some time after he 
bad settled here, be became acquainted with Dr. 
Garenciers, bis near neighbour, by which means he 
became an excellent cbymist, and perhaps be per- 
ftHined such things in tbat profession as bad never 
been done befi>re, with little' cost and chaige, by the 
h^p of- an amazing elaboratory tbat was contrived 
and built by himself which was much admired by 
all of tbat faculty tbat happened to see it; inso- 
much tiiat a certain gentleman of Wales was so 
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much taken wiUi it, that he was at the e^iense of 
carryiog him down into that country, on purpose to 
bui]4 him such an other, which Thorn performed to 
the gentleman's very great satisfurtioD, and for the 
siune he receired from him a very handsome and 
generous gratuity. Besides his great skill in che- 
mistry, he was as famous for his knowledge in the 
theory of musick; in the jnactick part of which &- 
culty he was likewise very conaderaUe. He was 
so much addicted to it, that he pricked with his 
own hand, (very neatly and accuratdy>) and Idt be- 
hind him a valuable collection of musick, mostty 
pricked by himself which was sold upon his death 
for near an hundred pounds. Not to mention the 
excellent collection of printed books that he also 
left behind him, both of chemistry and musick. Be> 
sides these books that he left behind him, he had 
some years before his death sold by auction a noble 
collection of books, most of them in the Rosacrudan 
faculty, (of which he was a great admirer,) whereof 
there is a printed catalogue exstant, (as there is (tf 
tiioae that were sold aft» his death,) which cata- 
logue I have by me, (by the gift of my very good 
friend, Mr. Bagford,) and have often looked over 
with no small surprize and wonder, and particularly 
for the great number of MSS. in the before men- 
tioned faculties that are specified in it. He had 
moreover a considerable collection of musical instru- 
ments, which were sold fin- fourscore pounds upon 
his death, which h^ipened (as I think I have befi»e 
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noted) in -the year 1714, being upwards of three- 
Bcore, and Ijea buried in the church yard of Clerk- 
enwell, b^g attended to his grave in a very solemn 
and decent manner by a great concourse of people, 
Especially of such as frequented the musical club 
that was kept up for many years at his own charges, 
(he being a man of a very goierous and liberal spi- 
rit,) at his own little cell. He appears by the pic- 
ture that is done in mettzotinto of him, (whereof I 
have a copy hanging in my room amongst my old 
Uiings,) to have been a man of an ingenious coun- 
tenance, and of a sprightly temper. It also repre- 
sents him as a comely person, as indeed he was, and 
withall there is a modesty expressed in it every way 
agree^le to him. In short, he was an extraordi- 
nary and a very vahiable man, much admired both 
by the gentry, even of thrae of the best quality, and 
by all others of the more inferior rank that had any 
manner of regard for probity, ingenmty, diligence, 
and humility. I say humility, because tho' he was 
so much &med for his knowledge, and might there- 
fore have hved very reputaUy without his trade, 
yet he continued it to his death, not thinking it to 
be at all beneath him.

The famous 
Mr. Hollar also took a view of it, which view was 
much the best But 'tis now so scarse, that Mr. 
Bagford, who hath been verj diligent and success- 
lull in collecting things of this nature, hath not been 
able to nieet with it as yet. He finds it mentioned 
in the catalogue of his prints, sold by Peter Stent. - 

Sept. 14. "Mr, William Wright, of London, a 
famous painter and andquarie, was bom in Shoe- 
lane, in the parish' of St. Andrew's, Holbom. In 
his youth he was seduced and perswaded by a priest,

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time, to the no small grief of bis parents and other 
rebtioos, who were not ynvy to the intoigue. After- 
wards he travelled into several parts of Eun^>e, but 
whether or no the priest acc(»npanyed him is un- 
certain. Tliis however we ma.y venture to assert, 
that the priest 'went with him to Rome, and took 
care that he ahouU not By bat^ from the catholick 
perswasion. Being settled at Rome, he there leaned 
the art of paintiiig, but I cannot tell whose diaciple 
he was, tho' without doubt he was instructed in this 
art hj some eminent man. After this, he became 
acquainted with the best painters in Riame, at the 
same time also cultivating tii« genius to antirplitiwi, 
and making himself known to the most cdebrated 
antiquaries of that place, who had a respect for him, 
and were very ready and willing to cosununicaie 
their knowledge to him. What rendered him the 
more acceptable to these &mous men was this, that 
he was not only a painter and a bare antiquari^ {1 
mean so far an antiquarie as to know no more than 
what he got by natural parts,) hut was very well 
versed in the Latin tongue, and was a great mastec 
of the ItaUan and French. These qualificatMHiB 
made him so much taken notice o( that fiv that 
reason he was recommended to the archduke of 
Austria to be his antiquary, and to collect and pit^ 
up for him medals and other curiosities in antiquity. 
So that, upon this recommendation, he left Rome, 
and went into Flanders, where the archduke then 
was. After, some years spent with the said arch- 
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duke in Flanders, he went into Ireland, (the arch- 
duke being then dead,) and painted there the ^- 
ipes of mort of the nobility and gentry of that king- 
dom. At length he returned into England, and 
then began to paint most of the judges of Enj^land 
in AiU length, on pnrpose to adorn Chiild Hall, where 
thcj now remain. Upon the death of king Charlev 
II. James duke of Ycark (by the name of James II.) 
ascending the throne, Mr. Wright had an opportu- 
nity of going again to Rome. For king Jamei 
havcang a particular kindness for him, reconmiended 
him to the ead of Castlemain, whom he made his 
embassador to Some. The earl therefln% received 
him very kindly, and made him his miijar domok 
Being now the second time in R(»ne, he ptjved 
very us^iU to the eari* and drew up an account o£ 
all the whole entry, and of all the entertainments 
that happened upon tbis solemn occasion of the 
earl'a embassage, which account is published in fo- 
Uo, both in Italian and English, and is a great cu* 
idoaity. After his return from tbis embassage, king 
James being forced away, and obliged by his rebell 
subjects to leare his kingdoms, Mr. Wright fell into, 
misfortunes, a» numy other honest men did. For 
bis royal mastor being now gone, he soon found Uiat 
- he had lost an extraordinary friend, and 'tis there- 
tote from, that time that he dated his own ruin. 
However he continued very chearfiill, notwithstand- 
ing his poverty, and would discourse very freely and 
facetiously amongst his acquaintance of the former 
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part of his life, and particulari^ about ibe curiosU 
ties he had happened to meet with. At last he was 
obliged, to supply his necessities, to sell, not only his 
books, (which were curiws,) but bis old medals and 
seals, which were veiy valuable, bj which means he 
got enough to pay most, if not all, his debts, which 
was a great satisfiaction to him. .Some time after 
the sale, he fdl sick, and continued in a languish- 
ing condition at his house in James-street, in Q^ 
vent-garden, till his death, which happened in the 
year 168... He was buried in the church yard ai 
St. Martin's in the Fields, being attended to his 
grave by many of his fiiends, who lamented his loss. 
He was of a middle stature, free , and open, and 
innocently merry in his conversation, (espedaUy 
amongst his iriends,) of great plainness and simpli^ 
city, and of a very easy temper.

The prince of Orange was so regardless 
of his future state, as to sign the abjuration act in the 
very hour of his death. An instrument was found 
in his strong-box, by which it appeared, that if he 
had lived three weeks longer, the late queen had 
been committed to the Tower of London, and her 
life taken &om her in a short time after, as the pre- 
sent John How, esq. pul^icMy affirmed, having seen 
the instrument. The parliament that was then slt- 
(iDg i^pointed a day for his coming to the bar of 
the 'commons' house, to receive the sentence of that 
awembly, if he could not prove the truth of this as- 
sertion ; but they found, before the day came, that 
he was capable of making his allegation good. All

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proceedings therdore were dropped, thai thu way 
dark account of the piince of Orange rai^t not 
reach the ear. of the publick. Those who bad the 
adminiatration <^ affairs at that time assured the 
queen that it would be her interest that the utmost 
respect should be paid to the memory of the prince 
of Orange, and advised her therefore to require Mr. 
How's silence, and under that precaution this Uack 
deed was smothered. It iq>pears that these abomi- 
nable actions were to cut off king James fbr ever firom 
his own inheritaace, and to destroy the late queen, 
that there might not remain a Stuart upon earth to 
interpose between the thnme uid the fbr^^ fomlly 
that now fills it. 

Oct. 5. Last week a gentleman named Mr. Sex- 
ton, who is a non-juror, called upmi me, (at the re- 
quest of the Rer. Mr. Sam. Hawes, of London,- a 
non-juror also,) and talked many things with' me 
about king James Hid. We were together masqr 
hours, at different times. He was hCan at Chester, 
and was taken care oi by lord duef justice Herbert, 
with whom he went as' a servant b^dnd sea whea 
king James the lid. was driven away by hu reb^ 
lious subjects. He was witii the king in IrcJand, 
utd was preset at the Boyn; Afterwards he Ured 
at St. Germains, and served at the royal toble. The 
lord chief justice Herbert died in 1699, and was 
buried in a cellar at St. Germains very privately. 
As soon as the king heard of it, he wept, and said* 
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he bad loat the very best of his subjects, and that he 
must now keep the great seal himself; Herbert hav- 
ing been made keeper of it bj his majesty upon the 
death of Jefl^ys. After Herioert's death, Mr. Sefton 
came into En^nd, and has lived there ever since 
yery loyallj, not com|dying at all with the usurpers. 
He kissed the king's hand before he came awaj, and 
tiie queen's. The king spoke very affectionately to 
him, and bid him go into Ei^^d privately, and to 
live quietly *tiU better tames. He said the king and 
queen and the young princes, ow. the present king 
and his sister, who is since deceased, were oitea 
veiy chearfuU, and that they lived very religiously. 
The lord Hubert left fiOO libs, to New collie, (of 
which he bad been a member,) and 500 libs, to Sef- 
ton> but neither could be recovered of his broker* 
who complyed with William's government, and de- 
nied to pay any thing that Herbert left by wilL He 
added* that both tiie young king and Ms sister were 
eictreme handsome, and of a wonderhd sweet dispo- 
sition : and that their moth^ (who had been an ex- 
traordinary fine, beautifall lady) continued very 
handsome still, tho* she is near three-score years of 
age. 

Oct. 11. Out of a paper communicated to me by 
Mr. Bagford. 

In the Pall Mall, at London, lives one Clark, 
(called the posture-master,) that has such an abso- 
lute command of aU his muscles and joints* that h^ 
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can disjoyiit almost his wht^ hodj' : so that he im- 
posed on our famous Mullens, who lotted on him in 
so- miserable a condition, that he would not under- 
take his cure. The' he is a well-grown fellow, yet 
he will appear in all the deformitTS that can be ima- 
gined,, as huncht-hack'd, pott-belljd, sharp-breasted. 
He will disjoynt his aims, shoulders, legs, thighs, 
that he will appear as great an object' of pity as any; 
and he has often imposed oh the same company, 
whne he has been just before, to give him mony 
as a cripple, he looking so much unlike himself that 
they could not know him. I have seen him make 
his hips stand out a considerable way from his loins, 
and so high, that they' seemed to invade the place 
of his back: in which posture he has so lai^ a 
belly, as tho' one of our company had one of a con- 
siderable size, yet it seemed lank compared with his. 
He turns his face into all shapes, so that by himself 
he acts all t^e uncouth, demure, odd &ces of a qoa-- 
ker's meeting. I could not have conceived it pas-' 
siUe to have done what he did, unless I had seen it;' 
and I am ^nsible how slKtrt I am come to a full 
description' of him. None certainly can describe

Oct. 6. The &nioua Dr. Hammond was e red- 
haired man. He was the first man in En^and that 
had copy money. He was paid such a aum of money 
(I know not how much) by Mr. Royston, the king's 
printer, for his Annotations on the Testament. 
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Oct. 81. Mr. John Flamsteed, tbe astronomer,^ 
waa btmi at Darby. His fether was a wealthy 
malster, and this gentleman being deformed, and 
therefore the outcast of the iamilj, was implc^ed 
hy his father to carry out malt with the brewing 
pan ; but finding this way of carrying very tire- 
some, he invented and made with his own hands a 
wheel-barrow, by which he thought to hare eased 
the trouble and pains of carrying it on his back ; 
but instead of ease, he found greater trouble, the 
burthen now being more considerable than before, 
by reason he had a much laiger quantity to conv^ 
away at a time. This inconvenience made him re- 
pent that ever he had made a wheel-barrow, the 
thought of which he could never afterwards endure. 
At leisure times he studied the art of astronomy, 
and became eminent in it, insomuch that at last he 
sent to Mr. M^lliam Lilly, the famous figure-flinger, 
and took occasion to correct many of his errors and 
mistakes. Upon which LiUy, sir Jonas More, and 
sir George Wharton agreed to give him a meeting, 
a;^)ointing the jdace for the conference to be the 
middle way between London and Derby. Upon this 
conference the said gentlemen were so well satisfied 
with Flamsteed's skill in the art of astronomy, that 
at their return to Xiondon they recommended him 
to king Charles the lid. as a man of great abilities 
in the foresaid profession. Whereupon the king 
erected him an observatory at Greenwich, upon the 
bill, where he hath continued ever since to make 
A a 
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obseirations, and hath proniised to puUish a -my 
iarge book in folio, containing the remarks he hath 
made in aatronomj from the first . beginning of his 
observations at Greenwidi : which book is all, or at 
least most of it, already |ninted hy the encourage- 
ment of prince George of Demnaik. It hath been 
reviaed by I>r. Halley, and many mistakes found in 
it ; but I do not hear that 'tis like to come out as 
yet, Mr. Flanisteed endeavouring as mudi as he 
can to hinder it's publication, being not thwougfa^ 
pleased that Dr. Halley should discover his errouis; 
and witfaall he thinks that he ought to have mate 
and better rewards then he hath yet met with, be- 
fore bis works appear, tho' 'tis very certain that the 
encouragement he hath already fijusid is much be- 
yond his merits, if we may credit divers ingenious 
persons that; know the man, and his principles, 
(which are republican,) and his sniveling, covetous 
temper. By the way, I must note, that he hath a 
very great aversion to a wheele-barrow, occasioned 
by this accident. At a certain time at Grieaiwidi, 
he happened, as be came out of the ffliip tavern, in 
company with Mr. Le Feyper and Mr. Latham, the 
latter a good carver in stone, and the former an ex- 
cellent painter for antiques, being ceoremonious, he 
happened, in taking leave, to go backwards, and so 
to foil into a whede-barrow, which moved down the 
hill, with Flamsteed in it, and caused much lau^ter 
amongst the spectators, to the great r^ret of Flam- 
steed himself, who could not forbear to tell than the 
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reason of his aversion to a wheel-barrow. [He died 
in the latter end of the year J 719. T. H]

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Pdf. 5. Bang thia morning at Dr. Charlett's, Mr. 
Ajres, of Magdalen colL came in, and amongst other 
(liscourse Dr. Charlett haj^ned to talk very much 
of Dr. John Hongh, formerly president of Magdalen 
coD. and bishop of Oxford, and nov hishc^ of Lich- 
field and Coventrj. He conmiended him for a nice 
carver, and a man excellenUy sidlled in secular af- 
&irs, but said not a word either of his learning or 
inetj. However, aa he run on in his commendatiooa 
of him, in affairs, of eating and drinkiDg, I happened 
to say, tiiat thia Dr. Hough, even when he was pre> 
sident (tf Magdalen coll^;e and Inshop of Oxford, 
used to make Friday (which is a fast day by the 
church of England all the year round, unless Christ- 
mas day happens to &11 on it,) his great day for 
treating strangers and others. At which Mr. Ayres 
laughed, and turned himself to me, " Ay, (says be,) 
" thia is one of your malicious observations." " And 
" (says Dr. Charlett) this is nothing but an iU-na- 
*' tured, malicious story, on purpose to bring a dis- 
'* grace upon him. If Tony Wood had had this 
*• story, he would have put it down, and printed it." 
" Sir, (said I,) 'tis no malicious story. The person 
" I had it from was Dr. Grabe, a man of no malice. 
" He was then Mr. Grabe, and being invited one 
" Friday to dine with the bishop, by the bishop him- 
" self, that day, which he told him was bis day for 
** treating, and that he was to have many dine with 
- *' him that day. No, my lord, (says Mr. Grabe,) I 
** must desire to be excused. I always &st upon 
AaS 
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" Fridays." This story Dr. Gndie (then Mr. Grabe) 
related to me himself, with no small ccmceni> that 
the prelates of the church of England, and other 
dignified clergymen, should give such ill-examples. 
When I mentioned Dr. Grabe, Dr. Charlett said 
nothing about him, only shewed some resentment, 
at which Mr. Ayres laughed, and particulariy when 
the doctor said that other heads of houses might be 
reflected upon as justly ; which is very true, they 
being generally great epicures and very illita^te^ 
At the same time Dr. Charlett happened to speak 
of Dr. John Fitzwilliams, who was a non-juror, and 
had been formerly fellow of Magdalen collie, and 
was a great benefactor to the collie. 8eys Dr. 
Charlett, " This Dr. Fitzwilliams was a non-juror, 
aiid a very weak man." I said nothing, tho' I could 
not but observe that this proceeded from Dr. Char- 
lett's hatred to non-jurors. For as for Dr. Fitzwil- 
liams, 'tis wen known that he was a very wise, and 
a very good, as well as a learned, man. Dr. Char- 
lett continued his venom against non-jurors, and ob- 
served that Dr. Hickes endeavoured to make as 
. many as he could, on purpose to bring a disgrace 
upon others. His observation is true, that Dr. 
Hickes did all he could to make men honest and 
loyal ; but not so, to say that 'twas with a design to 
disgrace others. They disgrace tbemsdves suffi- 
dentiy by their base, pittiiiill, sneaking complyance. 
Mr. Ayres struck in with the doctor about Dr. Fitz- 
williams, and observed that he had ruined one wIm^ 
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familj at Hereford bj perswading them to be uon- 
jurors, that is, the &inil7 of the Philippe's. If the 
doctor perswaded them to it, he did a very good 
and a very laudable thing. I never heard before 
that it happened through his perswasions. I am 
sure, however it happeq^ they have obtjuned a 
v&rj great and a very good character by it, which 
cannot be said of any one of those that have com- 
ply'd, wbo are ashamed that they have done so, and 
are wilHng it should be kept as a secret,' if it could 
be done. Two of these Philipps's are now in |Hison 
at Hereford, aa is likewise Mr. Brome, for their non- 
complyance.

On Tuesday night last, Christ 
Church bell rung for the death of Dr. South, one ttf 
their canons, a very old man. He was celebrated 
for his Learning and charity, and was looked upon as 
pretty honest, considering he was a complyer. He 
hath many pubtick works exstant. He hath founded 
a school at Islip, and endowed it for ever. He was 
rector of that place, as prebendary of Westminster, 
and ever since he was rector, he spent the whole in- 
come of that rectory (as I have been informed) in 
charity. Dr. South died at Caversham or Causham, 
near Reading, last Sunday morning, July 8th. 

Juiif 39. Dr. South was buried in Westminster 
abbey, on Monday July 16, 1716. He made a very 
imprudent will, leaving all he had, as well an estate 
of at least three hundred pounds per an. as all his 
money and effects, to a widow woman that lived 
with him, who had been wife to one Hamood, a sot, 
commonly called Crony Hammond, who was his cu- 
rate at Idip. This b . . . . insinuated herself into the 
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fitvour of tfaedoctiv, sndsoiiiQnMd'iqMii him as to 
make her his executrix. But after her deaUi the 
estate is to come to Christ Church ; which is weU' 
enough done of the doctor^,

Dr. Atterbury, bishop of Rochester, who is there 
kee^nng of court. We were received with abun- 
dance of kindness.

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above fifty or threescore of king James's. Mj lard 
told me, that the king's picture, for which I was 
prosecuted, is extremely like the king. He said, 
that the king lay at hia bouse, and that he is vaj 
pious and chearfull, and of great and uncommon im- 
derstanding. He said, the king was a very fine gm- 
tleman, and a lover of dancing. He said, the king 
touched many fbr the evil in his lordship's own 
house, and that they recovered.

Wh«i I catne I found nobody with him but Mr. 
Collins, of Magdalen coU. whom he had also invited. 
The master was reading to Mm a passage out of one 
of the volumes of sir Richard Blackmore's Essays, 
and thence he took occasion to extoll sir Richard's 
writings in a most extravagant manner, and to con- 
demn that excellently good, and indeed great, man, 
Mr. Jerenhy Collier, and to condemn his writings. 
The master run Mm down as much, and said, he liad 
just now writ a little thing aganst' Dr. Kennett's 
Letters about bishop Merks. / teigh, says the mas- 
ter, it be weU done, insinuating as if it was poor ; 
as indeed this malicious, invidious prevaricator. Dr. 
Charlettj will not albw any thing of the non-jurors 
to be wdl done ; tho* indeed it is of no moment what 
his oi»nhni be, he being one of the worst judges of 
Iftwrning in the woild. I told him it was excellently 
well written, and done in a very genteel manner, 
and withaU said, that another gentleman, vU. Mr. 
Eiarbdry, had also admirably well confuted Dr. Ken- 
nett, and shewed him to be an faeretick, schismatick, 
prevarkator, and a meer shuffler. I told Mm, that 
Bfr. Earbury had discovered withall his blunders 
and misrepresentation, as well as false quotation, of 
authors. Me is ajurioiu writer, says the master, 
and a nonjuror. I am snre, said I, he is not so 
fiirious a writer as Dr. Kennett, who indeed deserves 
such treatment. Then the master feD upon Mr. 
Collier again, and said, Ms Church History was 
BbS 
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mean, purdy, I suppose, because dene hy a non-ju- 
ror. He said, Mr. Collier took all occanons to speak 
against the refwinatioD, and king Henry VIII. king 
Edfrard VI. and queen Elizabeth. I replyed, that 
Mr. Collier had spoke very wdl himself as to this 
chai^ in his new tract. And truly the master suf- 
ficiently betrayed his malice in this p<nnt, as if those 
princes were altogether free from evil, when 'tis well 
fenough known that the first was one oi the wicked- 
est t»inces that erer reigned, and that the last had a 
great deal of her father's &iy in her, which spurred 
her to do many things against the true interest of the 
dei^. I said, that Mr. Collier's History was very 
well done, and that he was a clear-headed man. 
He vjritea without records, says the master, ttnd 
does not understand them, whereas Dr. Kemtett is 
a master in these things. I said, that there was no 
comparison between Dr. Kennett and Mr. CoUio*, 
the latter being much supmor to him in learning 
and judgment ; and as to his History, I said it was 
compiled firom records and the best authorities. I 
said, that Dr. Aldrich, the late most excellent dean 
of Christ Church, had a mean opinion of Dr. Ken- 
nett's writings ; that when his Parochial Anttqw- 
ties ^ Amhrosden were brought to him, he threw 
them aside as wast paper, and ordered it to be j^aced 
amongst his refuse-books, where I fijund it lying 
upon the ground, and unbound, when I looked over 
the said dean's books after his death. Said the mas- 
ter. As for Dr. Aldrich, he was a despiser <f on- 
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tiguities. I told him, tljfit I knew the ciODtTar7 to 
be true. For as soon as the first toL of Lelaod's 
Itineraiy came out, he read it all orer, both my im- 
[HVTements, as weU as the text, and highly com- 
mended it, and spent a whole afternoon with me, 
(when I dined with him,) in discoursing for the 
most part about this work and antiquities. I told 
the master, that the dean was a truly learned man, 
and that he must therefore be a lover of antiquity, 
learning being nothing else but antiquity. Me wot 
only ^>r polite learning, says the master. Why, 
said I, that is antiquity. From this discourse I 
gathered, that the master was one of those invete- 
rate, malicious enemies, that were against my e^tion 
of Roper's Ijife of Sir Tkonuu More, tho' he be 
not wilHng to own it. After this had passed be- 
tween uB, we went into the hall to dinner, and when 
dinner was done, we retired to the common-room, 
where the master stayed some time, and then went 
to his lodgings, taking Mr. Collins with him. But 
as for my own part, I staid in the common-room 
with some of the fellows, one of which, ctx. Mr. 
Baynes, took occasion to abuse me, purely because I 
said that I did not believe that the pretender (as he 
is called) is a papist. He made extravagant reflec- 
tions upon this, and abused that unfortunate gentle- 
man in a most intolleraUe manner. I bore all 
calmly. He seemed padfyed at last, and went off 
before I did, and shewed himself then civil enough 
to me. After all, I look upon this invitation to din-

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ner as a premeditated de«gn to instdt and affivnt 
me, iqmn do other aconmt, tbat I Imow o^ bat be- 
cause I will not gire up my conscience, and act con- 
tmy to my understanding. 

May 6. Mr. Jo. Addison, formerly lolow of Ifag- 
dalen cdL Oxtm. being made one <rf Uie prindpal 
secretaries of state, (the eari of Snnderiand bdng 
the other,) he hath made Mr. Tickel, ^low of 
Queen's colL Oxon. his under-«ecretarie. 

May S9. I walked this day to Woodstocke, in 
con^MUiy of another persao, and was met at Bladen 
by a tiiird Oxford man. I went into B^brooke 
diurch as I went along, and tifok what is there, 
tho' ereiy thing of antiquity is gcme. It is a very 
small duirch. It is said to he mother diuxdi to 
Yamton. It is dedicated to St. Midud. We viewed 
the <di^ ruins about Rosamund's wdl in 'Woodstocke 
park. These are the niins of the labyrinth fx Ro- 
sunund. This labyrinth was a vast thing. It joyned 
with the palace. The wtn'kmen say, that the old 
palace and the ruins of the labyrinth exceed the 
foundations of the present Blenheim house. So that 
they very well cmclude that the old palace was a 
In^er thing than Blenheim house. I was never in 
it before. It is grand, but a sad, irregular, confosed 
piece of work. The architect (if a Uockhead may 
deserre that name) was Vanbrug. The hall is noble. 
The paintii^ of the top was done by Thomefain. It 
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represente Mariborough's rictoiy at Blenheim. There 
is one room in which lye some antiquities. There 
are two bostos in it, and two moors. But the great- 
est jnece of antiquity I saw in it is of white marble, 
like your Parian marble, in which are several figures 
of ]deasure by a river. The duke of Marlborough's 
misses are represented in figures (by way of statues) 
on one side of the front of the house. The new 
bridge (which hath cost about thirty thousand 
pounds) over the tivulet below the house, is won- 
derfiill, particularly upon account of the arch, the 
biggest, at least one of the biggest, in the world, 
and hath a shew of antiquity. This arch is 108 
yards. We went into the gardens. The garden of 
pleasure omtains three-score acres. The kitchen 
garden contains seven acres. These gardens are 
fine, and indeed exceed (if we consider things as 
any tiling perfect) the house, in which we have 
nothing convenient, most of tiie rooms being ^al^ 
IHtiiull, dark thrngs, as if designed for panders, 
w — s, cl-— «-8t — s, p^ p— ts, and other thiogs of 
that nature. By this wOTk we suffidentiy see the 
genius of Vanbnigg. 

Jvig 9. Yesterday my lord Oxford, notwithstand- 
ing aU the noiae about him, was set at liberty', not 
so much as one appearing against him. The house 
of lords insisted upon this, that matters of high-

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treason should be proceeded on first. The com- 
mons disgented. But at hist they were forced to 
acquiesce. There were present in the house of lords 
jesterday 106, and every one for him. Not one erf* 
the commons appeared. Never was such a tiyal 
from the beginning of the world. 

Aug. 1. This being the inauguration of king 
George, (as they call the duke of Brunswick.) the 
sennon was preached at St. Marie's by Mr. Farring- 
don, of Queen's coll^^. It was, as I hear, a par^ 
per pale' sermon, t>». both for the whi^s and for 
the tories. The same day was the day for the as- 
size sennon before baron Price and Mr. Justice 
Blencowe. Accordingly, Mr. Cotes, principal of 
Magdalen hall, and orator of the university, was 
appointed to preach. But in the morning Mr. Jus- 
tice Blencowe declared, upon mentioning the nuit- 
ter, that one sermon should do, and that they would 
not, by any means, have two, that of the day being 
sufficient. 

Aug. 7. Mr. Pope, the poet, who is now puUisb- 
ing Homer, in English verse, (three volumes of the 
Iliads in 4to. being already come out,) was bom in 
the parish of Binfield, near Ockingham, in Berks. 
He is a papist, as is also his &ther, who is a sort of a 
broken merchant. The said Mr. Pope was patronized 
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and encouraged hy the late sir William TnimbulL 
He lived in Binfield parish till of late, when be re- 
moved to Chiswick, in Surrey^. He is most cer- 
tainlj a very ingenious man. He is deformed. 

Av^. 18. Going this daj through Christ Church, 
I tfxA- the oppOTtunity to view distinctly the statue 
just put up in one of the nitches within the coU^ie, 
hy the dean's lodgings, of bishop FelL The statu- 
ary was at work. AH people, that knew the Inshop, 
agree 'tis not like him, he being a thin, grave man, 
whereas the statue represents him plump and gay, 
I told the statuary that it was unlike, and that he 
was made too plump. Oh, says he, tee must make 
a handsome sum. Thus this fdlow. Just as if we 
were to burlesque the bishop, who is put in episco- 
pal robes, and yet by the statue is not represented 
above 20.

The latter was a very 
learned and candid man. The fimner hath a son 
now in Oxford^ a very forward, pert young man.

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Mr. Calrert {nvmises to procure me a lut i^the cu- 
rioalties in her possessioD, one of which is a large 
elbow chair, (now kept at Dichley, near Woodstoti,) 
in which king Charles II. (her fether) used con- 
stantly to sleep after dinner. The said ladj Lich- 
fidd herself (at that time very young) got this chair 
to be made for the king, which pleased him mistily. 
■ The said king had a greater value and love for this 
lady than he had for his other children. Mr. Cal- 
vert (from whom I have this atoiy) is gnmdson to 
the said lady, who married sir Edward Henry Lee, 
who thereupon was created earl of Lichfield by king 
Charies the lid, and after the revolution was a non- 
juror, and (to his honour be it said) died so, anno 
1716, aged 53, being (as it is reasonably supposed) 
much grieved at the iniquity and distraction of the 
tames. The foresaid dutchess of Cleveland was a 
very cruel and austere mother, one instance of which 
I learn from Mr. Calvert, who tells me, that his 
grand-mother, the lady Lichfield, being in her mo- 
therms coach in the park, ha|^>ened to break the 
glass of the coach, and therevpon her father the king 
passing by in another coach, happened to stop, and 
asking his daughter what made her cry so, (for she 
cryed as soon as the glass was broke,) she answered, 
because she was afraid that her mother would beat 
her soundly. Upon this the king took her into his 
own coach, and shewed a particular dislike of the 
dutchesses ill usage, by sending an express message 
to her sever to strike her mrav, under pain of loosing 
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hit a^tt and ikvour fiir the' fbtuie, if she should 
offer any such thing. It must be hoe likewise re- 
membered, that tt^ above mentioned ^ady Licfafidd 
used (at the request of his nugesty) to scratdi the 
king^ head, whea he slept in the dUxtw diair. Ilie 
king's picture (I mean king Cfaaries the lid's) is 
now in her hands, and dsne in miniature admiraUjr 
well, valued at five hundred guineas. The dntdieas 
of Portimouth, when she made a viat once ta the 
lady Lichfield, ofioed that stun for it, but the ladj 
Lichfield would not take it. l^e countess dowager 
of Lichfield was one of those that deposed fiir the 
kgitimacy- of king James III. She can tell many 
other things ~with reference to that matter, she hang 
one oi the ladies of the bed-dbamlier. 

Dee. 18. My great friend. Dr. Richard Mead, 
hath recovoed the princess of Wales (as she is 
called^ wbssi the otiier pfayndans had - certainly 
killed her, had their prescriptions been fiiilowed. 
This hath gained Dr. Mead a great reputation at 
prince Gerage's court, and Dr. Garth aad Dr. SkMne 
are now out of &vour, as well aiotfaenr.' 

1717 — IB. Jmi,S9- Tho* this winter waa veiy 
mild till ChristmasB, yet since Chrisbnass it hath 
been very severe and it was obserred, that on Tues- 
day night, the Slst instant, the cold was ra<we vio- 
lent than in any one night of the great frost in 168S, 
and that it froze five inches and a quarter d solid 
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ice, betwem eight of the dock that evening, and 
seven a'qlock. on Wednesd^^ vcnuii^. It continues 
freezing still, t^o' there hath heffn an intermiwlon 
fin: a day or two since the Slst. This frost hath 
very bad effects upon human, bodies, so that it^ in- 
creases the qpmbera of. the dead much moie than 



Feb. 5. Mr. Calvert tells me, that the occasion of 
building my lord Lichfield's house, at Dichley, near 
Woodstock, was this : sir Henry I^ee being a great 
favourite of queen Elizabeth's, when he grew into 
age, happened, (as was usual with that queen, who 
loved youth,) to decline her favour, and thereupon 
settling in the country, he built this house on the 
side of a hiU. Mr. Calvert had this account from 
the present dowager lady TArhfifi\ii, one of king 
Charles the lid's daughters. 

Feb. SS. Last night was buried at ^>el8bury, 
near Woodstock, the right honourable Chariot coun- 
tess dowager of Litchfield, and natural daughter of 
king Charles the lid. by Barbara, then countess (UT 
Castlemaine, afterwards dutchess of Cleveland. She 
was a lady of very great sense and virtue. She died 
at Ixmdon, on Monday last, Feb. 17< 

Feb. S7. The present lord Baltimore hath an ori- 
^al picture of the beautiiUl dutchess of Cleveland, 
Barbara Villiers, done by sir Peter IiiDy, who used 
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to saj, that it was bejond the compass of art to give 
this lady her due, as to her sweetness and exquisite 
beauty. King Charles II. used to say of her, that 
if she had had as much sense and wit as she had 
beauty, she had certainly ruined mankind. By this 
king she had several children, one of which was 
George duke of Northumberland, who died in July 
1716, an honest, brave man. 

March 2. For these words Mr. William Shippen 
was sent to the Tower p : 

" I know these assertions interfere with what is 
** laid down in the second paragraph of his majesty's 
** speech. But we are to consider that speech as the 
" composition and advice of his ministry, and are

There waa slaine of Englishmen (in the battel be- 
tween Harold and William the. Conqueror) 67,974, 
saith J. de Taylor, in his History of Normandy, or 
47,944 after other. And of the Normans 6013, be- 
sides such as were drowned. 

King William the Conqueror's beard alwayes 
shaven, for so was the custome of the Norman. 
Thus were the Englishmen finred to imitate the 
Normans in habit of tq^parell, shaving off their 
beards, service at the table, and in all other outward 
gestures. The English before did not use to shave 
their upper lips.

Upon which the said duke readily and 
aptly repjyed. Your highness is the son of no 
greater a ting than myfiuher, and asjor mothers 
— \De will neither ofua taH upon that point. 

May 8. Sir Christopher Wren is removed from 
his post of surreyor general of king George's works, 
which he has enjoyed for above 50 years past, upon 
account of his known atnlities. He is now near 90 
years of age, and is justly esteemed a great mathe- 
matician, and the best architect of his time. Mlien 
c c S 
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he was young, he wrote a little tract conceming the 
laws of motion, at the very same time that Mr. 
Huygens and Dr. Wallis published theirs upon the 
same subject ; and these three great men, without 
knowing any thing of one another's thoughts, agreed 
exactly in the same propositions. He had the good 
fortune (which no architect ever had before) to be- 
gin . and finish so vast a work as the church of St. 
Paul. He built all the churches in London aft^ 
the great fire. These, with Chelsea college, Hamp- 
ton court, and the Theatre at Oxford, will be per- 
petual instances of his skill and mastery in building. 
He is now succeeded by one Mr. Benson, who has 
writ a pamphlet about politicks, and is a very igno- 
rant fellow. 

June 9- Being to-night with my ingenious friend, 
the honourable Benedict Leonard Calvert, esq. and 
another gentleman, I said that I designed to go out 
of town early to-morrow morning. My design in- 
deed was to visit some churches and a piece. of Ro- 
man antiquity, and afterwards to call upon an inge- 
nious friend, who is well versed in antiquities. But 
Mr. Calvert importuned me to go to Ditehley, (be- 
yond Woodstock,) the seat of his unde, the earl of 
Lichfield. He promised to shew me the place. The 
desire I had to see the place, and the respect I have 
(most deservedly) for this most hopefull young gen- 
tleman, made me alter my design, and to defer my 
otheir journey to another opportunity. 
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June 10. Accordingly therefore, eaily this mom- 
lug, (it being the birth-day of king James III. com- 
monly called the pretender, who now enters into the 
Slst year of his age,) I walked out from Oxford, in 
order to visit Ditchley. 

It being a very fine morning, I walked gently on, 
and made observations. 

Arittode^a weU is in the mid way between Ox- 
ford and Wdvercote. Before we come to it, is ano- 
ther way called Walton-well, from the old village of 
Walton, now destroyed. I have mentioned both 
these weUs in my preface to John Rowse. Ari- 
stotle's well was so called firom the scholars, espe- 
cially such as studied his philosophy, gmng frequent- 
ly to it, and refreshing' themselves at it, there being 
an house for these occasions, just by it. Frequent- 
ing wells was a thing much in vogue in former times. 
The well called St. Edward's well, without St. Cle- 
ment's, in the east suburbs of Oxford, hath been 
stopt up many years. So hath Crowe, or St. Cross's 
wdl, in HaUywell, which Hallywell was called from 
the water, which was looked upon as hdy, tho' the 
true name is St Crosse's, the church being dedicated 
to the holy cross, and, as I take it, there was once 
a cross in Hallywell-stxeet, by Crowe or St. Crosse's 
well, the memory of which well is still kqit up by 
the inhabitants, the place where the well was, being 
one <£ the bounds of the parish. As for Aristotle's 
well, it was most of all frequented when coursing

I think that this well was 
mo«t of an frequented in the time that the Carme- 
lite friery or the Beaumonts flourished. 

From Arittotl^* well I passed over pleasant mea- 
dows and other ground between both Wolvercotes. 
The right name of Wbhereote is Wolvetcote, so 
called from the vast number of wolves ihtt were 
here formerly, at which time the country was over- 
run with woods. The l^end cS St. Frideswyde 
particularly mentions Btntey ot Susney to have 
been full of wood. The place where her oratory 
was built was called Tkomey, from the number of 
thorns that were there. The present church or cha^ 
pdl of Binsey stands on the rig^t band of the old 
oratory, of which oratory there is nothing now re* 
maining. Binsey is a vcrj small church, and be- 
longs to Christ Church. It is a conaaderable dis- 
tance north-west from the town. We have a view 
of it as we go to Wolvercote, on this side the river. 
I observed that it is called Suaney, as well as Sin- 
*ey. BuMney I take to be the truer ^pellation. It 
had its name from the oxen. The old town or ci^ 
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of Oxfiird stood ferther north-west thaoitdoes now, 
and I believe reached almost to this jdace. Medley 
is a single house', nearer the water than Binsey is, 
and nOt so far quite up the river. This house is 
much frequented in summer time by scholars and 
others, there being good accommodations there, and 
H being wonderfull pleasant. Both the Wolvercotes 
are pleasant, but lower Wolvercote is chiefly fiunous 
itst the nunnery of Ghidstowe, an account of which I 
hare given upon other occasions", and therefore shall 
not mention it now. I also formerly gave an ac^ 
count fA the great fair that was kept here yearly tin 
the nunnery was destroyed. I must now note, that 
foirs were much more common during the monkish 
times than they have been since, and they brought 
in a vast income to the persons engaged to keep 
them up, who employed much of it to the common 
uses of the respective places, and a good part to the 
flUf^Knt of the poor. I wish the same open sincerity 
as was shewn then were restored. 

From WoltereoU I*walked over low meadow 
ground to Yamion, a mile fivm Wolvercote, and 
three miles from Oxford, and had the spire of Cat- 
aenUm in view on my left hand. These low mea- 
dows in winter-time are often so mudi ovei^owed, 
that there is no passing on fixit either to Cassenton 
or Yarnton. Yamttm is a corruption of ErdingtoM

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or Herdingtom, so called from herds of cattle. The 
great house on the west and south sides of the 
church is in a ruinated -condition. The park hath 
latefy< been destroyed, and is now implead for 
woade, which thriTes here mightily. 

From Yamton e mile to Segbrooke or JBedc- 
brooke, being upon the beck of a brooke. It is a 
litUe diurch, but very old. Thence I went throu^ 
a barren place to Bladon, a mile from B^ln*ooke, 
leaving Campsfidd on the ri^t hand. In the horse 
way between Begbrodce and Bladon is an old camp, 
which I take to be Boman. It is high, and com- 
mands a prospect over the country. I have men- 
tioned it in. my preface to Leland's Collectanea. 

Camp^ld, a large stony field, was so denomi- 
nated from the said camp. I believe there were 
other camps also on this great field, which lies on 
the south side of Woodstock. 

From Sladon a mile to Woodttock. I went bom 
Bladon the horse-way, and stayed at Woodstock 
about an hour, at the George inn, and refreshed my- 
self. ' My ingenious, excdlent friend told me last 
night, that he would ride to Ditchley, and stop at 
this inn, where, if he met me, he would leave his 
horse, and walk with me to Ditchley. I staid there- 
fore and smoked a pipe here. But he not onnin^ 
I went on before, and lefr word that I was gone. 

I went through the east part of Woodstock, and 
came to Old Woodstock, just opposite to the old 
mannour house of Woodstock. This old Woodstock 
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joyns in a manner to New Woedstock. It hath been 
a notable thing, and flourished I beUeve much even 
after the park was made. It seems to have been 
fortified. For ought I know it was Roman. 

I left the horse way at old Woodstock, and got 
over a stile on the left hand into the park, and 
walked about a nule north-west over the pai^, and 
came to a &rm house, where I discovered the Ake- 
man ttreet, which comes on this side Stun^fieM. I 
was going to keep that street, bnt upon inquiry I 
found that I must leave it, and keep more upon the 
north. Then I went by a ditch which is Roman, 
and comes out of the Akeman street half a mile, 
and then I. went over the wall, and saw the said 
ditch run on for some distance on the other side of 
the wall, but Ditchley lying more westerly from it, 
I was obliged to leave it, and so I walked a mile 
and an half through a very pleasant country, in a 
good -measure adtn^ed with marvellous pleasant 
woods, till I came against Ditchley house, about a 
furtong on the west hand of the road. As soon as 
I entered in at the great gate, I observed an old 
ditch, running directly by the house, and on each 
side planted with trees, which are very thick. Tliis 
ditch goes through Ditchley park, and I was so 
mightily pleased with it, that I designed to have 
layn in it, till Mr. Calvert came, bdng not willing 
without him to go into the house. As I was gazing 
at this ditch, and admiring the situation of the 
house, which is placed on the side of an hill, and on 
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the right hand of this ditch that I have been speak- 
ing of, I esi^ed an elderly man going to woric. I . 
took the opp(Htunit7 to ask him the name of this 
ditch. Why matter, says he, thU m Gryme's dtteh, 
and it runs <m through the park, and so on to Cherl- 
bury, Combury, and Bamsden, where itjoyne with 
the Akeman street. I was so pleased with diis ac- 
count, that I b^an to enter into other particulars 
with this eldeiiy man; but whilst I was talking 
with him, I looked back, and spyed my ingenious 
friend, Mr. Calvert, come riding up to us, at which 
I was extremely glad. I then dismissed tiie ddeiiy 
man, and Mr. Calvert and I walked some little time 
by the said ditch; but a tempest cX thunder and 
lightning, with a violent rain, arising, we were forced 
into the house sooner than we intended. 

This old house is a very notable thing, and I 
think I was never better jdeased with any sight 
whatsoever than with this house, which haUi been 
the seAt of persons of true loyalty and virtue. The 
front on the south side is very pretty, considering 
the method of building at that time. 

We passed through the kitchen, and came into 
the great hall, which is above nine yards in length, 
and is eight yards and an half in breadth. 

I was mightOy delighted with the sight of this 
old hall, and was pleased the more because it is 
adorned with old stag's horns, under some of whiiJIi 
are the following inscriptions on brass jdates, whidt 
are the only inscriptions I ever saw of the- kind.

Ifr. Calrert tdU me, that the ]M%sent pait of 
Ditchley was made bj the late eail of Lichfield. 
This park is two miles in cumpace. However this 
be, it appears to me that tb^e bad been a paA be- 
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fore, notwithstanding it might be destroyed. For 
we have the Queen^t park mentioned in these 
verses--, and I take this Queen's park to have been 
nothing else but this park of Ditchley. Qiieen Eli- 
zabeth had a particular delight in this place; for 
whidi reason she used to stay here weeks, naj 
months together. Here she used to hunt, and to 
enjoy herself. During her residence here once, lier 
lucture was drawn at f^ length, and it is now re- 
maining here in the fine long gallery above stairs, 
which gallery is at least 29 yards in length. It is 
{daced at the north end, and it is a very good pic- 
ture for ^e time. The length is two yards, which 
agrees with the accounts commonly given of this 
jNincess, that she was very tall. This gallery is fiill 
of otfier oiiginal pictures, and indeed the whole 
house hath abundance of curious pictures in it, most 
tS which I look upon as originals. That of Arch- 
biakop Warham in the gallery is excellent, and so 
is'one that goes hj the name of^ the king of Spain. 
Neither is that of ^ng Henry VIII. at all to be 
contemned, though I cannot believe it to be any 
thing equal to those done by Hans Holbein. For 
ought I know, this of Henry VIII. was done by the 
same hand that did Anne Solein, which is at Aill 
length, as the king's is, and is just by him. If we 
give any credit to this picture of Anne fiolein, she 
was a lady of neither spirit nor beauty. Yet she 
had both. I am apt to think it is a burlesque upon 
her. It may be, 'twas done at the expence and by 
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the direction of a Roman Catholic. We know Ro- 
man Catholics hate her mortally, and therefore it is 
no wonder that she should be represented as a wo- 
man of no beauty or accompliEhments. The room 
in which Qaeen Elizabeth lay when she used to be 
here, is still shewn. As I saw all the rooms of the 
house, so I took especial notice of this. It is far 
from being lai^. The bed is still preserved, in 
which she lay; low, but decent, and agreeable 
enough to the humour of this queen, who affected 
popularity, and tho' proud and imperious, yet would 
not seem to aim at high things. For which reason 
it is (as I take it) that she would not make use-of a 
laiger room in this house to lye in, end that is a fine 
old room, in which we have the pictures most admi- 
rably well done of 5ir Henry Lee and his four bro- 
thers. I looked over and over upon these pictures of 
the five brothers, and I look upon them (all things con- 
sidered) as equal to any thing I ever yet saw ; tho' 
if any thing ^cceeds them here, it must be a jncture 
tS the beautiiiiU Dutchess ^ Cleveland, in one cf 
the rooms of this old house, with her daughter, the 
late countess dowager of Lichfield, while an infant, 
in her arms. This picture of the dutchess of Cleve- 
land was done tij the famous sir Peter Lilly, and is 
certainly very charming, tho' not so good as some 
other pictures of her done by the same admirable 
band. The dutchess was certainly a lady of admi- 
rable beauty, and in all other respects very fit for so 
accom[4ished a prince as king Charles II. was, bad 
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her retract been equal to hu, and had her virtuea 
been greater. Yet she writ but a very bad hand, 
nor were the things ahe writ done with much siHrit, 
She was so little versed in the art of inditing, that 
fdie could uot spelL There is a difference between 
discourse and wridng. She would talk as well as 
aeaj body, and write, even at beat, as badly. Hex 
thoughts were gone when she came to take time to 
commit them to writii^, but nothing was more gay 
and pleasing as they came in discourse from hoc 
mouth. 

Not only queen Elizabeth, but some other jHinces, 
used to come to this pleasant seat. SMg Jamet 
and Prince Betiry particularly. There is the lec- 
ture of a young prince in the gallery, which we take 
to be jHince Henry, tho' there is no name to shew 
it to be his. I take it to have been a present of 
king James's, at a time he once lay, and was meny, 
here. The king was mightily delighted with the 
{dace, as well as he was with Woodstock, and to 
shew bis delight the more, he would often come a 
hunting (a spent he ddighted in) this way, and bring 
with him many others of the court. 

Now as I was pleased with the pictures that I 
saw at this old hous^ so I was as much pleased with 
the chair I saw here, in which king Chaiies II. used 
to sit after dinner, of which I have ^vea a particu- 
lar rdation" in a former part, as I had it from the 
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mouth of Mr. Calvert, who received it from the 
coonteas dowager of liichfield herself, a lady ef that 
great humilitjr^ that she iaj in one of the meanest 
rooms of this house, which I was let into, and could 
not but look upon it with great concern and admi- 
ration, especially when I saw hkewise in it her little> • 
small bed, which to me seemed an undeniable ar- 
gument <jS the goodness of that great lady. There 
is another bed I saw, and that is one in which the 
preient dutchess of Northumberland lay. But this 
is much richer than the countess dowager of Lich- 
field's, tho' the dutchess herself is a lady of great 
virtues, and would be willing, it may be, upon oixa- 
aion, to shew her humility as manifestly as the coun- 
tess herself. 

But is there nothing of learning here but jnc- 
tures? Are there no books, nor medals, or coyns 
h^e to entertain such as are curious? This is a 
question fit to be put by such as are studious of an- 
tiquity. Accordingly, I was very inquisitive after 
things of this kind. 1 saw a chest which I was told 
is full of coyns and medals. But the key was car- 
ried away either by the present earl of Lichfield, or 
by some body else that he intrusts. I peeped thro' 
the key-hole of a certain closet in the house, and I 
saw several books lying in it, one <tf which seemed 
to be an old Chronide. 

One of the chiefest things I saw in this house is 
an epitaph to the famous sir Thomas Wyat, in Hen. 
Vlllth's time, who died in the 38th year of his Bg^.

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The tablet on which this epitaph is done, hangs in 
the l(uig gallery of this house, and the author (^ it 
was air John Mason. Mr. Wood mentions sudi an 
epitaph in his Life of Sii Thomas', and he tells us, . 
that he had seen a copj of it, and that he followed 
it in his account of Thomas as to some things. I 
have printed Mr. Wood'a account in the second vol. 
of Leland'a Itinerary, where I have also printed 
Leland's NenuB upon the death of Sir Thomas. 
Had I been able then to hare done it, I would have 
published a copy of this epitaph upon sir Thomas by 
sir John Mason. I must now reserve it for another 
opportunity^. In the mean time I will here subjoin 
a copy of it, it being reiy remarkable, and much to 
the honour both of sir Thomas and the author of it, 
sir John Mason.

I saw this date (lfi9S) upon one of the leaden 
spouts of the house. The house' itsdf was built be- 
fore that year. But I cannot tell how old it is. It 
seems to have been done in the time of king Henry

In (me of the (Hit-houses I saw strange armour* 
which belonged to the ancestors of the earl of Lich- 
field: some of the annour was very odd. I wonder 
how the herctes and T^'arriora in old time could bear 
such a weight as the armour certainly was. I saw 
forked arrows or darts th6re. These were such as 
frere uded in (wmmon exendse, when the art (^ ar- 
chery was in practise. 

After we had dined, we Went into the paA, and 
traced another part of Grym^t Ditch, on the north 
side of the house. This branch &lls into the other 
at scHne distance from it in the park. By Walling- 
ford there Is a long ditch called also Giyme's dike 
or Oi7me*s (iitch:. The' country people frill tdl you 
that this Grymea was a gyant, and that he made the

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ditches that goe under hu' name ; for my part, I 
take these ditches to have been some of the ancient 
grunuB or gromtt, which were boundaries of pro- 
vinces. The nature of the ditches or dyhes about 
Ditdilej confirms my notion : mj t^miion is like- 
wise confirmed from the accounts given of the an- 
cient grwtue or grema in the gromatical writers. 
Ditchl^ was, without doubt, bo called from these 
old ditches or dikes. 

About four o'clock, Mr. Calvert and I letuined 
home. I went on foot the horse way, Mr. Calvert 
riding my pace, and sometimes walking with me. 
As we returned, he shewed me, about a mile from 
Ditchley house, a great ditch or. trench, of a vast 
extent, which he said parts the two mannors of 
Ditchley and Woodstock. Mr. Calvert told me, 
that my Lord Lichfield's estate of Ditchley is nine 
thousand libs, per annum. We stopped and re- 
freshed ourselves at Woodstock, at iha Bear Inn, 
which is now the principal inn in Woodstock.

8to. of what he calls Monu- 
ment Sritanttica, being a collection of inscriptions 
in churches in England ; it must be noted, that this 
collection is a veiy mean one, done without any toler- 
able share of judgment The publisher, Mr. Le Neve, 
is a man, tho' an Eton Bcholar, and afterwards for 
some time of Cambridge, of very little learning; and 
he depends upion stone-cutters, and mean authorities, 
in gre&t measure, for the oopies of inscriptions which 
he puhGflfaes ; not taking the {wins to trav^ him- 
self. Ilie right method had been -to have travelled 
as Mr, Weever did, and to hare taken the old in- 
scriptions, and only some of JJte modem ones, and 
to have digested them according to the counties, so 
as at one view one might have seen what there was 
of value in any church in each distinct county. At 
the same time, other monuments of antiquity, I 
mean Roman inscriptions, at things of that nature,

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should have been likewise taken notice ai. This 
method would have rendered the work of great use 
also to foreigners, and to all antiquaries in general. 
Nor should some short remarks about the antiquity d 
each church hare been passed by. Had this method 
been followed, it would have required good learning 
and judgment, and derived great credit upon tlie 
undertaker; whereas the method pursued by Mr. 
Le Neve is what might have been ftdkiwed by any 
one of no learning. Even a common bodksdler or 
sdiool-bt^ might have done such a boc^ as well as 
Mr. Le Neve. 

June 17. Dr. Aldrich used to say, Cbautim* Pto- 
lemy's Muaica, published by Dr. WalUa, was Dr. 
Wallis's masterpiece. Yet Dr. Wallis understood 
nothing of the practice of musick. A certain gen- 
tleman having read his Ptolemy, and believing that 
the doctor was well skilled in the practice, as wdU 
as theory, of musick,«went one day and intreated 
the doctor to assist him in obtaining the practice. 
The doctor ingenuously confessed, he knew nothii^ 
of it In the same manner as another gentlenuui 
went to I^. Thomaft Hyde, the famous orientalist, 
to be directed in the game of chess. The doctor 
told him he knew nothing of it, notwithstanding be 
had writ a book about this game, as he had about 
oth^ oriental games. 

uitig. 10. Tho' my Iwd darendon excuses Mr. 
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Adibuinham fi)r deliTering up king Charles I. to 
coUonel Hammond, which proved &tal to that ex- 
cellent prince, yet from an impartial and mipreju- 
diced conrideratioD of the drcumstances, I think 
that gentleman mightily to blame ; it being in his 
power, when he had conveyed the king off, in all 
probability, to hare saved his life. , For tho' a ship 
was not at that time ready, yet he might have had 
him concealed from his enemies till such time as a 
passage over sea was obtaued : at least, he should 
have done all that possibly he ccAild for his preser- 
vation, dnce he was very apprehensive that his mur- 
ther was designed ; and 'twas far that reason indeed 
that he got him off. It looks to me, as if he de- 
signed at first to have him put into colonel Ham- 
mond's hands, Hammond being sent to the Isle of 
^^^ht but a very little time before the king was 
delivered to hint. Ashbumham indeed said, that 
Hammimd was honest; but, alasa! he was other- 
wise, and be must needs know so. Nor can I ex- 
cuse him for advising the king to put himself into 
the hands of the Scots, in which advice I am afraid 
Dr. Mich. Hudson had also his share. 

At^. 12. On Thursday, the Slst <^ last month, 
in a fidd near Old Sarum, called Hurcott field, about 
two mites from Salisbury, there happened* about 
three in the aAemoon, a sad accident, occasioned 
by the terrible thunder, tm. fanned Condick, with 
two servants, his wife, and a son, with two empty

waggons, viz. three horsea in one waf^on, and two 
horses in the other, went up into the common fields 
of Hurcott aforesaid to fetch home two loads c£ oats, 
and the land not being already in cocks or pooka, 
the two wa^^ns bdng set in the same field side hj 
side, there happened a violent storm' of thundiing 
and lightning, so that one of the serrants run' him- 
self under one of the wagons, the horses being all 
fixed to the two wagons. All the five horses were 
in a moment struck dead. The master and the 
other servant were pocking in part of the~ land. 
The -fellow under the wa^^on first cried out. Lord! 
the horses are all down! The master and the other 
servant running through the weather towards the 
houses, ware both struck dead. The master came 
just to a pook where his wife and child were sitting 
under, and fiell down dead into his wive's lap; and 
the servant following, he was struck dead, and the 
wife and child not at all injured. The horses were 
adjudged to be wortJi, one with another, 20/. each. 
The man who run under the wa^on, las sinews 
were so scorched, that he is quite disabled. Thia is 
the account firom the news-papers. Mr. Davenant, 
gent. com. of Christ Church, is just come from Salis- 
buty, and tells me he saw the men and horses, and 
that it is very true. 

Atig. S8. Mr. John Murray, of Londw, among 
other curiosities, hath got a very odd sermon upon 
the iuneral of Walter D*£vereux, earl of Ess^c, 
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poached in . Wales, and jnrinted in a black letter, 
with & lai^ genealt^ of the fomily before it. It 
consiata of about three or four sheets c^ p^>er. It is, 
as Mr. Murray aad myvelf take it, a wondeifull cu- 
riomty. Mr. Murray gave about 10«. for it'. 

We (Mr. Murray and T. H.) were yesterday in

quity hall is a little house on the other side of Hi^ 
tffidge, on this side Rewley abbey.

due and her wicked husband (to their immortal dis- 
grace) turned and kept out of his kii^oms. If this 
be true, it deserves commendation, but still 'tis infi- 
mtely short of making attonement for that most 
aUiominable wickedness of keeping him out of his 
Dttdoubted lights, which hath involved all Europe 
in a war ever since, and ruined, as it were, this poor 
church and nation. Yet there are a vast nurnb^ 
that applaud these proceedings, and thmk they can 
never- sufficiently commend the prince and princess 
of Orange ; which will be no wonder to those who 
consider that the proceedings against king Charles 
I. were equally commended by a prodigious multi- 
tude, and the aiguments for such actions taken from 
Bradsbaw's speech, and other wicked books and pa- 
pers, have been most industriously published and 
sincad about by the party. 

Aug. SO. Mr. Thomas Rawlinson, when he was 
here the other day, told me that he had sold his 
H6Uing»hede (which hath the castrated sheets) for 
Sfi libs, to Dr. Mead.

Seipt. S7. In Wolvercote, or rather Wd^eet^de 
church-yard, are buried several of the children of 
John and Elizabeth Beckford. The said John Beck- 
ford and his wife are now living in Wolvercote pa- 
per-milL He is iamous for making paper. Some of 
the best paper made in England is made at Wolver- 
cote miU^.

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Oct. S. It u reiy remarkable to consider the me- 
thods by wbicb the ancienta acquired their great 
learning. Frintiiig being not in use, they were 
forced very often to trarell into other countries, if 
they desired the advantage of any book. And where 
Aere were no books, th^ were obliged to make use 
of old stones, on which inscriptions and figures were 
ingraved. Pythagoras travelled into Egypt, end 
staid there many years before he could be admitted 
to a knowledge oS their mysteries. But then he 
returned a most compleat scholar and philosopher. 
For ought I know he might understand all those 
inscriptions which are reported to have been upon 
one of the pyramids. But then that which made 
the andents the more ready and expert was tlie arts 
tiiey used to strengthen their memories. When they 
were particularly in love with any book, they not 
only read him over and over, hut would be at the 
pains of transcrilong it several times. Demosthenes 
was such an admirer of Thucydides, that be writ 
him over eight times with his own hand. We have 
other instances of the same nature. It was also for 
this reason that the late Dr. Henry Aldrich used 
often to transcribe the authors he read, especially 
when he was to print any thing. Now such care 
being taken by the ancients, it is heartUy to be 
wished that we had those transcripts of the books, 
which were made by their own hands ; because those

Oct. 8. The famous Mr. Heiuy Stubbe did not 
understand French, as himself confesaeth in a letter 
I have seen, under his own hand, dated Sept IS, 
1675, in which he says, that his great unde was he 
that lost his right hand in queen Elizabeth's time. 
He says, that he did not know rightly how to speU 
his name. 

Oct, 10. Mr. Edward Prideaux Gwyn teDs me, 
that he saw lately at Poston court, the seat of lord 
Arthur Somersett, the three volumes of Gturendott'* 
JJistortf, with the heads of the heroes mentioned in 
that work. Several of them are done 'by Hollar, 
and he believes all were taken from <mginal (hc- 
tures. This collection was b^^ by the great kn^ 
Clarendon, and finished by his son, who preseaited it 
to the ohi dutcbess of Beaufort, and she bequeathed 
it to her son, the present possesses. Several cf tiiem 
are dtnie in Indian ink. 

I am informed, that the Sritatmia on king Charies 
the second's money was taken firom the dutcbess of 
Richmond, before Mrs. Stuart. 

Oct. 15. Mr. Whiteside, of the museum, shewed 
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me, an Saturday last, certain letters from Dr. James 
Garden, profeasor o£ theolt^ in the king's aMege 
at Aberdeen, to Mr. John Aubr^, concerning the 
druids' temples. They are learned ones. He observes, 
that these temples (as be calls the monuments that 
have any resemblance to Stone-Hemge) In the high 
lands of Scotland, where the Irish tongue is spoken, 
are called eaer, which signifies a throne, an oracle, or 
a place of address. Some of them are called chapdls: 
i(» instance, there is a place in the shire of Aber^ 
dene and parish of EQon called Fochell, (i. e. below 
the chapell,) from one of these monoments that stands 
near bjr on a higher ground. Others are called tem- 
jdes. In the parish of 8trathawen, within 14 miles 
of Aberdeen, there is a place called Temple town, 
from two or three of this kind of monuments that 
stand upon the bounds of it And these two, where- 
<^ I h^e given you a particular description, are 
called by the peo[^ whs live near by, law stonet, 
(for what reason I know not,) and temple ttoHea. 
Some groves now in Scothmd held sacred : nor will 
they permitt the trees to be cut down ; stones in 
aone oS them. Dru, alias TVox, in the German 
' and Rritiah tongue, sonifies &ith ; and the old (Ger- 
mans called God Drutm or Tmdifi : hence Dmim 
signifies a divine or Mthfid person. 

Dee. 17. Mr. Robert Eyston tells me, that sir 
Bobert Thr(^;mcirton is a man of lUxiut 5000 libs, 
per annum at least This sir Robert Throgmorton, 
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who hath ODe seat at Bucldands, near Fariodon, * 
Berks, is a Roman catholick, and a very worthy 
man. He hath more than once sent for me to come 
over to him at Bucklands. The person told him, 
that I could not ride. " I will send {aays he) a 
coach and six for him." But he can ride no way, 
says the person : he always walks. " Why the duce 
is in it, (says dr Rob^t ;) so all antiquaries use to 
do. I have known several, and they have all walked, 
Antony Wood not excepted. They are men that 
love to make remarks, and they prefer walking to 
riding upon that account." 

Mr. Eyston mentiooed Mr. Pope, the translator of 
Homer, as a man of about 30 years of age, and of 
about three or four hundred libs, per an. left I^ his 
&ther, of Binfield, Berks. 

Bacchus used to quaffe and 
carowse in an home. Hence Nonnus, ILsu icifat afym- 
Ao* erxf Pm> Snrof. He had an home crookeds for a 
cup ; which was, saith the scholiast of Nicander, an 
ancient custome. Oi if^atM' xipavi* ej(fSno i* ry vovu, 
ovTi roT^pmt' oOai Kai ra Ktfaacu tifn^tu. The ancients, 
ia their carowsings, used homes (as mad Toms doe 
now) in stead of cups : and thence to powre out, or 
to mingle wine, is called cerasai, of eertu, an h<»i>e. 

Feb. S6. On Tuesday last, being St. Matthias's 
day, preached at St. Marie's, Mr. Cuthbert Ellison, 
ctf Cotpus Christ! college, a sad dull, heavy preacher. 
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at which dme a very great disturbaDce happened in 
the church. For some young scholars being in the 
street, one of the proctors happened to see them into 
church, which put them into such a fright, that they 
immediately ran up into one of the galleries, but not 
tiiat which was agreeable to their gowns. This 
caused a great noise, and some crying out the gal- 
lery, and others, that the church, was felling, most 
of the congregation was immediately dispersed, and 
was in a strange confusion. Some leaped out of the 
galleries, very many were trod on, &c. The preacher, 
however, ipent on, and finished his sermon. I re- 
member, that about 16 years agoe, in the aflemoon, 
on a Sunday, it being Lent time, at which time the 
university sermons in the afternoons are always 
preached there, a much greater disturbance hap- 
pened at St. Peter's in the East, occasioned by some 
unlucky boys, who got into the tower, and threw 
stones down upon the church, which made such a 
terrible noise, that the congregation presently cryed 
out that the church was falling, and upon that, there 
was a most sad confusion, and the preacher and all 
went out, and much damage was done. The preacher 
was Mr. William StradHng, of Christ Church, and 
he was got into about the middle of his sermon, 
which was about the dissolution of the world. This 
Mr. Stradling is student of. Christ Church, and is a 
very ingenious scholar, but very rarely comes out.

lessaess of the publisher', and I can hardly ascribe 
all this to'any one else than to that villain CurlL 
Mr. Ashmole is made to have written abundance of 
things since his death. All is ascribed to him, and 
yet a very great part of what is mentioned happened 
since he died. For, as many of the persons died 
after him, so the inscriptions mentioned in this hook 
were made and fixed since his death also. Besides, 
what is taken from Mr. Ashmole is most fraudu- 
lently done. The epitaphs are faMy printed, and 
his words and sense most horridly perverted. What 
Mr. Ashmole did was done veiy carefully, as appears 
from the original in the museum, where also are his 
exact draughts of the most considerable monuments, 
of which there is no notice in this strange rhapsody. 
I call it a rh^)sody, because there is no method nor 
judgment observed in it, nor one dram of true learn- 
ing. Some things are taken from my edition of Le- 
land, but falsly printed, and I cannot but complain 
of the ii^ury done me. 

May 7. This day I walked to Woodstock, and 
took a fresh view of the old fbundations of Rosa- 
mund's bower, which are just by her poole.

The old edition of Trithenuus's Chronicle, printed 
at Mentz, 1515, says, this art was he^a at Mentz, 
anno 1450, by Jc^n Fust, and that it was brought 
to perfection by him, A" 145&. 

John Faust and Peter Scheffer printed a la^e 
Latin Bible in foUo, that was finished A** 146S. 
Some of the copies in vellam^ They woe so near 
the hand-writing of those times, tiiat John Faust 
sold some of them at Paris (printing at that time 
being not known in any part of France) fi>r MSB. 
at no less than sixty. crowns each. His copies fell

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afterwards to half the price. This caused him to be 
prosecuted for a conjuror and necroiltanceT. Thence 
be fled to Strasbuig. Faust the first inventer : Gut- 
tenbuij^ onlj his assistant. Some make Lawrence 
Coeter to hare b^un printing at Harlem, A" 14SS. 
Guttenburg printed a book at Harlem between 
146s and 1468, entitled. The Spiegd, or Looking 
Glass of our SalvaHon, or the Types of the Old 
and New Testament, which had been first printed 
by John Faust, at Mentz, about the year 145A, with 
blocks or moulds of wood, much like those made use 
of by card-makers, for stamping or printing court* 
carda. Lord Pembroke hath a copy printed only on 
one mde, and two leaves pasted tc^etber. Faust's 
done with excdlent black ink: but Guttenbui^s 
was printed with writing ink, very feint and whiter. 
Guttenburg continued printing at Harlem, for aome 
timei first with moulds or blocks, and afterwards 
with single types : where he received Fred. Corsel- 
Us, a, native of that country, into hb service ; who 
was the first typc^rapher that brought this wt into 
England, by the encouragement of archbi^op Bour- 
chier, who procured it to be first settled at Oxford. 
This archbishop had been a graduate of Nevil hall, 
in the parish of St. John Baptist, in the university. 
He moved Hen. Vlth to procure a printing mould 
(so 'tis called in a MS. about this affair in Lambeth 
Ubrary) to be brought into En^nd. Mr. Robert 
Toumour, who was then of .the robes, and a great 
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fiivoiuite of the king's, and Mr. Caxton, a citizen of 
Ixmdon, of good worth and atolity, who traded 
much to Holland, were the men imploded ; and ac- 
cordingly, with much difficulty, at the expence of 
1500 marks, 300 of which were allowed by the 
archtnshop, and the rest by the king, they prevailed 
upon Frederick Corsellis, one of the woitonen at 
Harlem, to come into England, conveying him jni- 
vately away. The archbishop having been chancel- 
lor of Oxford, sent him thither (it being not thou^t 
safe to settle him at London) under a guard, which 
constantly attended him to prevent his escape, till 
he had made good his promise to teach this new art. 
When Corsellis had performed the undertaking, he 
returned to Flanders, and settled at Antwerp, whi- 
ther he was followed by Caxton, to be instructed by 
him, which was about the year 1470. Hieronymi 
Mjytositio, printed at Oxford, A° 1468, without 
doubt by Corsellis, tho' no name be added, and is 
more ancient than any Mr. Bagford hath met with 
printed with a date, either at Harlem, Strasburgb, 
in France, Spain, flanders, or any other part of Eu- 
rope, (Italy excepted,) and next (with this excep- 
tion) to those printed by John Faust and Peter 
Schseffer. - Some of the Corsellis's retired into Eng- 
land in queen Elizabeth's time, where they have 
continued for the moat part merchandizing, and 
have been possessed of a plentlfull estate in the 
county of Essex, which is now et^oyed by John Cor- 
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sellis, esq. at this time memb^ of parliament for 
Colchester, in the same county'. The next that ex- 
ercised this art at Oxford was Theodore Rood, of 
Colon. After they had sufficiently instructed thein 
in the art, we find it was carried on at Oxford to 
the year 1481, hut from that time discontinued, till 
Winken de Word came and re-established it there, 
which was about the year 1500. He carried it on 
in St. John's parish also, in a street called Grope- 
lane, and from bim Winben-fltreet, and afterwards 
(irom a sign now standing) Magpie-lane. (Ixxvij. 1.)
